SIR, 

Tiia last sheets of this Work, with a Dedication to the late Lady 
Evelyn, under whose permission it was to be given to the Public, were 
in the hands of the Printer, when it pleased God to release her from a 
long and painful illness, w^ich she had borne with the greatest fortitude 
and resignation to the Divine Will. 

These papers descended, with the estate, from the celebrated John 
Evelyn, Esq. (a relative of your immediate ancestor), to his great - 
great-grandson, the late Sir Frederick Evelyn, Bart. This gentleman 
dying without issue, intrusted the whole to his Lady, whose loss we 
have now to lament ; of whose worth, and of the value of whose friend- 
ahip, I have happily had long knowledge and experience. Alive to 'thp- ' 
honour of die ftitHidy r% of winch she was thus made the representative, 
she maintained it in every point, and with the most active benevolence ; 
and her care extended to every part of the property attached to the do- 
main. Mr. Evelyn had formed in his own mind a plan of what he 
called an “Elysium Britannicum,” in which the Library and Garden 
were intended to be the principal objects : could he return visit 
this his beloved seat, he would find^ his idea realized* hy Ihe arrange- 
ment and addition which her Ladyship had niade to his library, and 
by th*t%K»ition of the flower-garden and green-house, which she had 
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pebfacb. 

may appear too unimportant to meet die public eye : but it has been 
thought that some information, at least some amusement, would jfo 
furnished by the publication; it has been supposed that some curious 
particulars of persons and transactions would be fountain the accompa- 
living notes ; and that, though these papers may not be of importance 
enough to appear in the pages of an Historian of the Kingdom, +bey 
may in some particulars set even such an one right ; and, though the 
notices are short, they may, as to persons, give some hints to 
Biographers, or at least may gratify the curiosity of those who are 
inquisitive after the mode in which their ancestors conducted business* 
or passed their time. It is hoped that such will not be altogether 
disappointed. 

Thus, when mention is made of great men going 
attend a Council of State, or the business of their particular Offices, or 
the Bowling Green, or even the Church; of an Hour’s Sermon being 
of a moderate length : of Ladies painting their faces beuig a novelty ; 
or of their receiving visits of Gentlemen whilst dressing, after haitii% 
just risen out of bed; of the female attendant of a lady of foshlon 
travelling on a pillion behind one of the footmen, and the footmen 
riding with swords ; such things, in the view above-mentioned,, may 
not be altogether incurious.

He has also most cheerfully to acknowledge how much he is obliged 
for many historical notes and elucidations to a literary Gentleman very 
conversant with English History, whose name he would gladly give, 
were it not withheld by particular request, and whose research, through 
upwards of seven hundred con tern porary volumes of Maiiiuscripts and 
Tracts, has doubtless given additional interest to many of the Letters. 

The Editor, finally, returns his best thanks to Mr. Upcott, of the 
Londofi Institution, for the great and material assistance received from 
him in this Publication, besides his attention to the superintendence 
of the Press, 
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* MR EVELYN lived in the busy and important times of King 
Charles I. Oliver Cromwell, King Charles II, King James It and 
King William, and lie early accustomed himself to note such things 
as occurred which he thought worthy of remembrance. He was known 
to, and had much personal intercourse with, the Kings Charles It 
and James It ; and was in habits of great, fntimacy with many of the 
Ministers of those two Monarchs, and with many of the eminent men 
of those days, as well amongst the Clergy as the Laity. Foreigners 
distinguished for learning or arts, who acme to England, did not leave 
it without visiting him. 

In the first edition of the Biographic Britannica in folio, Dr. Camp- 
• : Iv^ll has a long article relating to this gentleman. Dr. Hunter, in his 
edition of the SyUa in 1776* has copied great part, pf what Dr. 
Campbell had written. Dr. Kippis added several particulars in the

passious, & errours of corrupt tymes & interests, of which the Romish

But God will make all tliings ifianifest 
in his own tyme, oncly let us possess ourselves in patience & charity.

He speaks with great moderation of the Roman Catholics in general, 
admitting that some of the Laws enacted against them might be mitf- 
gated; but of the Jesuits be had the very worst opiniou, consider-: 
ing them as a most dangerous Society, and the principal authors of 
the misfortunes which befell King James H., and thc horrible fieiaii- 
cutions of jthe Protestants in France and Savoy. 

He must have conducted himself with uncommon prudence. ^ainil" dis- 
cretion. for he had personal friends in the Court of CromWcll,' at the 
same time that he was corresponding with his father 'in-laiiy oij^RicJ^wi 
Browne, the Ambassador of King Charles II. at Paris^- ■ 
same period that he paid his Court to- the 
intimacy with n.disgraced Minister.

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languages. That he had read a great deal is manifest, but at what 
time he found opportunities for study, it does not seem easy to say : he 
acknowledges himself to have been idle while at Oxford ; and when on 
his travels he had little time for reading, except when he stayed about 
nineteen weeks in France, and at Padua, where he was likewise 
stationary for some time. At Rome he remained a considerable time ; 
but whilst there he was so continually engaged in viewing the great 
abundance of interesting objects to be seen in that City, that he could 
have found little leisure for reading. When resident in England, 
he was so much occupied in the business of his numerous offices, in 
paying visits, in receiving company at home, and in examining what- 
ever was deemed worthy of curiosity *or of scientific observation, that it 
is astonishing to think how he found the opportunity to compose the 
numerous books which he published, and the much greater number of 
papers, on almost every subject, which still remain in manuscript*; to 
say nothing of the very extensive and voluminous Correspondence which 
he appears to have carried on during the period of bis long life, with 
men of the greatest eminence in Church and State, afcd the most distin- 
guished for learning, both Englishmen and Foreigners. In this cor- 
respondence he does not seem to have made use of an amanuensis, and 
he has left transcripts in his own hand of great numbers of Letters both 
received and sent. He observes, indeed, in one of these, that he seldom 
went to bed before 12, or closed his eye** before 1 o’clock. 

He was happy in a wife of congenial dispositions with his own, of 
an enlightened mind, who had read much, was skilled in etching and 
painting, yet attentive to the domestic concerns of her household, and 
n most affectionate mother. Of her personal beauty an idea may be 
formed from the print accompanying this Work, engraved from a most 
exquisite drawing in pencil by that celebrated French "artist Nanteuil, 
in 1650. In the Appendix is given a character of her by the Rev. 
Dr. Bohun, who had the best opportunity of being acquainted with 
it, from haying resided in Mr. Evelyn’s house fora considerable time 
as tutqj* to their son. A few of her letters are also given, to prove 
the truth of what the Doctor says of then*. ^

After he had settled at Deptford, which was in the time qf Cront- 
well, he kept up a constant correspondence with Sir Richard Browns 
(his father-in-law) the King's Ambassador at Baris ; and though hts 
connection must have been known, it doea not appearthat he met with: 
any interruption- from the Government here. Indeed, tliough he «k- 
tnained a decided loyalist, he managed so well as to -have intimate 
fnendsamongstthese nearly cdnnected with -Cromwell ; and to this w» 
may attribute his being able vto avoid taking ,the Cavenunt, ; which he 
says he never did take. In 1659. lie published “An Apology for the'

I WAS borne at W r otton, in the county of Surrey, 31st Oct. 1620, 
after my Father had been married about 7 yeares *, and my Mother 
had borne him two daughters and one sonn, viz. Eliza 28th Nov. 
1614; fc<i?16 Feb. 1615; George 18 June 1 617- They had nnother 
sonn after me, Richard, born 4th Dec r . 1622. 

My Father/ named Richard, was rtf a sanguine complexion, mixed 
with a dash of cholcr: his haire inclining to light, w hich tho’ very- 
thick became hoary by that time he was 30 yeares of age; it was 
somewhat curled towards the extremity ; his heard, winch he wore a 
little picked, as the mode was, of a brownish colour, and so continued 
to the last, save that it was somewhat mingled with grey haires about 
bi3 cheekes : which, with his countenance, was cleare, and fresh co- 
lour’d', his eyes quick and piercing, an ample forehead, manly aspect; 
low of stature, but very-strong. So exact and temperate, that I huue 
heard he had never been surprised byexcesae, being ascetic and sparing. 
JHis wisdom was great?, his judgment acute; of solid discourse, affable, 
humble, and in nothing affected; of a thriving, neate, silent, and 
methodical glnius ; discreetly severe, yet liberal on all just occasions, 
to bis children, strangers, and servants; a lover of hospitality ; of a 
singular and Christian moderation in all his actions; a Justice of the 
Peace and of the Quorum ; he served his Country as High SheritF for 
Surrey and Sussex together^. He was a studious deeliner of honours

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and titles, being already in that esteem with his country that 
they could have added little to him beside their burden *, He was a 
person of that rare conversation, that upon frequent recollection, and 
balling to mind passages of his life and discourse, I could never charge 
him with the least passion or inadvertence. His estate was esteem’d 
about sB.4,000 per am. well wooded and full of timber. 

My Mother’s name was Etianor, sole daughter f and beyresse of 
John Standsfield, Esq. ; of an ancient and honourable family (though 
now extinct) in Shropshire, by his wife Elianor Comber of a good and 
well kuowne house in Sussex. She was of proper personage ; of a 
brovrne complexion ; her eyes and haire of a lovely black ; of constitu- 
tion itldyned to a religiouyroelancholy, or pious sadnesse ; of a' rare 
memory and most exemplary life ; foreecouomie and prudence ayteemed 
pneofthe^ostconsjikutMW^lwrClounfiy.-

1624. I was not initiate!! into any rudiments till I was four years 
of age, and then one Frier taught us at the church porch of Wotton ; 
and I perfectly remember the great talk and stir about il Conde Gun- 
da mar, Ambass r from Spin (for near about this time was the match 
of our Prince *with the Infanta proposed). 

1625. I was this year sent by my Father to Lewes in Sussex, to 
be with my Grandfather St&ndsfield, with whom I passed my child- 
hood. This was the year in which the pestilence was so epidemical* 
that there dy’d in London 5,000 a week ; and l well remember the 
strict watehes and examinations upon the ways as we passed. 

1626. My picture was drawn in oyle by one Chanterell, no ill 

painter. • 

1627. My Grandfather Standsfield dyed this yeare on 5 Feb: l 
remember the solemnity at Ins funeral. He was buried in the parish 
church of All Soules, where my Grandmother, his second wife, erected 

a monument About this time was the consecration of. the Church of

South Mailing, near Lewes, the building whereof was 
cured by my Grandfather, who having the Impropriation, gave 
a-year out of it to this Church; I afterwards sold the, Impropriation. 
I layd one of the first stones at the building of the Church, which was 
consecrated by Bishop Field, Bishop of Oxf*, the sermon being 
preached by Mr. Coxhall, afterwards minister there. 

It was not till the yeare 1628 that I was put to learrie my Latina 
rudiments, and to write, of one Citoliri, a Frenchman, in Lewes. I 
was put to schools to Mr. Potts, in the Clitic at Lewes ; and in 1630 
from thence to the Free-schole at Southover neere the town, of which 
one^ Agnes Morley had been the foundresse, and now Edward Snatt 
was tiie master, under whom I remained till 1 was sent to the Univer- 
sity*. This yeare my Grandmother (w tU whom I sojouriiftl) being 
married to one Mr. Newton, a learned and moat religious gent, we 
went from the Cliff to dwell at his house in Southover. 

1631. There happen’d an extraordinary dearth in England, come 
bearing an excessive price ; and, in imitation of what I had scene ray 
Father do, I began to observe matters more punctualy, which I did 
use to set downe in a bl^nke almanac. 

21st 1632. My eldest Sister was married to Edw u Darcy 
Esq; who little deserved so excellent a person. 1 was soone afterwards 
sent for into Surrey, and my Father would willingly have weaned roe 
from my fondness of my too indulgent Grandmother, ‘intending to 
have placed me at Eaton ; but I was so terrified at the report of the 
severe discipline there, that I was sent beck to Lewes, which per- 
versenesse of mine I have dfee a thousand thpes deplor’d. ’ White* I: 
was now tritiing at home I saw London, wheb l lay one niglit dncl^ 
The next d*y T dined at Beddington, where i was much delighted 
with the gardens and curiosities. Thence we returned to tbe Lady 
Darcy’s at Sutton, thence to Wotton,* and the 16th of Attgr 1633, 
back to Lewes. * ’ 

1634, My Father was appointed Sheriff Sussex before 

they were disjoyned. He had tiff fitoe lively 
in grecne sattin doublets ; divers

waited on him in the same garbe and habit, which at that time (when 
30 6r 40 wasthe usual retinue of the High Sheriff) was esteem'd a 
great matter* JNfor was this out of the least vanity that my Father 
exceeded (who was one of the greatest decli tiers of it), but because 
he could not refuse the civility of his friends and relations, who vo- 
luntarily came themselves, or sent in their servants. But my Father 
was afterwards most unjustly and spitefully molested by y' jeering judge 
Richardson*, for repreeving the execution of a woman, to gratitie my 
L. of Lindsey, then Admiral ; but out of this he emerg^With as much 
honor as trouble. 

15 December 1634. My Sister Darcy departed this life, being arriv'd 
to her 20 yeare of age, in vertue advanc'd beyond her yeares, or the 
merit of her husband, the worst of men. She had been brought to 
bed the 2d of June before, but the infant died soon after her. My 
Sister was iiiterr d in a very honorable manner in our dormitory jovn* 
ing to the parish churchf, where now her monument stands- 

1635. My deare Mother departed this life upon the 29 th September, 
about the 37 th of her age and 22d of her marriage ; her death has- 
tened by excessive grief for the losse of her daughter. When near her 
death, she summoned all her children then living (I shall never forget 
it), and express'd herself in a manner so heavenly, with instructions so 
pious and Christian, as made usstrangely sensible of the extraordinary 
losse then imminent; after which, embracing every one of us, she* 
gave to each a ting, with her blessing. Then taking my Father by 
the hatod, she recom'ended us to his care ; and having importun'd him 
that what he design'd to bestow on her funeral he would rather dispose 
among y* poore, she labour'd to compose herselfe for the blessed 
change which she, now expected. There was not a servant in the 
house whom she did nrtt expressly send for, advise, and infinitely affect

She was 
interr’d, as neere as might be, to her daughter Darcy, the 3d of October, 
at night, but with no meane ceremony. 

»1636. This yeare being extreamelv dry. the pestilence much in- 
creased in Iiondon and divers parts of England. 

13 Feb. I was admitted into the Middle Temple, London, though 
absent, and as yet at schoole. 

3d April 1637. I left schoole, where, till about the last yeare, I 
bad been extreamly remisse in my studies, so as I went to the Univer- 
sitie rather out of shamo of abiding longer at schoole, than for any 
fitnesse, as by sad experience I found, which put me to re-ieame alt 
that I had neglected, op but perfunctorily gain'd. / 

10 May. I wus admitted a' fellow com'uner of Baliol College, Ox< 
ford, and on the 29th I was matriculated in the Vestry, at St Marie’*, 
where I subscribed the Articles and took tlw oaths.

Hence I walked to a Convent of English Nunns, with whom 
I sate discoursing most part of the afternoone.

This is a Citty of so great a circumference that it is reported to be 7 
leagues round, but there is not half of it now built, much, remaining in 
fields and pastures, even within the wall, which has strong gates 
towards the West, and two faire churches. 

Here I beheld the Palace wherein John of Gaunt and Cha. V. were 
borne ; the statue of the latter stands in the Market-place, on an high 
pillar, with his swprd drawn, to which (1 was told) the Magistrates and 
Bergers were wont to repaire on a .eertaine day every ye arc \v ,: ‘ roups 
about theif necks, in toaken of submission & pen nance for an old Re* 
hellion of theirs ; but now the hemp is changed to a blew ribbon. Mere 
is the Basilisco, or great Gun, so muc h talked of.

Ifiidi 4 Jan*. I pass’d this day with one Mr. Jo. Wall, * an Irish 
geWUeman, wholiacl been a Frier in Spaine, and afterwards a Reader m 
St-.Isodors Chayre at Rome, bl#fr waS, I .hnow not hew, getting a way, and 
pretending to be a Soultlier of fortune, an absolute Cavaliere, having as 
ho htld.ua been Capt. of Horse in G&nnany. It is certuine lie was an 
excellent disputant, and so strangely given to it that nothing could 
passe: him. Ho would needes perswade me to goe with him tins 
morning to the Jesuites Colledge, to witnesse his polemical talent. 
We found the Fathers in their Church at the Rue St. Anthoine^ where 
-one of theet shew'd us that noble fabri'l* which for its cnpola, pavings, 
incrustations of marble,., the pulpit, altars (especially the high altar), 
organ, lav&torwm, Scc. but, above all, |fie richly carv'd and incom- 
putable front, l esteems to be one of the most perfect pieces of archi- 
tecture- in Europ, emulating even some of the greatest now at Rome

Wake his apology in so good a style, that their derision Was turn’d to 
admiration, & beginning to argue, he so baffled the Professor, that with 
universal applause they all rose up and did him greate honors, wtitiSg 
on us to: the v^rystreete and our coach, testifying greate satisfaction. 

3rd Feb, 1 went to the Exchange. The late addition to the build- 
ings is very noble, but the gallerys where they sell their petty merchan- 
dize are no tiling so stately as ours at London, no mote than the place 
wh^rc they walkc belo.v, being oucly a low vault. 

The Palais, as they call the upper part, was built in, y* time of 
Philip the Paire, noble and spac'ous. The greate Hall annex’d to it 
is arched with stone, having a range of pillars iu the middle, round 
which and at the sides are shops of all kinds, especialy Bookcsellers. 
Ouc side is full of pewes for the Ctcarkes of the Advocates, who swafme 
Iwie (as ours at Westminster). At one of y* ends stands an altar, at 
which Masse is said daily. Within are several Chambers, Court?, 
Treasuries,. &c. Above that is the most rich and glorious Salle d’ Au- 
dience, the Chamber of St. Lewis, and other superior Courts where the 
Parj^trpent sits, riuhly guilt on embossed carvings & fretts, and exceed- 
ing beautified. 

Within the place where they sell their wares is another narrower 
gallery full of shopps and toys, &c. which lookes dowtic into f /Vp&n 
yard. Descending by & huge payiie of etayres we parsed by ■St.flfoi-

In it is a fay re Fcmntaine 
A Portico. The Isle <]u Palais consists of a triangular brick budding, 
whereof one side* looking to the river, is inhabited by Goldsmiths. 
Within the court are private dwellings. The front looking on the 
greate bridge is possess’d by Mountebanks, Operators, and Puppet - 
players* On the other part is the every day’s market for all sorts 
of provisions, especially bread, hearbs, flowers, orange-trees, choyce 
slmihbs; here is a shop called Noah’s Arke, where are sold all curio- 
sities, naturall or artificial, Indian or European, for luxury or use, as 
cabinets, shells, ivory, porsehui, dried fishes, insect*., birds, pictures* 

' and a thousand exotic extravagances. Passing lienee we viewed the 
Port Dauphinc, an arch of excellent workmanship; the street, bearing 
the same name, is ample and straite. 

4 Feb. I went to see the Marais de Temple, where Is a noble 
Church and Palace, heretofore dedicated to tile Knights Templars, now 
converted to a Piazza, not much unlike ours at Coven t Garden, but 
larger, ami not so pleasant, tho’ built all about with divers considerable 
palaces. 

The Chqrch of St. Genevieve i3 a place of g reate devotion, dedicated 
to another of their Amazons sayd to have deliver’d the Citty from y* 
English, for which she is esteem’d the tutelary Saint of Paris. It 
stands on a steepe eminence, having a very high spire, and is govern'd 
by Canons Regular. 

At the Palais. Roy ale Hen. IV. built a fairo quadrangle of stately 
Palates, arched underneath. In the. middle of a spacious area stands 
on a noble pedestal, a brazen Statue of Lewis XIII. w th tho made h\ 
imitation of that in y“ Romau Capitol, is nothing so much esteem’d as 
v that cm y e Pont Neuf. 

The Hospital of the Quinz-Vingts in Rue St. Honore is an excellent 
• .. ftwndaticfr but above all is the Hotel Dieu for men and women, ncare 
; ■ jfotife ' a princely, pious, and expensive structure. That of the 

satisfaction in seeing how decently and Chris- 
tianly ihe sick people are attended, even to delicacy. I have seen them 
served by imblc persons/men and women. They have also gardens, 
walks, &fountaines. Divers persons are here cutt for the stone with 
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greate successe yearly in May. The v 2 ChasteletU (supposed to have 
been built by Julius C^sar) are places pf Judicature by Criminal 
Causes; to which is a strong Prison. The Courts are spacious at*) 
magnificent. , ; • Ji'.' ;• > 

8 Feb. I took coach and went to seethe famous Jardme Royale, 
which is an enclosure walled in, consisting of all varieties of ground 
for planting and culture of medical simples. f It is well 
in it hills, itieadows, wood and upland, natural! and artificial, 1|^d is 
richly stor'd with exotic plants. In the middle of the Parterre is ajalre 
lountaine. There is a very fine house, chapel, laboratory, orangery, 
& other aceoroVlations for the President, who is all ways one of the 
King’s cheife Phyaitians. 

From hence we went to the other side of the towne, and to some 
distance from it, to the Buis de Vincennes, going by the Bastille, w Ph 
is the Fortresse Tower and Magazine of tins great Citty. It is very 
spacious within, and there the Grand Master of the Artillery has his 
house, with faire gardens and walks. 

The Bois de Vincennes has in it a square and noble Castle* with 
magnificent apartments, fit for a Iloyal Coui;t, not forgetting the 
Chapel], It is the chiefe Prison for persons of quality, Abqut it there 
is a parke walled in, full of deere, and iri one part is a grove of goodly 
pine-trees. 

The next day I went to see the Louvre with more attention, its so mail 
Courts and Pavilions. One of the quadrangles, begun by Hen. IV. 
aiul finish’d by lira son and grandson, is a superb but mix’d structure; 
The cornices,; mouldings, & compartments, ^ sevemll ; 

c olour’d marbles, have been of great expeoee. 

We went through the lopg gallery, pay'd w*'* wbit? & black marble, 
richly fretted and paynted hfr&w* ^ looking to the riyery

We return’d through another gallery, larger, but not so long, where 
hung the pictures of all the Kings and Queenes and prime Nobility of 
France. 

Descending hence, we went into a lower very large room* eallM the 
Salle des Antiques, which is a vaulted Cimelia, destin’d for statues 
only, amongst which stands* the so celebrated Diana of' the ISphesiam\ 
said to be the same which utter'd oracles in that temple. There is a 
huge globe suspended by chaynes. The pavings, inlay ings, and In- 
crustations of this Hall arc wrv rich. 

In another more privat garden towards the Quccne’a apartment is a 
waike or cloyster under arches, whose terrace is paved with stones of a 
greate breadth; it looks towards the river, and has a pleasant aviary, 
fountaiua, stately cypresses, &t\ On the river arc scene a prodigious 
number of barges and boates of great length, full of hay, corne, wood, 
wine, &e. Under the long gallery dwell goldsmiths, paygters, sta- 
tuaries, and architects, who being the most famous for their art in 
Christendom, have stipends allowed them by the King. We went 
into that of Mon ?r Saracin, who was moulding for an image of a Ma- 
dona to be cast in gold, of a greate size, to be sent by the Queene 
Regent to Lauretta, as an offering for the birth of the Dauphine, now 
the youug King. 

I finish’d this day with a waike in the greate garden of the Thuil* 
leries, which is rarely contrived for privacy, shade, or company, by 
groves, plantations of tall trees, especialy that in y* middle, being of 
rdtmes, another of mulberys. There is a labyrinth of cypresse, noble 
hedged of pomegranates, fountaines, fishponds, and an aviary. There 
is an artificial echo, redoubling the words distinctly, and it is never 
without some faire nytpph singing to it. Standing at one of the focus’s, 
whudi is under a tree, or little cabinet of hedges, the voice seems to 
descent) from the clouds ; at another as if it was underground. This 
being at - ; th# ; bottom of y e garden, we were let into another^ which 
being kept with all imaginable accuratenesse as to the orangery, pre- 
Voi». I. a 
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cious shnibts/ an^tt’e fniites, seem’d a paradise. From «t tarraee in 
tins place we saw so many coaches, as one would hardly think could 
be maintained in the whole Ci tty, going, late as 
year, towards the Course, which is a place adjoyning, of neere an 
English mile long, planted with 4 rows of trees, making a large circle 
in the middle. This Course is walled about, neere breast high, w iL 
squar’d freestone, and has a stately arch at the entrance,, with Sculpture 
and-statucs about it, built by Mary di Malices. Here it is that the 
gallants and Indys of y® Court take the ayre and divert themselves, as 
with ns* in Hide Park, the circle being capable of containing an hun- 
dred coaches to tame com’odiously, and the larger of the plantations 
for 5 or 6 coaches a brest. 

Returning through the Thuilleries, we saw a building in which are 
kept wild beasts for the King’s pleasure, a beare, a wolfe, a wild 
boare, a leopard, &c*. 

2J Feb. Accompany ’d with some English gent 0 * we tooke horse to 
aoe St. Germaius en Lay, a stately country-house of the King, some 
5 league^from Paris, By the way we alighted at St. Cloes, where, 
on an eminence neere the river, the Archbishop of Paris has a garden, 
for the house is not very considerable, rarely Water’d and furnish'd 
with fountaincs, statues, and groves; the walkes are very feire; the 
fountain of Laocoon is in a large square pool, throwing the water neere 
40 foot high, and having about it a multitude of statues and basincs* 
and is a surprising object ; but nothing is more esteem’d than the ' 
cascade felling from the greate stepps into the lowest and longest 
vvalke from the Mount Parnassus, which consists of a grotto, or shell 
house, on y-sum’it of the hill, wherein are divers water- workes and 
contrivances to wet the spectators ; this is covered with a fayre cupola, 
the walks paynted with the Muses, aiul statues placed thick abodt it, 
whereof some arc antiq and good.

Indeed the entertainment is vevy splendid, and noi 
unreasonable, considering the excellent manner of dressing their meat?, 
and of the service. Here are many debauches ami excessive revelling*, 
being out of observance. 

About it league; farther we went to see Cardinal Richelieu's villa ai 
Rueli. The house is small, but fairely built, in form of a castle 
moated round. The offices are towards the road, and over against it 
are large vineyards walled in. 

Though the house is not of the greatest, the gardens about it art- so 
magnificent that I doubt whether Italy has any exceeding it for all 
rarities of -pleasure. The garden nearest the pavilion is a partem*, 
having in y* raiddst divers noble hrasse statues, perpetually spouting 
water into an ample bassin, with other figures of the same metal; but 
what is most admirable is the vast enclosure, smd variety of ground, 
in y a large garden, containing vineyards, corneficlds, moodowa, grows 
(whereof "one is of perennial greens), and walkes ot vast lengthes, so 
accurately kept and cultivated, that nothing can be more agreeable. On 
one -of these walkes, within a square of tall trees, is a basilisc* of 
copper, w 1 ^ managed by the fountamere casts water necre 6*0 feet high, 
and will of itself move round so swiftly, that one can hardily escape 
wetting. This leads to the Citroniere, where is a noble conserve of all 
those rarities; and at the end of it is the Arch of Constantine, painted 
on a wall in oyle, as large as flic real one at Rome, so well don that 
even a man skill’d in painting may mistake it for stone and sculp- 
tare* The skie an<J hills which scern to be betweenc the arches are sc* 
natural! that swallows and other birds, thinking to fly through, have 
dashed themselves against the wall. At the further part of this walke

kted, from whence it glides silently downe a channel! thro 1 the middle 
of a spacious gravel walke terminating in a grotto. Here are also foun- 
tain es yVcast water to a great height, and large ponds, 2 of which 
have islands for harbour of fowles, of which there is store. One of 
these islands has a receptacle for them built of vast pieces of rock, 
neere 50 feet high, growne over with niosse, ivy, &c, shaded at u 
competent distance with tall trees: in this the fowlcs lay eggs and 
breed e. Wc then saw a large and very rare grotto of shell- wofke, in 
the shape of satyres and other wild fancys : in y* middle stands a 
marble table, on which a fouutaine playes in forms of glasses, cupps, 
crosses, farms, crownes, <8ccr~ Then the fountaineerc represented a 
* showre of mine from the topp, inett by small Jetts from below. At 
going out two extravagant musqueteeres shot os w fh a, streme of water 
from their musket barrel la. Before this grotto is a dong poole into 
which ran divers spouts of water from leaden escollop b&ssins. The 
viewing this paradise made U9 late at St. Germains. 

The first building of this palace is of Cha. V. called the Sage; hut 
Francis I. (that true virtuoso) made it com plea te, speaking as to the 
style of magnificence then in fashion, which vy*i«* w tb too greate a mix- 
ture of y H Gotic, as may be seen in what there is remaining of his in 
y c old Castle, an irregular peeee as built on y* old foundation, and 
having a moate about it. It has yet some spacious & handsome roomes 
of state, & a cbapell neately pay n ted. /Che new Castle is at somt 
distance, divided from this by a court, of a lower but more modem 
designe, built by Hen. -IV. To this belong d tarraces built of brick 
& stone, descending in cascade towards the river, cut out of the naturall 
hill, having under, them goodly vaulted galleries ; c^f these, 4 have sub- 
terranean grotts & roehs, where are represented sev^rall ohjects io the 
manner of scenes, and other motiopsvhy pf. sH^wn hy thS 
light of torches onely ; amongst these is Orpheus ;v^M$ rauriq, & 
the animall*,- w ch dance after his harp; ^ ^ ; - 
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phm * ; in the 3 a is Neptune sounding his trumpet, his churriot dr uvne 
by sea-horses; in the 4th Perseus & Andromeda ; milk; .hermitage?.; 
men Jfifbing ; birds chirping ; and many other devices. There is also a 
dry grott to refresh in, all having a fine prospect towards y (t river and 
the goodly country about it, especialy the forrest. At the bottom is 
a parterre ; the upper tar race neere half a myle in length, w th double 
declivities, arched and balustqr’d w ,h stone, of vast and royal cost. 

In the Pavilion of y c new Castle are many faire roorncs, well pa voted, 
and leading into a very noble garden and parke, where is a pall - mad!, 
in y € midst of which, on one of the sides, is a Chapel!, with stone 
cupola, ^tho* small, yet of an handsome order of architecture. Out of 
y* parfee you goe into y® forrest, which being very large, is stor’d with 
deft re, wild hoares, wolves, and other wild game. The Tennis Court 
and Cavalerizzo for y v menag’d horses, are also observable. 

We return'd to Paris by Madrid, another villa of the King's, built 
hy Francis I. and called by that name to absolve him of his oath that 
he would not go from Madrid, in which he was prisoner in Spay no, 
but from whence he made his escape. This house is also built in a 
park, walled in. We next called in at the. Bowies hnmmes, well situ- 
ated, with a feire Chapel & Library 

1 March. I went to see the Count de Lianeourt’s Palace in y f Rue 
de Seine, which is well built. Towards his study and bedchamber 
joyues a little garden, which tho' very narrow, by the addition of a 
well painted perspective is to appearance greatly enlarged ; to this there 
is another part, supported hy arches, in which runs a streame of water, 
rifting in y° aviary, out of a statue, and seeming to flow for some miles, 
by being artificially continued in the painting, when it sinkes down? 
at the wall. It is a very agreeable deceipt. At the end of this garden 
is a little theater, made to change w th divers pretty seunes, and the 
stage so ordered that with figures of men & women pay n ted on light- 
biard^ apd cut out, and, hy a person who stands underneath, made to 
act aa if they were speaking, hy guiding them, & reciting words in 
different as the parts require. We were led into a round cabinet, 
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where was a neate invention for reflecting lights by lining divers sconces 
with thin shining plates of gilded copper. 

In one of the rooms of state was an excellent paynting of Poussin 
being a Satyre kneeling ; over y® chimney, the Coronation (ff Virgin 
bv Paulo Veronese ; another Madona over the (lore, and yV of Jos, bv 
Cigali ; in the Hall, n Caoaliero di Malta attended l>y his page, sayd 
to be of Mich. Angelo ; the Rape of Proserpine, w u> a very large land* 
skip of Corregio. In y“ next roome some payntings of Primatiecio, 
especially the Helena* the naked Lady brought before Alexander, well 
paynted, and a Ceres . In the bedchamber a picture of ft Cardinal di: 
Lianeourt of Raphael, rarely colour’d. In.y® cabinet are divers pieces 
of Bassano, 2 of Polenoburg, 4 of Paulo Brill, the skyes a little too 
blew. A Madona of Nicholao, excellently painted on a stone ; /a 
Judith of Mantegna ; 3 Women of Jeronimo; oue of S ten wick; n 
Madam after Titian, and a Magdalen of the same hand, as the Count 
esteemes it ; 2 small pieces of Paulo Veronese, being the Martyrdoms 
tf St . Justina & St, Catherine ; a Madam of Lucas Van Leyden, sent 
him from our King; 6 more ot old Ba&mio; 2 excellent drawings of 
Albert ; a Magdalen of lieormrdo da Vinci ; 4 of Paulo; a very rare 
Madona of Titian, given him also by our King ; the Ecce Homo, shut 
up in a frame of velvet, for the life and accurate finishing exceeding 
all description, Some curious medals, and a chaplet of admirable 
invention, the iotaglms being all on fruit-stones. The Count was so 
exceeding . civil! that he would needes make his Lady goe out of her 
drtssing-rcome, that he might shew us the curiosities and pictures in it 

We went thence to visitc one Mons. Perishot, one of the greatest 
virtuosos in France, for his collection of pictures, achates, medalls* and 
flowers, especialy tulips & ahemonies, The ehiefest of his payntings 
was a Sebastian of Titian. 

From him we went to Moii* r . Frene's, who shew’d u» many t^ire 
drawings, a Rape of Hqkn ir> black ehal W ? many excellent things of 
Sneider ; some of Julio & Mich 1 Angelo; a Madma of Passignano; 
some things of Parmensis,& other masters. s- ; "> 

The next morning being recommended to Mon*. de ^asse^ pre- 
sident du Parliament, and once Ambassador at Yedh^ fortheFrench 
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King, we were very civily receiv’d, and shew’d his Library. Amongst 
his paintings were, a rare Venus $• Adonis of Veronese, a Sf . Anthony 
after the first manner of Corregio, and a rare Madona of Palma. 

Sunday 6 March, [ went to Charenton, 2 leagues from Paris, to 
heare & see the manner of the French Protestant Churches service. 
The place of meeting' they call y° Temple, a very faire and spacious 
ronme, built of free-stone, very decently adorn’d with pay tilings of the 
Tables of- y* Law, the Ix>rds Prayer & Creede. Tile pulpit stands at 
the upper end in the middle, having an enclosure of scatcs about it, 
where the Elders, & persons of greatest quality and strangers, sit ; the 
rest of y f congregation on formes & low stooles, but none in pewes as 
in our Churches, to their greate disgrace & nothing so orderly, as 
here the stocks & other comber arc remov'd when y c assembly rises. 1 
was greatly pleas’d with their harmonious singing the Psalms, which 
they all learn perfectly well, their children being as duel) taught as 
their Catechism*. 

In our passage vve went by that famous bridge over y° Marne, where 
echo returnes the voice of a good singer 9 or 10 times, 

7th March, I went with some company towards Fontainebleau, a 
sumptuous palace of the King’s, like ours of Hampton Court, about 
14 leagues from the Cite*. . By the way vve pass through a Forest so 
prodigiously encompass’d with hideous rocks of whitish hard stone, 
heaped one on another in mountainous heights, that I think the like is 
not to be found elsewhere. It abounds w tb Staggs, wolves, boares, 
& not long after a lynx or ounce was kill'd amongst them, which had 
devour'd some passengers. On the summit of one of these gloomy pre- 
cipices, intermingl'd w ll ‘ trees and shrubs, the -stones hanging over, 
Ik menaceing mine, is built an Hermitage. In these solitudes rogues 
frequently lurke & do mischiefe (& tor whom we were all well ap- 
poynted w tU our carabines), but we arived safe in the evening at 
the village, where we lay at the Horne, going early next morning to 
the Palace. 

This house is nothing so stately and uniforme as Hampton Court, 
but Frauds {. began much to beautifie it; most of all, Hen. IV. and 
not a little tfie ; late King. It abounds with faire halls, chambers, and 
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gallerys ; in the longest, which is 360 foote long, & 18 broad, are 
paynted the Victories of that great Prince Hen. IV* That of Francis 1* 
caird the grand Gallery, hasall the King's Palaces paytited in it ; above 
these, in 60 pieces of excellent worfce in fresca is the History of Ulysses, 
from Homer, by Primaticcioin the tyme of Heu. III. esteemed the 
most renoivnM in Btnrop for y* designe. The Cabinet is full of excellent 
pictures, especialy a Woman of Raphael. In the Hall of the Guards is 
a piece of tapistry painted on y* wall, very naturally, representing the 
Victory* of Cha. VII. over our countrymen. In the Salle des Feutins 
is a rare Chimny-piece, & Hen. IV* on horseback, of white marble, 
esteemed worth 18,000 crowns; Clementia & Par, nobly don* On 
columns of jasper, 2 lions of brasse. The new Stay res, and a halfe 
circular Court, are of modem and good architecture, as is a Chapel! 
built by Lewis XIII. all of jasper, with several incrustations of marble 
in the inside. 

Having scene the room^s w'e went to y p Volary, w^ has a cupola in 
the middle of it, great© trees and bushes, it being full of birds who 
drank at two fountaiues. There is a faire Tennis Court & noble Stables ; 
but the beauty of all are the Gardens. In y c Court of y* Fountaines 
stand divers antiquities and statues, especialy a Mercury. In y° 
Queenes Garden is a Diana ejecting a fountain?, with numerous other 
brass© statues. 

Hie Create Garden, 180toises long and 154 wide, has in the centre 
a fountayne of Tyber of a Colossean figure of brasse, with the Wolfe 
over Romulus & Rhemus. At each corner of the garden rises a foun- 
tain©. In the Garden of the Fish Pond is a Hercules of white marble. 
Next is the Garden of the Pines, and without that a Canale of an 
English mile in length, at y* end of which rises 3 jattos in the form of 
a fleur de lys, of a great height; on the margin are excellent walfces 
planted w tU trees. The carps come familiarly to hand £to be fed}. 
Hence they broughtus to a spring, which they say ifeing fite£^ 
by a dog, gave occasion cd % beautifying this place, both w tb thePalace 
and Gardens The rocks at some distance m the Forest jeald one of 
the most august & stupendous prosp^cti imaginable. The Parke about 
this place is very large, & the Towne is full of noblemen's houses. 
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Next morning ive were invitee) by a Pay n ter, wUq^was keeper of' y l 
pictures and rarities, to see hia owner collection. We were lead tlm/ a 
gallery of old Rosso’s worke, at the end of which, in another cabinet, 
were 3 Madonna of’ Raphael and 2 of Andrea de!' Sarto, Tn y* Aca- 
dewy where v* Pnynter himself© wrought, wa-s a Si. Michael of 
Raphael, very rare; St. Jo. Bajdht of Leonardo, Sc a n /tend ; 

a Queenc of Sicily & i$fc, A/firxfrire/ of Raphael ; 2 more Mwhmnr, 
whereof one very large, by y* same hand ; ^ome more of del &arto * » 
St. Jerome of Peri no del VagA ; the Rm> e of Pronely hie, very good ; 
and a greate number of drawings* 

Returning part of our w*:y to Paris that, day, we visited an house 
cal’d Maisoti Rouge , having an excellent prospect, grott, & toun taint* 
on© whereof ris£» 50 feet, Sc resembles the tio«se of a tempest, bettaillrs 
ofgunns, See. at its issue. 

We went to Lssone, a house of Mons r Essling* who is a greute 
Vertuoso ; there arc many good pay n tings in it, but nothing so observ- 
able as hie gardens, fomitaines, fislic-poolcs, esjvecialy y 1 in a triangular 
forme, the water cast out by a multitude ot heads about it ; there is a 
noble cascade and pit* tty bathes, with all accommodations. Ifrid^r a 
mart! * table is ft fcuutaine of serpents twisting about a globe. 

We alighted next at Corbett, a town© famous for the siego of 
Hen* I V. Here we slept, & return’d next morning to Paris. 

18 March. I went with S* do. Cotton, a Cambridg-shire Kub a 
journey into Normandy. The first day we passed by (rollon, the 
Archbishop of Rouen’s Palace. The gardens are highly com ended, 
but we did not go in, intending to reach Pontoise by dinner, this 
towfte is built in a very gallant place, has a noble bridge over the Oi/.e, 
and is well refresh’d w th fountain©*. 

This i»' the*. -first -towne in Normandy, and the farthest that the Vine- 
yards extend to on this side of the country, which is fuller of play ties, 
wood, atith oitclosures, w tl ’ some townes towards ■ y* sea, very like 

We lay this night at a vttage call’d Magny. The next day, descending 
a very st^pe ^ hill; we ditv’d at Pleury* and after rode. 5 leagues down© 
St. Catfi^ft.e, t& Rouen, which affords a goodly prospect to the mines 
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of that chapell mountain?. This country so abounds wi# wolves, 
that a shepherd whom we met told us one of his companions was 
strangled by one of them the day before, & that ip the midst of his 
flock. The feilds are mostly planted. w tl * pears & apples & other eider 
fruites. It is plentifully furnish’d w ,th quarries of stone & slate, & hath 
iron in abundance. ■’ 

I kyat the White Crosse in Rouen, which is a very large Ci tty, on 
y* Seine, having two smaller rivers besides, call’d y° Aubcit and Lobes 
There stand yet the mines of a magnificent bridge of stone, now sup- 
ply’d by one of boates only, to wliich come up vesselk of cofisiderable 
burthen. The other side of y* water consists of meadows, and there 
have y* Reformed a Church. 

The Cathedrall Nostre Dame was built, as thly acknowledge, 
by the Euglish ; some English words graven, in Gotic characters 
upon the front seeme to confirm it. The Towers & whole Church 
arc full ^>f carving. It has 3 steeples w th a pyramid; in one of 
these I saw the famous bell so much talk’d off*, 13 foote in height, 
32 round, the diameter 1 1 j weighing 40,000 pounds. In tlj.e Chapel 
of Amboise, built by a Cardinal of that name, lies, his body, with 
several faire monuments. The Quire has behind it a great? dragon 
pay n ted on the wall, w cIj they say had don much liarmc to the inha- 
bitants till vanquished by St. Remain their Archbishop, tor . which 
there is an annual procession. It was now neere Easter, and in^ny 
images were expos’d with scenes & stories representing y e Passion, 
made up of little puppets, to which there was great resort and devotion, 
with offerings. Before the Church is a faire Palace,— St. Owen, is an* 
other goodly Church and an Abby w th fine gardens. Here the King 
hath lodgings w hen he makes his progress? through these parts. The 
structure where the .Court. ofP^rlkmentifl kept is very magnificent, 
containing very faire hulks & chambers* especialy La Chambm d’Qirrfe. 
The Townc-house is also well built, and so are some gentlempr^s 
houses ; but most part of the rest arc of timber, like our 
London, in the wooden part ofth^Citty* > V- 

21 March. On Easter Monday Totes, a solitary inn 
between Rouen & .Diepe,.^ towm 
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19 sit iw ted betweene two monntaincs, not unpleasantly, and is washed 
on y* North by our English seas. 

The Port is com’odieUs, but the entrance is difficult. It has one 
ample Sc faire street©, in which is a pretty church. The Fort Poiict 
consists of a strong earth-worke, arid com’ands the Haven, as on the 
other side dos the Castle, which is also well fortified, \v u ' the Citadel 
before if; nor is the Town® itself a little strong. It abounds with 
workmen, who make and sell curiosities ol ivory «nd tortoise-shells ; it 
indeed whatever the East Judies afford of cabinets, purcelau, natural Sc 
exotic rarities, arc here to be had \v ,!l abundant enovee. 

23 Miirch, We pass'd along the Coast by a very roe' y and rugged 
way, which forc’d us to alight many times before «ve eamc to Havre de 
Grace, wbeie we lay that night. 

The next morning we saw the Citadel, strong and regular, well 
stored with artillery, &c. The works furnish’d with faire brass© canon, 
having a motto. Ratio ultima Begum. The ellogiamenis of the garri- 
son are uniform© ; a spacious place for thawing up the soldiers, a pretty 
chapel], and a faire house for the Governor. The Duke of Richelieu 
being now in the fort, we went to salute him; who receiv’d us very 
civily, and com’anded that we should he show’d whatever we desired 
to see. The Citadel was built by the late Card, de Richelieu, unkle of 
the present Duke, and is very strong. 'Die haven is very capacious. 

We embarqued ourselves and horses to passe to Honfleur, about 4 
or 5 leagues distant, where the Seine falls into the Sea. It is a poorc 
fisher towne, remarkable for nothing so much as the odd yet uscfull 
habites which the good women weare, of bearcs and other skinns, as 
of raggs at Dieppe, and all along these coasts. 

25 March. We ariv'd at Caen, a noble and beautifull towne, on 
the river Orne, which passes quite thro' it, the 2 sides of the towne 
joyp’d only by a uridg of one arch. We lay at the Angel, where wc 
were very well uVd, tile place being abundantly furnish’d with provi- 
sions at a cheapc rate. 

_ object is the great Abby and Church, large 

and rich, built qfter the Gotic manner, having two spires nod middle 
lanterne ktyt^ieWest end, all of stone. The quire round and large, 
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in y‘ centre whereof, elevated on it #qu?tre, 

pulchre, is this inscription : .*&,, . .

We went to y* Castle, which is strong and fayre* and so is the 
Towne-house, built on the briclg which unites the two townee. Here 
are Scholes and mi University for the Jurists. 

The whole Town is handscrnly built of y l excellent stone so well 
knowne by that name in England. I was lead to a pretty garden, 
planted with hedges of Alatemns, having at the entrance a skreene at 
an exceeding height, accurately cutt in topiary worke, with well under- 
stood Architecture, consisting of pillars* niches, freezes, and othef orna- 
ments, w th greatc curiosity; some of the columns wreathed, others 
spiral, all according to art. 

28 March. We went towards Paris, lyihg the Rrst wight at Evireux, 
a Bishop’s seate, an ancient TowWe, w< b a faire Cathedral. 

The next day we arived at Paris. - : 

1 April. I went to see more Exactly the tbmnos of die fmt Palace 
of Luxemburg^, in the Fauxbourg St. Ger maiba; built by jfcf ik 
Medicos, and I think one of 

that is to be seen* taking it; its accbtwpiish- 

menta. The gallery is of the painting of ftubehs* being the -Itiii^ry -of 
the Foundresses life, tarely deigned v fcnd of it Si tb* Dufee of 
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Orleans's Library, well furnished w u ‘ excellent hookes, all bmu»d in 
tna-roquin and gilded, the valans of the shelves being of greene velvet, 
fring'd with gold. In the cabinet joyning it are onely the smaicr 
volumes, with H cabinets of inedails, and an excel ion l collection J shell* 
and acluites, whereof some are prodigiously 'rich. This Dido being- 
very learn’d in rnedails and plants, nothing of that kind cscap*;* him. 
Them are other spacious, noble, and princely furnish'd room.es, wln:h 
looke towards the gardens, which are nothing inferior to the rest. 

The Court below is formed into a square by a corridor, having over 
the chicfe entrance a stately cupola, coveted with stone the rest \l\ 
cloistered and arched on piUasters of rustiq worke, The rarrace ascend- 
ing before the front, pav'd w th white and black marble. U halustred uhn 
white marble, exquisitely polish’d. 

Onely the Hall below is low, and the stay recuse somewhat of an 
heavy design#, but the facirtta towards the parterre, which is also arched 
& vaulted w 111 stone, h of admirable beauty, and full of sculpture. 

The Gardens are neere an English mile in compasse, endors’d w th a 
stately wall, and in a good ayre. The parterre is indeed of box, but so 
rarely design'd and accurately kept cut, that the embroidery makes a 
wonderful effect to the lodgings which front it, Tis divided into 4 
squares, & as many circular knots, having in y e ranter a nobit. basin 
of marble neere 30 f diameter (as- 1 retnembci ), in which a triton of 
brass# holds a dolphin llint: casts a girandola of water neere 40 foot*,: 
high* playing perpetual y, the water being convoy'd from A recta I by 
an aqueduct of stone, built after y e old Roman magnificence. About 
this ample parterre, the spacious ivalkes & all included, runs a border of 
freestone, adorn'd w tU pedestnlls for potts* and statues, and part of it 
neere the stepps of the terrace, with a mile and baluster of pure white 
marble. 

Thewalkesare exactly faire, long, & various: ly descending, ami so 
justly planted with limes, elms, & other trees, that nothing* can 1 h 
move delicious, especially that of the hornebcam hedge, w vU being high 
and stately, butts full on the fountain#. 

ToWarife the farther end is an excavation intended for a vast fish- 
pool, hut hever finish'd. Neere it is an inclosure for a garden of 



simples, well kept, and here the Duke keepes tortoises in grcate 
number, who use the puole of water on one side of the garden* Here is 
also o' conservatory for mew. At the upper part towards the Palace is 
a grove of tall el rnea cut! into a starr, every ray being a walk, whose 
center is a large fountains. 

The rest of the ground is made into several! iriclosurcs (all hedge* 
worke or rowes of trees) of whole fields , meadowes, boxages, some of 
them containing divers 'acres. 

Next the sireete side, and more contiguous to y v house,- arc knotts 
in trayle or grease worke, w here likewise runs a fountaine. Towards 
the grotto and stables, within a wall, is a garden of choyce flowers, 
in which the Duke spends many thousand pistoles. In sum, nothing 
is wanting to render this palace and gardens perfectly Ircantifull & mag- 
nificent; nor is it *mi« of the least diversions to see the number of 
persons of quality, citizens and strangers, who frequent it, and to whom 
all uccesse is freely permitted, so that you shall see some walkes & 
retirements full of gallant* and lady 9 ; in others melancholy fryers; in 
others studious scholars ; in others jolly citizens, some sitting or lying 
pn y*' grasse, others runing, jumping, some playing at bowlea and 
ball, others dancing and singing ; and all this without the least dis- 
turbance, by reason of the largeness of the place. 

What is most admirable is, you see no gardnera or men at worke, 
and yet all is kept in such exquisite order as if they did nothing else 
but work ; it is so early in the morning, that all is dispatch’d and don 
without y* least confusion. 

I have been y* larger in the description of this Paradise, for the 
extraordinary delight I have taken in those sweete retirements. The 
Cabinet and Chapeil neerer y* garden front have some choyce pictures. 
All the houses neere this are also noble palaces, espe.ci.aly petite 
emhurge* The ascent of the e treete is handsome from its breadth, 
situation, and buildings. s v 

I went next to view Paris from the top of St Jacques steeple, 
esteem'd the highest in the to woe, /com whence! had a full vie w of 
the whole Citty and suburbs, both which, as I judge, are not so large as 
London i though the dissimilitude of their formes and situations, tlaia 
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round 9 London long, renders it difficult to determine; but there \a uo 
comparison between the buildings, palaces, and materials, (hi* being 
entirely of stone and more sumptuous, tho* I esteeme our piazza’s to 
exceed e t heir's, 

I 11 St. Innocent’s Church* -yard, where the story of the devouring 
quality of the ground (consuming bodys In 24 hours), the vast charnel Is 
of hones, tombs, pinnnids. and sepulchres, took up much of iny f ime, 
together with the hieroglyphic?!! characters of Nicolas Flarnen’j? philo- 
sophical worlvo, who had founded this church, and divers other cha- 
ritable worfces, as he testifies in his hooka. 

Here divers darks get their lively hood hy inditing let t r * for poor 
imivds Sc oilier ignorant people who come to them for advi o, &; to 
write for them into y- Country, every large grave-stone serving for a 
table. %foyning to this Church is a comVa fountain*;, with good 
relievo’s on it. 

The next day I was carried to see a French gentleman's c-uriour> col- 
lection, which abounded in fai re & rich jewels of all sorts ot precious 
stones, most of them of g re ate sizes and value j achates ami imixes, 
some, of them admirably colour'd & antique: nor iuferior wen* h is 
lands kips from the best hands, most of which he had caused to be 
copyM in miniature; one of which, rarely painted <>n stone, was broken 
by one of our company, hy the mischance of setting it up; but such 
was the temper & civility of the gentleman, that it altered nothing of 
his free & noble humor. 

The next morning I went to the Garden of Mons 1 . Murine, who 
from being an ordinary - gardner is become one of y s most skillful & 
curious persons in France for his rare* collection of shells, flowers, & 
insects. 

His Garden is of an exact oval figure, planted \\ ih cy presse cult flat 
& even as a wall : the tulips, anemonies, ranunculus’s, crocus’s, 

&c. are held to be of the rarest, and draw all the admirers of such 
thing* to his house during the season. He lived ill a kind of Hermitage 
at 00 © side of his garden, where his collection of pursdan and coral, 
whereof oneis carved into a large Crucifix, is much esteemed. He Das 
also bopfees of prints, by Albert [Durer], Van Leyden, Caiot, &c. 
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Hid collection of all sorts of insects* espeeiaiy ofButterflys, is most 
curious ; those bespreads and so medicates that no corruption invading 
them, he kcepes them in drawers, so plac'd as to represent a heautifull 
piece of tapistry. 

He sliew’d me the remarks ho had made on their propagation, 
w fl ‘ he promis'd to publish. Some of these** as also of his b^t 
flowers, he bad caus’d to be painted iu miniature by mre hands, and 
some in ovle, 

I went to see divers of the fairest Palaces, as that of Vendosme, very 
large and stately ; Longueville; Guyse; Condi ; Chevereusu ; Neyers, 
esteem’d one of the best in Paris towards the river* 

I often went to the Palais Cardinal, bequeathed by Richelieu to the 
King, on condition that it should be called by his name ; at this time 
the King resided in it because of the building of the Louvre. It is a 
very noble house, tin*’ somewhat low j the gallery*, paintings of the 
most illustrious persons of both sexes, the Qucenes bathes, presence 
chamber with its rich carved and gilded roofe, theatre, & large garden, 
in which is an ample fountaiue, grove and maille, are worthy of remark. 
Here I also frequently went to see them ride and exercise the ■ Create 
Horse, espeeialy at the Academy of Moils’, du Plcssis, and de Veau, 
whose scholes of y x art are frequented by the Nobility : and hero also 
young gentlemen are taught to fence, daunce, play on mnsiq, atvd 
something in fortification & y* mathematics. The desigue is admirable, 
some keeping ntvre an hundred brave horses, all managed to y° greate 
saddle. 

!2th. 1 took coach to see a general muster of all the geos d ames 

about y r Cittv in the Bob de Boulogne before their Majesties and all y? 
Grandees. They were reputed to be neere 20,000, besides the spec- 
tators who much exceeded them in number. Hero they performed all 
their motions, and being drawm? up, horse & foote, into se veral, figured, 
represented a battelL 7 . 7 ■•:••• 

The summer now drawing neere, 1 determined tospendthe rtstofit 
in more remote to wire oh the river LoirejancloniyAprill 
toofce leave of Paris, and, by the way of the messenger, 
passage to Oricaus; 
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The way, as indeed most of the roades In Fiance, Is paved with a 
small square free -stone, so that there is little dirt and bar! roads, as in 
England, onely tis somewhat hard to y‘ poore hones fee to, which 
causes them to ride more temperately, seldom going out of the trot, m 
grand ns they call it. We pass’d several Avail’d townes or villages; 
amongst others ol note, Chartres and E, stamper, where we lay the fir-t 
night. This has a faire church. 

20 April. Wo had an excellent road, but had like to come short 
home : for jio sooner were we crifcrcd two or three leagues into v c Forest 
of Orleans (which extends itselt mauy miles), hut the company behind 
us were set on by rogues, who, shooting from f hedges and Ireipiem 
covert, slew foure upon the spot. This disaster made such an rdaroic m

had greate cause to give God thanko for this escape, l Jay at «h- 
White ‘Lion, where 1 found Mr. John Nicholas, eldest son to Mr Se- 
cretary [Nicholas]. In the night, a c*it kitten'd on my bed, ami left on 
it a young one having six ears, eight leggs, two body*, from the nitvil 
downwards, and two taylos. 1 found it dead, hut warm, in the morning 
when I awaked. 

2 1 April, I he eitty is well built of stor e, on the side of the Lover. 
About the middle of y vl river is an island, full of vvalkvs and faire trees, 
with some houses. There h a stately stone bridge, reaching to the 
opposite suburbs, built likewise on the edge of an hill, from whence is 
a beautiful! prospect. At one end of the bridge are strong tvurcs, and 
about the middle, on one side, U the statue of y 1 Virgin Mary or Pietu. 
with the dead Christ in her lap, as big us the life. At one side of the 
Crosse kneeies Cha. VII. arm’d, and at y r other, Joan d’Aiv, arm'd 
like a Cavalier, w ih boots and s purrs, her hayre dischcvd’d, us the dc.Ii- 
veress c £ the towne from our countrymen, when they besieg'd it. The 
figures are all cast in copper, with a pedistall. full of .inscriptions, as well 
a» a fair© columne joyning it* which is adorn’d with fleurs do !ys and a 
crucifix, w th two saints: proceeding as it. were from two branches out 
of its capital. • The inscriptions on the Crosse are in La tine : a More 

vofc.^;"; ■ I 
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Christ 5 to cruce nos a contagion* labia ft ®tnrnorum morborum eanavit” 
Otrthfc pedestal ; ■" Rex in hoc signd hastes proffigAv'.t,et,folian’a 
Virgo Aureliam obsidto libef&vit. Non tiiu ab irapiis dihita, restituta 
sunt hoc anno P’m 15/8. Jean Buret, m. f. J '— * M Octoriooq* Gatliap 
servituto BritannicA Kheravit. A Domino factum cst illiid,etestmifa- 
bale in oculia noslris: in quorum memoriA haec nostrai fidei Insignia.” 
To this is made an annual procession on 1SJ Mayj / A^asae being sung 
before it, attended with great ceremony aiid coneoarsc of pcOple, The 
wine of this place is so strong, that the King's cup-bearers kre, as I 
was assured, swornc never to give the King any of tt ; but it is a very 
ucble liquor, and much of it transported into other country*. The 
town is much frequented by strangers for the g rente purity of the lan- 
guage here spoken, as well as for divers other priviledgef; and the 
University makes the totvne much frequented by strangers, especialy 
Germans, which causes the English to make uo long sojourns hear, 
except such as can drinke and debauch. The Citty stands in the County 
of Bcaulae, was once stile*! a Kingdom, afterwards a Dutchy, as at pre- 
sent, belonging to the second sou.of France. Many Councils have been 
hold here, and 'some Kings crown'd. The University is very antient, 
divided now by the students into that of four nations, French, High 
Dutch, Normans, and Pieardins, who have each their respective pro- 
tectors, several! officers, Treasurers, Consuls, Seales, &c. There are in 
it two reasonable fnire pubiiq Libraries, whence one may borrow a booke 
to one’s chamber, giving hut a note under hand, w fU is an extraordinary 
castome, and a confidence that has cost -many Libraries deuce. The 
first church I went to visit was St, Croix ; it has been a stately fabric, 
but liar been much ruin'd by the late Civil Warn. They report the 
towrc of it to have been the highest iu France. Tltere is the beginning 
of a faire reparation. About this cathedrall is a very spa crous efemfeterie. 
The fowne-hous is nobly built, with a high tower to it. Tbetaarket- 
place and stroetes, some whereof are deliciously planted 
ample and straito, so - well paved wf* a kind of pebble, .thfti Tlfaff "ifot; 
seen a neater towno in France; ; Thia Gitty was by Francis !, wtesimed 
the most agreable of hit* great dominions. 
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28 April. Taking boate on the Loir, I wont towards Blob, tht 
passage and river being both very pleasant. Passing Mthun, ut. dined 
at Baugcncy, and slept at a little towne called St. Diet*. Quitting our 
burke r we hired horses to Blob, by the way of Clramhourg, a famous 
house of y* King's, built by Francis I. in y* middle of a solitary porke, 
full of dcere ; the enclosure U a wall, 1 was particularly desirous cd 
seeing this palace, from the extravagance of the design?, especialv the 
stayrt-ease, mentioned by Palladio. It w said that 1800 workmen 
were constantly employ'd in this fabrifj for twelve y cares ; if so, ii is 
wonderfull that it was not finish’d;, it being no greater than' divers gen- 
tlemen's houses in England, both for romc or circuit The carvings ure 
very rich and full, The stayre-case is devised w‘ h four entries or ascents, 
which cross one another, so that the/ lour persons mcetc, they never 
come in sight, but by sntall loopeholcs, till they land. It consists of 
274 ateppa (as I remember ), and is an extraordinary work?, but of far 
greater expense than use or beauty. The chimnys of the house appenre 
like so many towres. About the whole is a large deep? monte. Tht* 
country about it full of corue and wine, with many faire noblemen^ 
houses. 

We ariv’d at Blois in the evening. The town ^ hilly, uneven, and 
rugged. It stands on the side of the Loire, having suburbs joyn'd by a 
stately stone luidg, on which is a pyramid with an inscription. At the 
entrance of the castle is a stone statue of Lewis XII. on horseback, as 
large a* life, under a Gothic state and a little below are these word??. ; 

“ Hie ubi natus erat dextro Ludovicos Olympb 
Sunipsit honomta regia geeptra matin ; 

Ftelix .qiue'fonti fulsit Lux nuricia Re^is 
Gallic* non alio priucipe tligna fuit.” 

Under this is a very wide payre of' gates, nailed foil of wolves 
Wid wiW-ljiparB’* heads. Behind y' castle the present Duke Gaation 
had begun « faire building, through which we walked into a larg: 
•:|^e^f:a*bMi»ad for its furniture one of the fairest, especialy for 
• . . sim^lesandexotic • plants, in which he takes extraordinary delight. 
Oh th* right band is a longe gallery full of ancient statues and in* 
scriptioosboth of marble and brasse ; the length, 300 paces, divides 
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the garden into higher and lower ground, having a very noble fountaine. 
There is the portrait of an hurt, taken in the forest by Lewis XII. 
which has 24 antlers on its head. In the Collegiate Church of St. Sa- 
viour we saw ma'iy sepulchres of tH> Earls of Bjiois. 

Sunday, being May day, we walked up inb y^ Pall Mall, very long, 
and so nobly shaded w ih tall trees (being in the midst of a grenta Wood), 
that, unless that of Tours, I had not scene a statelier, : . 

From hence wo proceeded with a friend of mine through the adjoyn- 
iug forest, to see if tve could meete any wol ves, which are here in such 
numbers tlait they often come and take children out of the very etreetes ; 
yet will not the Duke, who is sov’raigne here, pennite them to be de- 
stroy’d. We walked five or six miles outright, but met with mihe ; yet 
a gentleman, who was resting himsclfe under a tree, w ,Vl his horse grazing 
by lum. told us that, halfe an hoarv before, two wolves had set upon his 
horse, and had in probability devour’d him, hut for a dog w*’ b lay by 
him. At a little village at the end of this wood we. eat excellent 
creamc, and visited u castle builder! on a very steepe cliff. 

Bloys is a towne where the language is exactly spoken ; the inhabi- 
tants very courteous ; the ayre so good, that it is the ordinary nursery of 
the King’s children,. The people are so ingenious, that, for goldsmith’s 
worke and watches, no place in France affords the like. The pastures 
by the river are very rich and pleasant, 

2 May. We took boate, passing bv Charmont, a proud castle on 
y* loft hand ; before it is a sweete island, deliciously shaded. with tall 
trees, A little distance from hence we went on shore at Antbois, a very 
agreeable village, built of stone, anti the houses covered with blue slate, 
.is the towns on the Loyre generally are ; but the castle chiefely invited 
us, the thteknesse of w'hose towers, from die river to y* top, was admi- 
rable. We enter’d by the draw-bridg, which has an invention to Jet 
one fall, if .not preonomsbed. It is Fall of halls and spacious chambers; 
and one siayre-caae is large enough, and sufficiently com^odiouf^b re« 
reive a coach, and land it on the very towre, astheytold us bad ; b^h 
don’. There is some artillery. In th^apeient chapell is :|tagVbtekd: 
or branches, hung up by chayns, consisting of tyrenty btow antler** the 
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beame bigger than a man's middle, and of ar. inc* edible length. Indeed 
it is monstrous, and yet I cannot conceive bow it should be ortiiv.sal 
they shew also the ribs and vertebra* of the same beast; but these might 
be made of whalebone* 

Leaving the Castle we pass'd Mont Louts, a village having no Louse 
above ground, but such onely as are hewn out of the intone rocks, w 1 
are of excellent free-stone. liere Sc there the fanned of a chimny ap- 
pears t il the surface amongst the vineyards which arc over them, and 
in this manner they inhahile y* eaves, as it were &eu-ciiflfe, on one side 
of the river for many miles. , 

We now come within sight of Tours, where we were design'd for the 
rest of the time I had resolv’d to stay in France, the sojournment being 
so agreeable. Tours is on the easy side of an hill on the liver Loyiv, 
having a fa ire bridge of stone, called St. Edme; the streets arc very 
long, straite, spacious, well built, & exceeding cleunr ; the suburbs 
large and pleasant, joynM to the citty by another hridg. ’Both the 
Church and Monastry of St. Martin are large, of Goth: building, having 
4 square towers, faire organs, and a stately altar where they shew the 
bones & ashes of St Marline, with other rcliques. The Mull without 
comparison is the noblest in Europe for length and shade, having J 
roues of the tallest and goodliest elms I iiad ever beheld, the innermost 
of which do so embrace each otl.tr, Sc at such a height, that nothing car 
be more solemn and majestical. Here we play’d a party or two, arid 
then walked about the Towuc-walles, built of square stout 1 , filled w t; 
earth, & haying a moate. Mo citty in France exceeds it in beamy or 
delight. 

ti May, We went to St. Gratian, reported to have been built by our 
countrymen ; the dyai and clock-work are much esteem’d. The Church 
has two handsqm towres & spires of stone, and the whole fabric is very 
poble & venerable. To this joynes the Palace of the Archbishop, of old 
aqd building, with many faire roouies, and a fiiire garden Here I 
greW acquainted with one Mouse Merev, a very good Muaitian. The 
AichbishPp treated me very courteously. We visited divers other 
& Monasteries, for the most part neatly built, & 
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full of pretty payntings, especialy the Convent of y‘ Capucines, which 
ha* a prospect over the whole Citty, and msny fniirf walfee*. , 

8th, I went to see their manufactures in Silks, (for in this towne 
•they drive a very considerable trade w ,h silk- worm**), their pressing & 
watering the grograms and chumbbitts, with weights of ^ extrtipr^iirf 
povse, pyt into a rolling engine. Hew I took a master of the language 
and studied the tongue very diligently, recreating myself sometimes at 
the Maill, and sometymes about the Towne. The house opposite my 
lodging had been formerly a Palace of the King's, the outside was 
totaly cover’d with fleurs de lyes, emboss’d ‘out of y* stone. Here Mary; 
de Medici had her Court when she was compell’d to retire from Paris 
by the persecution of the Cardinal. . - ? 

25. Was the Fite Dieu, and a goodly procession of all the religious 
orders, the whole streetes hung with their beat tapistrys, and their 
most precious moveables expos’d ; silks, damasks, velvet*, plate, and 
pictures tn abundance ; the streets strow’d w th flowres, and full of 
pageantry, banners, and bravery. ‘ . 

6 June. I went by water to visit that goodly and venerable Abby of 
Marmoustier, being one of the greatest in the Ringdome. There is a 
large Church of stone, w th a very high pyramid. Amongst other re- 
Jitpies the Monkcs skew’d us is the Holy Ampoule, the same w* b that 
which sacres their Kings at Rhemes, this being the one which anoynted 
Hen. IV.- Ascending many steppe we went into the Abbot’s Palace, 
where we were shew’d a vast Tun (ns big as that at Heidelberg}, 
which they report St. Martin (as I remember) tilled from one cluster , 
of grapes growing there. . 

7- We walked about 2 miles treat y* Citty to tn agreeable solitude 
called du Plessis, a house belonging to y* King. It hat many ■ pretty 
gardens, full of nightingales. In the .Chapel) lyes buried the famous 
Poet Ronaard. ’ . 

Returning, we stepp’d iutoa Convent of Franciscans: ^ 
Cosmo, where the Cloister is painted with the miracles- 
Francis h Paula, whose ashes; Ikjj?;ft»»:their Chapel), witli 
tioo : «* Corpus Saocri Fran. kIV>.’a 1607- ^ Aprilis. concrecaattir ve^ 
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ah Htisreticb ;i° 1562, cujus qutdern ossk, ct cincres hie jacont.*’ The 
tornb has 4 small pyramids of marble at each corner. 

ft June. I was invited to a Vineyard, which was so artificial}' planted 
and supported w lk arched poles that stooping dowite one might see 
from end to end, a very gre ate length, under the vines, the hunches 
.hanging down in abundance. 

20 June. We took hors to sec certain natural Caves, called Griutkre.. 
riearc Colombiere, where there is a spring within y n Unveils of y' 
earth very dee pc*, & so excessive cold that the dropps meeting w 1 ’ .nine 
stony matter it converts them into an hard stone, which hangs about 
like icicles, having many others in the form of comfitures and sugar 
plums sis wee call them. 

Necre this we went under the ground almost two furlongs, lighted 
xv h candles, to see the source and spring which serves the whole Ditty, 
by. a passage cut through the maine rock of free stone. 

2ft* I went to see the Palace and Gardens of Chevereux, a a wee hi 

place. 

30. I walked through the vineyards as far as Roche CnrU\ to the 
mines of an old & very strong Castle sayd to have ben !>ui!t hy the 
English, of great height, on the precipice of a d read full clitF, from 
whence the country and river yeald a most incomparable prospect. 

27 July, 1 heard excellent musiq at the Jcrsukea, who have here a 
ftchole and (Convent, but a meane Chapelh We had now store of those 
1 admirable' melons so much celebrated in France for the best of the 
kingdom. 

1 'Aug 1 . My valet, one Garno, a Spaniard borne in Biscay, having 
misbehaved, I was forced to discharge him ; he demanded of me (be- 
s4dea hie wages) no lease tnen 100 crownes to carry him to his country; 
tefusibg to pay it, as no part of our agreement, he had the impudence 
... ixie. | the next day I ' was to appear in Court, where both our 

Advoeata pkaded hefoi’e the. Lieutenant Civile. The Judge imme- 
diately acquitting mo, after he had reproached the Advocate who tooke 
he rose from the Bench, and making a courteous

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threatened to pistol me. The next day I waited on the Lieuteimant to 
thanke him for his greatc civility. • 

18 Aug. The Queene of England came to Tours, having newly 
uriv'd in France, and going for Paris. She was very nobly receiv'd by 
the People and Cleargy, who went to rneete her with the trained bands. 
After the harangue the Archbish’p entertain'd her at his Palace, where 
I paid iny duty to her. The 20th she set forward to Paris* 

8 Sept Two of my kinsmen came from Paris to this place, where 
I settled them in their pension and exercises. 

14, We tooke post for KichHeu, passing by I'lsle Bouchart, a vil- 
lage. — 15. Weariv’dnt > the Towne, and went to sec the Cardinal's Pakice 
ucare it. The To woe is in a low, marshy ground, having a small river 
cut bv hand, very even and s trade, capable of bringing up a small vessel), 
ft consists of onely one considerable streetc, the houses on both sides 
(as indeed throughout y r towne) built exactly imiforme, after a modern 
handsome designe. It has a large goodly Market-house and Place, oppo- 
site to which is the Church built of free-stone, having two pyramids of 
stone, ny 1 ’ 1 ' stand hollow from the towers. The Church is well-built, of a 
well-ordered architecture, handsomely pav’d and adorn'd. To this towne 
belongs an Academy, where, besides y c exercise of the horse, armes, 
duunciug, &c. all the sciences are taught in the vulgar French by Pro- 
fessors stipcruliatcd by the greate Cardinal, who by this, the cheape 
Jiving there, & divers privileges,' not only design'd the improves 1 of 
the vulgar language, hut to draw people and strangers to the towne ;

Here is a pretty porke and gar- 
den. • After dinner came many who offered knives and scissors to sell, 
it being a tow no famous for those trifles. This Dutchy of Bourbon is 
ordinarily assigned for the dowry of the Qucenes of France. 

Hence we tooke horse for \arcune, an obscure village, where w^ lay 
that night. The next day vie went somevvlwt out of yMvay to sce the 
totvne of Bourbon 1’Archambaut, from w hose ancient and ragged 
castle is deriv’d the name of the present jtoyal Family of France, Tile 
castle stands on a flinty rock, overlooking the towue. In the midst 'of 
the streetes are some bathes- of medicinal waters, some of them excessive 
hot, but nothing so msately wall’d and adorn’d as ours in Sorn’ersetehtfej 
arid indeedc they are. chiefly for drinking, our Queen being then lodged 
there for that purpose. After dinner 1 went to see the St. Chaptdf ^ 
prime place of devotion, where is kept one of the fliornes of our Saviogf s 
crowne, A a piece of the real crosse ; excellent paiu tings' otif^sSe, 
arid some few statues of stone and wood, which they shew for? cuifo- 
sities. We weiit forward to Palissic, a village that lodged r'vfc that 
night. 

2d Sept, We ariv’d at Roan, where we quitted Otif guide ririd 
tooke post for Lions.

most agreeable places imaginable for a retyred persofi; bes^S^Stni

This iowne has belonged to the Popes 
ever since the time of Clement VI. being in 1352 alienated by Jane 
Queene of Naples and Sicily. Entering the gates the soldiers at the 
guard tooke our pistols and carbines, and examin'd us very strictly; 
after that, having obtain'd the Governor’s leave and the Vice~Legat*s 
to tarry three days, we were civilly conducted to our lodging. The 
City is on the Rhodaiius, and divided from the newer part or iowne, 
which is on the other side of the river, by a very faire stone bridge 
(which has been broken) ; at one end is a very high :k, on which is 
a strong castle well furnish'd with artillery. The walls of the Citty are 
of largo square free -stone, the most noale and best in repaire I ever saw. 
It ts full of \vclbbuilt Palaces : those of the Vice- Legate and Archbishop 
being the most magnificent. There arc many sumptuous Churches, 
especialy St. Magdalene and St. Martial, wherein ft he tom he of] tht 
"Cord 1 . d'AmboIse is the most observable. Clement VI. lies buried in 
that of the Celestincs, the altar whereof is exceeding rich. There is 
the tomb of Laura the celebrated mistress of Petrarch. We saw the 
Arsenal, the Pope's Palace, and the Synagogue of* the Jewes who here 
afc diitihgiiished by red hats. Vaucluse, so much renowned for the 
solitude of Petrarch* we beheld from the Castle, but could not go 
to Visit it for want of time. We now took mules and a guide for

villas to the number of above 1500 built all of freestone, and in 
prospect shewing a$ if they were, so many heapes of iniow dropp’d out 
of the clouds amongst those perennial greens. It was almost at the 
shutting- of the gates that we a rived Marseilles is on the sea coast, 
on a pleasant rising ground, well wallvd, with an excellent port for 
ships and gallys, secur’d by a huge clmyne of y run drawn across f db<?

The Duke of Guyse has a Palace : there is the Palais of 
Justice, the Maison du Hoy, but nothing is more strange than the 
gfeat number of slaves working In the streets, and earning’ burthens, 
with their confus’d noises and gi ogling id their huge chayiies. The 
cheife trade of the tovvne is in silks and drougv out of Africa, .Syria, 
unit Egypt, and Barbary horses which are brought hither in great 
numbers.

extrcameJy afraide, as was the patron of our barke, for they fn cpumtlv 
catch French prizes as they creepe by these shores to go into Itaiv ; 
he therefore ply'd both sayles and oars to get under the protect ion of a 
Genoese gaily that pass’d not far before us, and in whose company we 
«a\Td as far as the Cape of Savona, a towne built at the rise of the 
Apenincs ; for all this coast (except a little at St Remo) is an high 
and steejie mountainous ground, consisting all of rock marble, without 
any grasse, tree, or rivage, formidable to looke on. A strange object 
it is to consider how sonic; poore cottages stand fast on the dedivitie > oi 
these precipices, and by what steps the inhabitants ascend to them. 
The rocks consist of all sorts of the most precious marbles. 

Here, on the 15th, forsaking our gaily, wo encounter'd a little foule 
weather, which made us tree pc Terra, Term 9 as they call it. and so a 
vessel! that encounter'd us advised us to do; hut our Patron, striving to 
double the point of Savona, making out into the wind put us into 
great hazard, for blowing very hard from laud betwixt those horrid 
gapps of the mourttuines, it set so violently as rais'd on the sudden so 
great a sea that we could not recover the weathcr-shorc for mans 
houres, insomuch that, what with the water already enter'd, and ihc 
confusion of fearful passengers (of which one who was an Irish Bishop, 
and his brother, a priest, were confessing some as at the article of 
death), tvu were almost abandon'd to despaire, our pilot himstife giving 
us up for lost. And now, as we were weary with pumping and laving 
out the water, almost sinking, it pleas’d God on the sudduiuc to 
appease the wind, and with much ado and g rente peri 11 we recover'd the 
shore, which vve now kept in view, within lialfe a league, in sight of 
those pleasant villus, and within scent of those fragrant orchards u r ' 
are. on this coast, full of princely retirements for the sumptuousncs^c of 
their buildings and noblenessc of the plantations, especial v those at Sr. 
Pietro d' Arena, from whence, the wind blowing as it did, might 
perfectly be smelt the joys of Italy in the perfumes of orange, citron, 
and ja&3 mine flowers for divers leagues seaward*.

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16 Oct'. We got ! to anker under the Pharos, or watch-tower, built 
on a high rock at the mouth of the Mole ot’Gcnoa, the weather being 
still so fowle that for two honres atleast we duiwt not stand /into 
die haven. Towards evening we adventured, and came on shore by 
the Prattiq-house,* where after strict examination by the Syndics, we 
were had to the Ducal Palace, and there, our names being taken,' we 
were conducted to our inne kept by one Zacharies an Englishman. 

I shall never forget a story of our host Zachary, who on the relation 
of our perill told us another of his owne, being shipwreck’d, as he 
affirm’d solemnly, in the middle of a greate sea somewhere in the West 
Indies, that he swes^ no lesse than 22 leagues to another island, with 
a tinder-box wraped up in his hayre, which was not so much as wett 
all the way ; that picking up die carpenter’s tooles with other provi- 
sions in a chest, lie and the carpenter, who accompany 'd him, (good 
swimers it seemes both) floated the chest before them, and ariving at 
last in a place full- of wood, they built another vessell and so escaped. 
After this story we no more talked of our danger, Zachary put us 
quite downe. s 

17 Oct r . Accompauy’d by a most courteous mercliand call'd Tom- 
son, we went to view the rarities. The Cittyis built in the hollow or 
bosom of a tnountaine, whose ascent is very steepe, high, and rocky, 
so that, from the Lantern and Mole to the hill, it represents the shape 
of a theater ; the streetea and buildings so ranged one above another 
as our sea tea are in play-houses ; but, from their materials, beauty, 
and structure, never was an artificial scene more beautifuH to the eye, 
nor is any place, for the size of it, so fall, of well-desigu'd and stately 
palaces, as may be easily coocluded bythat rare Hooke in a largo folio 
which the great virtuoso and payuter Pauli Rubens baa published, tho’ 
it contains [the description of] only onestreCte and 2 or 3 churches. 

The first Palace we went to visit was that of Hieronymo del Negros, 
to which we pass'd by boate crosse the harbour, Herelcould 
observe the sudden and devilish passion of a seameo, who plyw^ iM 
was intercepted by anotlter who interpos’d his boate-hefore hiaiaod 
tooke os in ; for the teams gushing out of hiseyes,JWpttt his f|i^p tO 
his mouth and almost bit it off by*the joynt, shewing’- 
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gofjist as an assurance to him of some bloudy revenge if ever he name 
neere that part of the harbour again. Indeed this beautifull Citty U 
more stavnM with such horrid acts of revenge and numbers than any 
one place in Europ, or imply in the world, where there is a political 
government, which makes it unsafe to strangers. It is made a gaily 
matter to carry a knife whose point ?$ not broken off. 

Tliis Palace of Negro a is richly furnish’d with the rarest pictures ; 
on the terrace, or hilly garden, there is a grove of stately tree? amongst 
which are aheepe, shepherds, and wild beasts, cut very artificially in u 
grey stone; founiaines, rocks, and fish-ponds: casting your eyes one 
way, you would imagine yourselfe in a wildernesse ami silent country ; 
sideways, in the heart of a greatc citty ; and backwards, in the middst 
of the sea. All this is within one acre of ground. In the house 1 
noticed those red-plaster (lores which are made so hard, and kept so 
polished, that for -some time one would take them for whole pieces of 
porphyria. I have frequently wonder’d that we never practic’d this in 
England for cabinets and rooms of state*, for it appears to me beyond 
any invention of that kind ; hut hv their careful] covering them with 
canvas and fine mattresses, where .there is much passage, I suppose 
they are not lasting in their glory. 

There are numerous other Palaces of particular curiosity#, (or the 
ixierchands being very rich have, like our neighbours the Hollanders, 
little or no extent of ground to employ their estates in : as those in 
pictures and hangings, so these Icy h out on marble houses and rich 
furniture. • • 

One of the greatest hem for circuit is that of the Prince d’Orias-, 
which reaches from the- sea to the smtijt of the mounfaines. The 
house is most magnificently built without, nor less gloriously turnishYi 
within, having whole table* f and bedsteads of massy silver, many 
,of them sett with achates, onyxes, cornelians, lazulis, pearls, turqni/.es, 
mid other precious stones. The pictures and statues arc innumerable. 
To this PalaCe beloiig three gardens, the first whereof is beautified with 

at llardwick Hall in Derbyshire, n seat of the Puke of Devonshire 
Vfbtcb,' Lassclb says, weighed 24,OGOlbi. (p. 94.) 
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a terrace* supported by pillars of marble : there is a fountaine of taglesy 
and one of Neptune with other Sea-gods * all of the purest white 
marble ; they stand in a most ample basine of the same stone. At 
the side of this garden is such an aviary as S f Fra* Bacon describes in 
his Sermone fidejtiwn , or Essays, wherein grow trees of more than 
two foote diameter, besides cypressc, royrtils, leritises, and other rare 
shrubs, which servo to nestle awl peareh all sorts of birds, who have 
ayre and place enough uuder their ayrie canopy, supported with huge 
iron worke, stupendious for its fa brick and the charge. The other two 
gardens are full of orange-trees, citrons, and pomegrauads, fountaine*, 
grotts, and statues ; one of the latter is a Colossal Jupiter, under which 
is the sepulchre of a beloved dog, for the care of which one of this 
family receiv'd of the K. of Spaine 500 crownes n yeare during the life 
of that 'fuithfull animal, The reservoir of water here is a most ad* 
mirable piece of art; and so is the grotto over against: it. 

We went thence to the Palace of the Dukes, where is also die Court 
of Justice; thence to the Merchants YValke, rarely covered. Noe re * 
the Ducal Palace *ye saw the publiij armoury, which was almost ail 
new, most neatlyAipt and order'd, sufficient for 30,000 men. We 
were shew’d many rare inventions and engines of warr peculiar to that 
armory, as in the state where gunns were first put in use. The garrison 
of the towne chiefly consists of Germans and Corsicans. The famous 
Stmda Nova, built wholly of polish’d marble, was design'd by Rubens, 
and for statelinesse of the buildings, paving, and evennesse of the 
streete, is far superior to any in Europ, for the uumber bf houses ; that 
of Don Carlo d’Orias is a most truignhketyt Structure. In the gardens 
of the old -Martjum Spinola I saw huge citrons hanging on the trees, 
apply'd like our apricots to the walls* The Churches are no less 
splendid than the Palaces : that of St. Francis is wholly built of Parian 
marble; St. Lawrence, in the middle of the City, of white and black 
polish'd stone; the inside wholly mcrusted with marble and other pre- 
cious materials ; oh the altar of St. John stand 4 sumptuous columns of 
porphyry; and here we were slew'd an emerald ^ 
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of the largest in the world** The Church of St Ambros-io belonging 

to the Jesuites, will, when finish'd, exceed all the rest That of the 

Anuunciada, founded at the charges of one family f , irt the present and 

future designs can never be outdone for cost and art. The Mole is a 

worke of solid huge atone stretching mere 600 paces into the main sea, 

and secures the harbour, heretofore of no safety. Of all the wonders of

Italy, for the art and nature of the designe* nothing parallels this +. 
We pass’d over to the Pharos* or Lantern, a towre of very great: height. 
Here wc tooke horses and made the circuite of the Citty as far as the 
new walles would let us; they are built of a prodigious height, and with 
Herculean industry, witnesse those vast pieces of whole rnouutuincs 
which they have hewn away, and blown up with gunpowder, to render 
them steepe and inaccessible. They arc not much ksse than § 20 Eng- 
lish miles in extent, reaching beyond the utmost buildings of the (Jitv. 
From one of these promontories we could easily discern the Island of 
Corsica ; and from the same, Eastward, we saw a Vale having a great 
torrent running thro* a most desolate barren country; and then turning 
our eyes more Northward we saw those delicious Villas of St. Pit tin 
d' Arena, which present another Genoa to you, the ravishing retire- 
ments of the Genoese nobility Hence, with much psiine, we de- 
scended towards the Arsenate, where the gully s lie in excellent order. 

The inhabitants of this City are much affected to the Spanish mode 
and stately garbejj. From the narrowness of the streetc* they use 
sedans and litters, and not coaches.

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I9.0ctV We erabarqued iri a filuca for Ligornc [Leghorn], bat the 
set* running very high we put in at iWfca Venerey which we made with 
peril, between 2 narrow horrid rocks, against which the sea dashed 
with great, velocity j hut we were so one delivered into at great a calm* 
and a most ample, harbor, being the Goiphodi Spetia* From hence 
we could see Pliny's VelfMni Promontoriutii 9 now call’d Cap fine. 
Here stood that famous City of Luna, whence the Port was named Im* 
navis, being about 2 leagues over, more resembling a lake than an 
haven, but defertdeii by castles and excessive high mount taines. We 
landed at Leriei, -where,- being Sunday, was. a great procession, ferry- 
ing tiiu Sacrament about the streetes in solemn devotion. After dinner 
we look post horses, passing through whole groves of olive-trees, the 
way somewhat rugged ami hilly at first, but afterwards pleasant. We 
passed thro 1 the townee of Sarazana and Massa, and the vast marble 
quarries of Carrara, and lodged in an obscure inn at a place called 
Virugio.- The next morning we ariv’d at Pisa, where 1 met my old 
friend Mr. Tho\ Henshaw, who was then newly come out of Spainc, 
and from whose company I never parted till inure than a yea re after* 

The City of Pisa is as much worth seeing as any in Italy ; it has con- 
tended with Rome, Florence, Sardinia, Sicily, and even Carthage; The 
Palace ami Church of St Stephano (where theorder of knighthood called 
by that name was instituted) draw first our curiosity, the outside thereof 
being altogether of polish’d marble ; within it is full of tables relating to 
this order;, over which hang divers banners and pendents, with other 
trophies taken by them from thb'Turkes^ partieu- ' 

larly oblig'd to fight ; tcl.^gtaiSi'o^er^ .they .• 

At the front of the Palace stands and the 

Duke Cosmo, TJie Campanile, oivSettezonio, huilt by John Venipont, 
a German, consists of several ordersofpUlars, 30 in a design'd to 
be much higher, h stands alone on the ' rig;ht.^ 
strangely -remarkable for this, that Jtbe beholder would expect it to

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tricam. The Domo, or Cathedral!, atandfcg ncere it, is a superb struc- 
ture, beautified with 6 . columns of greute antiquity ; the 'gates arc of 
brasse, of admirable workmanship. The Ctmeterc cal’d Carnpo Santo is 
made of dims gaily ladings of earth formerly brought from Jerusalem, 
said to be of such n nature ns to consume dead bodies in fourtv houres. 
TPi& cloistred with marble arches ; here lies buried the learned Philip 
* Decius who taught in this University, At one side of this Church 
stands an ample and well -wrought marble vessell which heretofore 
contain’d the tribute paid yearly by the Citty to Caesar, It is plac'd, as 
I remember, on a pillar of opilestone, with divers other antiq times. 
Ncere this, and in the same field, is the Baptistery of San Giovanni, 
built of pure white marble and cover'd with so artificial a cupola that 
the voice uttered under it seetnes to break e out. of a cloud. The font and 
pulpit supported by 4 Ivons is of inestimable value for the preciousiiesse 
of the materials. The place where these buildings stand they call the 
Area, . Hence we went to the Coltedge, to which joynes a Gallery so 
furnish'd with natural rarities, stones, minerals, shells, dry’d animal*, 
skelletom, &c. as is hardly tb be seen in Italy. To this the Pbysiq 
Garden lyes, where is a noble palm-tree and very fine vvater-workes. 
The river Amo rune through the middle of this stately Citye, whence 
the streete is named Longarno. It is so ample that the Duke’s gaily*, 
built in the Arsenal here, are easily convey’d to Livorno ; over ihe river 
is ait arch, die like of which, for its flatness, and serving for a bridge, is 
no where. -in Europ, The Duke has a stately Palace, before which is 
placed the statue of Ferdinand the Third ; over against it is the Ex- 
change, built of marble. Since this Citty came to be under the Dukes 
of TtjMC&ny It has been much depopulated, tho’ there is hardly in Italy 
any exceeds it for stately edifices. The situation of it is low and 
flat, but the inhabitants have spacious gardens and even fields within 
the walk 

We touke coach to Livorno, thro’ the Great Duke’s new 
Parke lull ofhuge corke- trees, the underwood all myrtils, amongst 
whiclr were many bufihlos feeding, a kind of wild ox, short- uos’d, with 
hofijes revera’d ; those who worke with them com’and them at our 
bearewards do the beares, with a ring thro’ the nose, avid a cord. 
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Much of this Parke, as wclbfha greate part of the country about it; is 
very fenny, and thcayre very had. 

Ligoroe is the prime Port belonging to' # tfcs Pqke'i territo* 
ries ; heretofore a very obscure Town®, but since Duke Ferdinand 
has strongly fortified, it (after the moderne way), has drain’d tile 
marshes by cutting a channel! thence to Pisa navigable 16 miles, and 
has rais’d a Mole, emulating that at Genoa, to secure the shipping, it* 
is become a place of great receipt; it lias also a place for the gallys, 
where they lyc safe. Before the sea is an ample Piazza for the market, 
where are the statues in copper of the fower slaves, much exceeding 
the life for proportion, and, in the judgm* of most artists, one of- the 
best pieces of modern worke *, Here, espeeialy in this Piazza, is 
such a concourse, of slaves, Turkes, Mores, and other tuitions, that 
the number and confusion is prodigious ; some buying, others selling, 
others drinking, others playing, some working, others sleeping, fight- 
ing, singing, weeping, all nearly naked, and miserably chayn’d. 
Here was a tent, where any idle fellow might stake lus liberty against 
a few crownes, at dice or other hazard, mid, if he lost, he was imme- 
diately elmyn’d and led away to the gallys, where be was to serve a 
tearm of y cures, but from whence they seldom return’d : many sottish 
persons in a drunken bravado would try their fortune in this way- 

The houses of this neate Towne are very uniforme, and excellently 
paynted a fnsca on the outer walls with representations of many of 
their victories over the Turkes. The houses, though low on account 
of the earthquakes w cb frequently ; happen here (as : did one during 
ray being in Italy) are’ Very well built ; the Piazza is very fayre and 
com’odious, and with the Church whose 4 columns at the portico are 
of black marble polish’d, gave the first, hint to the building both of 
the Church and Piazza in Covent Garden with us, tho’ very imper* 
fectlv persu’d. ■ • ,

The rivei^Aroo runs through ihU 
Ciity, in a broad but very shallow channel!, dividing it, as it were, in 
the middle ; and over it are fewer most sumptuous 'bridges -of htone- 
On that nearest to oar quarter are the 4 Seasons in white marble: 
Ob another are the goldsmiths shops; at the head of the former stands 
a column of: opite on which is a statue of Justice with her balance 
and sword, cut out <st porphyrie, and the more remarkable for being 
the first which had. been carved out of that hard material, and brought 
to perfection after the art had been utterly lost ; they say this was done 
by haixleuing the toolsin the jiiiccof certaine herbs. This statue was 
erected in . that corner because there Cosmo was first saluted with the 
newesofSienr^bevoglaken. # 

Neere this is tho famous Palazzo dt Strozzi, a princely piece of 
archifectufts, in a ruatiq manner. The Palace of Pitti was built by 
that family, but of late greatly beautified by Cosmo with huge square 
stones ‘<>f theDoric, • ionic, •, fetid the Corinthian orders, with a terrace 
at each swfe living rustic uncut balustrades, with a fountain that ends 
in a C*iSO^dc ^cen ffx>m the great gate, and so forming a vista to the 
gardens* • -.-Nothing. :is more admirable than the vacant stayrecuse, 
marbles, statues, urnes, pictures, courte, grotto, and waterworks. In 
■the. quadrangle is a huge jetto^of water in a volto of 4 faces, -with 
noble especialy the Diana of porphyrie above

In. the Church of S'® Spirito the altar andreliquary are most ifcfi, 
full of precious stones ; there are 4 pillars of a kind of serpentine, and 
some of. blue. Hence wo merit to another PalaeeoftheDukeV; felled 
Palazao Veochio, before which is a statue of JDavul by Michael 
Angelo, and one : of itfcrcules killing Cacu», the work of Bafefo" Ban- 
dinelli. The quadrangle a bout this is of the Corinthian order, and in 
the hall are many rare marbles, as those < of Leo the Tenth and' ^ Cle- 
ment VII. both Popes of the Medicean {family; also the acts of Cosmo 
in rare painting. In the Chapelt i» kept (as they would make one 
believe) the original Gospel of St. John, written with bis owne hand; 
and the famous Florentine Pandects, and divers precious stonesJ Keere 
it is another pendant Town! like that at Pisa, always threatning roine. 

Under the Court of Justice is a stately Arcade for men to walke m, 
and over that the shops of divers rare artists who confmualy worke 
for the great Duke. Above this is that renowned Ceimeliarcha, or 
Repository, wherein are hundreds of admirable antiqurtifei stalufe of 
atarbie and,niettal, vases of porphyrie, dec. ; but amongst thc statueB 
none so famous as the Scipio, Boore, the Idol of Apollo brought from 
the Delphic Temple, and two triumphant column*#. Over these' hang 
the pictures of the post famous persons and illustrious hhm in art# or 
armes, to the numfeer^bf tid»w

Within it --was our Saviour’s Passion tukI ] S' Apostles 
in amber. This cabinet was valued at two hundred thousand cro>vnes 
In another, with Caicidon pillars, was a series of golden tnedaills 
Here is also another rich ebony Cabinet eupohi’d with a tortoise-shell 
and containing a collection of gold medails esteem’d worth 50,000 
crownes ; a wreathed pillar of oriental alabaster, divers paintings of 
Da yinci, Pontoftio, del Sarto, au Iioc Homo of Titian, a Hoy of 
Bronsini, &c. They ahew’d us a branch of corail fixed on the rock 
which they uffirine do* still grow. In another roorne is kept the 
Tabernacle appointed for the Chapel of St. Lawrence, about which are 
placed small statues of Saints, of precious materials : a piew of such 
art and cost, that, having been these 40 years in perfecting, it is one 
of tlie most curious things in the world. Here were divers tables of 
Pietra Ctotmcsftaj whieh i^ a marble ground inlay M with scverall sorts 
of marbles and stones of various colours, representing flowers, trees, 
beasts, birds, and landakips. In one represented the town of 
JLigorne by the same hand who iiday’d the ultar of St. Lawrence, 
Domenico Benotti, I purchased of him J9 pieces of the same worke 
fora cabinet. Iii a presse ueere this they shew’d an yrem n&ilu, oire 
halfo whereof being converted into gold by one Thornheustsr, a 
German chymist, is look’d oil as a greate rarity, but it plainly ap- 
peared to have been soldered together.

It is of 
one entire marble, the workeof John di Bologna, and is most stupen- 
dnous ; this stands directly against the greate Piarziv, where, td adorne 
one fountains, arc erected four marble statues and eight of hrastMi, re- 
presenting Neptune and ltis family of sea-gods, of a'Colossean magni- 
tude, with four sea-horses in Parian marble of Latnedrati ; this is in 
the midst of a very great basin, a work, I think; hardly to lie pnrallel’d- 
Here is also the famous statue of David by M. Angelo ;■ Hercules and 
(Jacus by Baecio Bandhtelli ; the Perseus in copper by Beuevento, 
and the Judith of .JptonatcUi, w ob stand publickly before the old palace 
with the Centaur df Bologna, huge Colossean figures* Neere this stands 
Cosmo di Medici on horseback, in brasse on a pedistal of marble, and 
four copper bass relievos by Johni'di Bologna, with divers inscriptions ; 
the Ferdinand the First ou jjorseback is of Pietro Tacta. The brazen 
Boare which serves for another publiq fountain* is adutirable. 

After dinner .we went to the church of AttnurtciatS,' where the Duke 


and his Court Were at their devotions, being a plate of extraordinary

At the Duke s Cavalcrizzo, the Prince has a stable oi the finest 
horses of all countries, Arabs, Turks, Barbs, Gennets, English, &c. 
which are continualy exercised J 11 the maneg*\ 

Nere this is a place where are kept several wild beasts, as wolw > 
catts, bearer, tygcivs, and lions. They are loose in a deep wall’d cow*’, 
and therefore to be scene with more pleasure than, at the Tower of 
London, in their grates. One of the lions leaped to a surprising height 
to catch a joy ut of mutton which l earned to be hung dmvnc. 

* There are mauy playne brick towers erected tor defence w hen this 
[Sienna] was a tree state. The highest is called e Alaugio, standing 
at the foote of the Piazza, which we went first to see after our arival. 
At the entrance of this tower is a Chapel, open towards the Piazza, of 
marble well adorn’d with sculpture. 

On the other side is the Signorin, or Court of Justice, well built a 
la tnodvrw of brick; indeed the bricks of Sienna are so well made 
that they look almost as well as porphyrit Itselfe, having a kind of na- 
tural polish. 

In the Senate House is a very faire hall where they sometimes en- 
tertain the people with puhliq shews and operas as they call them. 
Towards the left are the statues of Romulus and Remus with the

The Sapienza is the University, or rather Colledg, where the High 
Germans enjoy many particular privilcdgcs when they addict themselves 
’to the Civil Law. This place has produced many excellent scholars, 
Iwsides those three Popes, Alexander, Pius the II"** and the it'** of 
that name the learned AEneas Sylvius, and .both were of the antient 
house of the Piccolomini. :.< 

The chiefe streete is called Strada Roman a in which Pius the li* 


has built a most stately Palace of square stone with an incomparable 
portico joynirig ncerc to it. The tawne is commanded by a Castle which 
hath :bur bastions and a garison of s iuldiers. Neere it is a List to ride 
horses in, much frequented by the gallants in sumtne.> 

Not far t orn hence is the Cliureh arid Convent of theI)otninicans, 
where in the Chapel of St. Catherine of Sienna they shew her head, 
the rest of her body being translated to Rome, The Domo or Cathedral, 
both without and within j is of large square stones of bhtek and white 
marble polish’d, of inexpressible beauty, as> is the front adorn’d with 
sculpture and rare statues. In the middle is a stately cupola and 


two columns of sundry streaked colour’d marble. About the body of 
the Chrrch on u cornice within are inserted the heads of all thc Popes. 
The pulpit is beautified with marble figures, a piece ot exquisite 
hut what exceeds all description ■ »» the pavement* whe^ (beeidas^ha 
various eroblemes and' other figures itt ||if have) the quire is wrought 
with Ihe History of the Bible, soartificialy express’d in the iwjtaraLo®*.- 
loura of the marbles that few pictures^xeecde it,., ;H^re atand|;:* €?Hi»^l*.

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tUfid. On the left side of the altar is the Library, where are painted 
the aets of /Eneas Sylvias and others by Raphael. They shewYl us an 
anpae of St. John the Baptist, wherewith, they say, he baptized our 
Savfouf in Jordan ; it was given by the King of Peloppn«sue to one of 
thfc Popes, as an inscription testifies. They have also St. Peter’s Sword 
with which he smote off the eaf of Maichus. 

Just against the Cathedral we went into the Hospital, where they 
entertain and refresh for three or four clays, gratis, such pilgrimcs as go 
to Rome, fit Jie Chapel belonging to it lies the body of St. Susoritis 
their founder, as yet uncorruptcd though dead many hundreds of yeares. 
They shew one of the moles which pierced our Saviour, and St. Chry- 
sostom's Comment on the Gospel written by Ids owne hand. Below 
the hill stands the pool called Fonte Brande, where fish are fed for 
pleasured more than foode . 

St. Francis's Church is a la go pile, neere which, yet a little without 
the Gitty, growes a tree which they report in their legend grew from 
the Saints staff, which on going to eleepe he fix’d in the ground, and 
at his waking found it had grown a large tree. They affirms that the 
wood of it in decoction cures sundry diseases. 

2 Nov. We went from Sienna, desirous of being present at the Ca- 
valcade of the new Pope Innocent. X.* who had not yet made the grand 
procession to St. John de Lateran. We set out by Porto Romano, the 
country all about the town© being rare for hunting and game. Wild 
hoare and venison are frequently sold in the shops in many of the townes 
about it. Wc pass’d ncere Mont Oli veto, where the Mon as trie of that 
Order is pleasantly situated and worth seeing. * Passing over a bridg, 
which, by the inscription, appears to have been built by Prince Matthias, 
vre went through Boon -Con venta, famous for the death of the Emperor 
Hefi* VIL who was here poison'd in the holy Eucharist. Thence wt

Amongst other dis~ 
course he related how a dove woe seen to sit on the chr jfreiin ; jthe,C<i$* 
clave at the election 'of Pope Innocent, which he magnified as a great® 
good omen, with other particulars which we emjuirVI of him, our., 
suppers parted us. He came in great state with his ownc "bedstead 
and all the furniture, yet would by no i n ea ne a s ufFer us to resigns the 
room we had taken up in the lodging before bis arrival.; Next mofn-v 
ing we rod by Monte Pientio, or, as vulgarly called, Monte Man ta^ 
miato, which is of an excessive height, ever and anon peeping above 
any dowels with its snowy head, till we had climbed to the inn at Xladtr 
cofany built by Ford 1 the great? Duke for the necessary refreahmerH 
of travellers in so inhospitable a place. As we ascended we entered a 
very thick, solid, and dork body of cloudes, w ,u look'd like rocks at a 
little distance, -which lasted nearc a mile in going up; they were dry 
misty vapours, hanging undissolved fora vast thicknesse, and obseofing 
both the sun and earth, so that we seemed to he in the sea father than 
in tin* cloudes, till, having pierced through it we came into a most 
serene heaven, as if we had been above all human conversation, the 
mountaiue appearing more like a greate island than joy ii?d to any other 
hills, for wc could perceive nothing but a sea of thick cloudes fowling 
under our fee t o like huge waves,, every now and then suffering the top 
if' some other rnou li taine to peepe through, which we -could discover 
nany miles off; and hetweene some breaches of the cloudes %e could 
ice lands kips and villages of the subjacent country. .Tliis was one of 
be most pleasant, newe, 'arid altogether surprizing directs that I had 
wer beheld. _ *

Here we passe a stone bridg buitt by Pope Gregory XIV. and thence 
immediately to Aqiuipendentef, a town situated on a very ragged 
rock, down which precipitates an intire river with a horrid roaring 
noise. From this river it has its name. We lav at the Post-house, 
on which is this inscription ; 

“ L’liwcgna della Posts, 6 posts a posta,-. 

In quests posts, (in die habhia :i sna post a 
'*■ 1 Ogn’ un Cavallo a Velturi in Posts. " 

Before it was darkewe went to see the Monastery of the Franciscans, 
famous lor (> learned Popes and sundry other great scholars, espcrialv 
the renowned physician and anatomist Fahricins de Aipinpeudente, 
who was bred and borne here. 

4 Nov. After a little riding we descend towards the Lake of Bol- 
sena, which being above 20 miles in circuit yields from hence a most 
incomparable prospect. Neere the middle of it are 2 small islands, iri 
one of which is a Convent of melancholy Capacities, where those of the 
Farneeinn family are interred. Pliny calls it Tunjuimensi? Locus, and 
talks of divers floting islands about it, but they did not appear to us. 
Thu Lake is environ’d with mountaines, at one of whose sides we pass’d 
towards the towne Boisena, anciently Vuisinium, famous in those 
times, as is testified by divers rare sculptures in the court of St. Chris* 
tianft s Church, the urne, altar, and jasper columns. 

After f miles riding, passing thro’ a wood heretofore sacred to Juno, 
Rasconu. the head of the Falisci a famous people 
& heretofore Falernum, as renowned for its excellent wine,

- other John, a Benedictine monkeand Superior of his Order for the 
English College of Douay, a person of singular learning, religion, and 
humanity ; also to M r Patrick Cary, an Abbot, brother to our learned 
Lard Falkland, a witty young priest who afterwards came over to onr 
Church ; Dr. Bacon and Dr. Gibbs *, physicians who had dependance 
on Cardinal Caponi, the latter being an excellent poet; Father 
Cortuec, the Chiefs of the Jesuites in the English Colledge ; my Lord 
of Somerset brother to the Marquiss of Worcester, and some others, 
from whom I received instructions how to behave in towne, with direc- 
tions to masters and hookes to take in search of the antiquities, churches, 
collections, &c. Accordingly the next day, Nov* 6th, I began to be 
very pragmatical f.

Under the Portico within, 
arc the statues of Augustus Caasar, a Bacchus, arid - the so renowned 
Colon#* Roatrata of Duillius, with the excellent bassi relievi. In a 
smaller court are the statue of Constantine on a fountains, a Minerva’s

lost. In the corner of this Court stand an horse and lyon fighting, as 
big as life, in white marble, eaceedingly valu’d ; likewise the Rape of 
the Sabines; 2 cumbent figures of* Alexander and Mamrnea ; 2 mon* 
strous fcete of a Colosse of Apollo ; the sepulchre of Agrippina f and 
the Standard, or antiq measure of the Roman foqte.

I« thenext chamber is an old statue of Cicero, one of another Consul, 
an Hercules in brasse, 2 women’s heads of incomparable worke, six 
Other statue*; and over the chimnya very rare basso relievo and other 
fjgqms. In a little Iiobby before the Chapel! is the statue of Hannibal,

On the 7th we went againe towards die Capitol, toward* the Tar* 1 
peian rock, whence it has a goodly prospect of the Tybur. Thence 
descending by the Tullianum, where they told us St. Pefer vras iroptfe- 
srned, they shew’d os- a Chapel! in which a rocky side of it beares the 
impression of his face. In the nave of the Church gushes a fouutaine 
which they say was caused by the Apostle’s prayers, when having con- 
verted some of his fellow-captives he wasted water to baptiae them. 
We then walked about Mount Palatinus ari^l the Aventine, and thence 
to the Circus Maximus, capable of holding 40,000 spectators, now a 
heap of ruines converted into gardens. Then by the ForUm Boarium, 
where they have a tradition that Hercules slew Cacus, some mines of 
his Temple remaining. The Temple of Janus quadrifrontis, having 4 
niches importing the 4 Seasons, and on each side niches for the Mo- 
nethes, is still a substantial end pretty entire antiquity. Neere this is 
tlm Argus Argentariorum. Bending now towards the Tybef we went 
into -the Theater of Alarcell us, which would hold 80,000 persons, built 
by Augustus and dedicated to his nephew; the architecture from what 
rt-mtunes appears to he inferior to none. It is now wholly converted' 
into the house of the Savelli, one of the old Roman families. The* 
people were now generally busye in erecting temporary triumphs and' 
arches with statues and flattering inscriptions against his Holinesse^s 
grand procession to St. John do Lateran, amongst which the Jewes 
also began one hi testimony of gratitude for their protection under the 
Papal State. The Palazzo Barberim,, designed by the pte*«hfcPdj^# 
Architect, Cavaliero Bernini, seems from the size to be as pHncdhf?ilh 
object as any moderne building ia Europ. lt has a donble PortioOj 
the end of which we ascended by 2 paire of Oval stayres all of stOnO aild 
voida in the well.

6 Nov. We visited the Jesmtes Church, the front whereof is 
esteem’d a noble piece of architecture, the design© of Jaeonio della 
Porta -and the famous Vignola. In this Church lies the body of their 
renown’d Ignatius Loyola, an armc of Xaveriua, -their other Apostle, 
and ut the right end of their high altar their Champion Card: Bellai- 
imne; Father Kircherua (professor of Mathematics and of the Oriental 
tongues) skew'd- us many singular courtesies, leading us into their 
Refectory, Dispensatory, Laboratory, Gardens. and finally (through an 
Hall hung round with pictures of such of their order as had been 
executed for their pragmatical and buisy adventures) into his own 
study, where, with Dutch patience, he shew’d us his perpetual motions, 
catoptrics, magnctica] experiments, models, and a thousand other 
crotchets and devices, most of them since published by himselfe or 
his industrious scholar Schott! 

Returning home -we view’d the Pnhxzo de Medici, which was a 
house of the Duke of Florence, neere our lodging, on the brow of 
Mobs Piiicius, having a fine prospect towards the (,'ampo Marzo. It 
is a magnificent, strong building, having a substruction very remark- 
able, tod a portico supported with columns towards the garde ns, with 
two huge lidos of marble at the end of the balustrade. Tbfe whole out- 
side the faeiaia is incrustfcd with antiq and rare basse-relieves and 
statues. Descending into the garden is a noble fountains govern’d by 
U: Mercury of brasee. At a little distance on the left is a lodge full of 
fitw atatues, afUQngst whieh tIie Sabines is antiq and singularly rare. 
Iiv tffe areatlo neere this stand 24 statues of great price, and hard bv is 
a mount plan ted with cypresses representing a fortresse, with a goodly

the fountainc before the front casts water neere SO finite in height 
when it is received in a most ample marble basin. Here they usually 
rode the greats- horse every paorning, which gave me much diversion 
from the terrace of my mvne chamber, where I could see all their 
motions. This evening I was invited to heare rare musiq at the Chiesa 
Nova ; the black marble pillars within led us to that most precious 
Oratory of Philippas Nerips their foamier, they being of the oratory 
of secular priests, under n6 voW. There are in it divers good picture 1 ?, 
as the Assumption of Girolamo Mutiano ; the Crucifix; th e f 'mtation 
of Elizabeth; the Presentation of the Jllessed Virgin ; Christo 
Sepolto of Guido Rheno, Caravigio, Arpino, and others. This faire 
Church consists of 14 altars and as many chapells. In it is buried 
(Insides their Saint) Caesar Barouius the grente annalist. Through 
this we went into- the Sacratia, where, the tapers being lighted, one of 
the Order preach'd; after him stepp'd up a child of 8 or. 9 years old 
who pronounced au oration with so much grace, that I never was letter 
pleas'd than to heare Italian so well and so intelligently spoken. This 
course it seemes they frequently use, to bring their scholars to a 
habit of speaking distinctly, and forming their action and assurance, 
which none so much want as ours in England* This being finish't!

About this fahricj is an ample area, 
environ'd with 16 vast jarrs of red earth wherein the Romans usM 
to preserve their oyle, or wine rather, which they buried, and such 
as are property call'd 1 ester. 1 must never forget the famous statue 
of the Gladiator spoken of by Pliny, so much follow'd by all the 
rare artists as the many copies testifie, dispersed through almost all 
Europ both in stone and metal. There is al > an Hercules, ahead 
of porphyric, and one of Marcus Aurelius. In the Villa-house is a 
mail's body, flesh and all, petrified and even converted to marble, as 
it was found inthe Alps, and sent by the Emperor to one of the 
Popes; it lay in a chest or cofin lin'd v.ith black velvet, and one of 
the armes being broken, you may see die perfect hone from the flesh 
which remains in tire. The Rape of Proserpine in marble is of the 
purest white,., the worke of Bernini. In the cabinet neere it are intm- 
merablc small brasse figures and other curiosities. But what some 
looke upon as exceeding all the rest, is a very rich bedstead (which 
sort of grosse furniture the Italians much glory in, as formerly did our 
grandfathers in England in their inlaid wooden ones) inlaid with all 
soritcOf pre^iQUS stones and antiq heads, onyxs, achates, md come- 
Uft»S| esteemed to be worth 80 or 90,000 crowues.

Phidias aod’Praxitetes, as they were sent as a present to Nero [by 'fin- 
dates King] out of Arminia. They were placed on pedfetals’ of white 
marble by Sixtus V. by whom I suppose their injuries Were repair’d. 
They are govern’d by 4 naked slaves like those at the foote of the 
Capitol. I? ere runs a most noble fountains, farcing fewer of the most 
stately streetes for building and beauty to be seen in any CittyVof 
Europ, Opposite to tk jse statues is the Pope’s Sutn’er Palace, built 
by Gregory \> * and in my opinion for the largeness and the archi- 
tecture one of the most conspicuous in Home. It has a stately portico 
which leads round the court under columns, in the center of which runs 
a beautifull fowtabie. The chapell is incrusted with such precious 
materials, that nothing tan lie more rich or glorious, nor are the other 
ornaments and moveables about it at all inferior. The hall is painted 
by Lanfranci and others. The garden, which is call’d the Belvetlefe di 
Monte Cavallo, in emulation to. that of the Vatican, is most excellent 
for ay re and* prospect, its exquisite fouutaines, close walks, grOtts, 
piscinas or stews for fish, planted about with venerable cypresses, and 
refresh'd with Water- musiq, aviaries, and other rarities. ' 

12th Nov. We saw DioclesiunV Bathes, whose ruines testifie the 
vastnesse of the original foundation and magnificence; by: what 
M. Angelo tooke from the ornaments about itj ’tis snyd he restor’d 
the then almost lost art of architecture. This monstrous pife was 
built by the labour of the primitive Christians, then under , Otis dfydtp 
ten great persecutions. The Chthrch tff St Berriardo is naade; : :';^j|f’.,trf 
one oflely of these ruinous cupolas, and is in the form of - itn’^troe

Opposite to this is the Pontiitm dAfe *!fiieKne, • 

Pelix; in it is a basso relievo of.whitfcwarble representing Moses 
striking the rock, which is adorn’dvwith camels, meu, women, and 
children drinking, as large as 
nesse truly magnificent' The mi; I 
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jnunftquaeduct by Sixtus V. ear agrpColmnna byway of Prreneste, 
as the inscription testifies. It gushes into three ample lavors! rais’d 
about with stouc, before which are placed two lions of a strange black 
Stone very rare and autiq. *Ncero tins are the Store-houses for the 
Citty s come, and over against it the Church of St. Susanna where 
Were the gardens of Sallust. The faciata of this church is noble, the 
soffitdwithin is guilded and full of pictures; espccialy famous is that 
of Susanna, by BaJdussa di Bologna. The tribunal of the high altar is 
of exquisite workc, from whose marble stepps you descend under- 
ground to the repository of divers Saints. The picture over this altar 
is the worke of Jncomo Siciliano. The foundation is for Bcrnadinc 
Nunns. 

$“ Maria della Vittorio presents us with the most ravishing front. 
Ill this Church was sung the 'J'n Dvutn by dreg. XV. after the signal 
victory of the Emp r at Prague ; tlie standards then taken still hang up, 
and the itnpresse waving with this motto over the Pope's a mes, 7iV 
tirpentwr. The high altar was much frequented for an image of the 
Virgine. There are some rare statues: there is Panic ravish’d into 
tin} third heaven, by Ger. Fiamcngo, and some good pictures. 

We went again toDioclesian’s Bathes, never satisfied with contem- 
plating that immense pile, in building which 150,000 Christians were 
destin’d to labour 14 yeares and were then all murther’d. Here is a 
Monastery of Carthusians call’d S"* Maria degli Angeli, the architec- 
ture of M. Angelo, the cloister encompassing walls in an ample garden, 

Mont Alto's Villa is enter’d by a stately gate of stone built on the 
Viminslis, and is no other than a spacious parke full of fountauics, 
especialy that which salutes us at the front; stews for fish; the 
M beset with statues, inscriptions, relievos, and 
Other ancient marbles, that nothing can be more stately and solemn.

Thence to Via Felix a straite and noble streefcfbut very precipitpust 
till we came to the Fouutaines of Lepidus, built at the abbutments of 4 
stately wayes, making an exact Crosse of right angles ; and at the 
Fountaines are as many cum bent figures of marble under very large 
niches of stone, the water pouring into htfge basins. The Church of 
St. Carlo is a singular fabriq for neatnesse, of an oval destgne, built Of 
a new white stone ; the columns are worth notice. Under it is another 
Church of a structure nothing lesse admirable. 

S u Maria Maggiore is on the Esquiline Mountaine, which givgs it k 
most conspicuous face to the streete at a greate distance. Ilie 3esigu 
is mix'd/ partly autiq, partly moderne. Here they atfirme that the Bh 
Virgin appearing, shewed where it should be built 300 yeares since. 

The first pavement is rare and antiq; so is the portico built by $*< P. 
Eugeni us II. The Oiborio is the worke of Paris Romano, and the 
Tribunal of Mosaic. We were shewed in. the Church a Concha of pefr> 
phyrie wherein they say Patricias the founder lyes. This is one of 
the most famous of the 7 Roman Churches, and is in my opiqipti it 
least, after St. Peter's, the most magnificent.

beholders. The basse relievo’s are for the most part of pure snowy 
marble, intermixed with figures of molten brassc double gilt on lapis 
laZuli. The altar is a most stupendous piece ; but most incomparable 
is the cupola, painted by Cavaliero Giuseppe Rheni and the present 
Raglioni, full of exquisite sculptures. There is a most sumptuous Sa- 
cristia > and the piece over the altar was by the hand >f St, Luke, if 
yott wilt believe it. Paule V.'hath here likewise built two other altars ; 
under the one lye the bones of the Apostle St. Mathias. In another 
Oratory is the statue of this Pope, and the head of the Cougo Ambas- 
sador who was converted at Rome anu dy’d here. In a third Chapel 
design’d by M. Angelo lyes the body of Platina, and the Cardinal of 
Toledo, Hpuorius III. Nicephorus IV. the ashes of St. Hierom, and 
many others. In that of Sextus V. before mentioned was shew’d ns 
part. of the crib in which Christ was swaddl’d at Rethleiu ; there is also 


the statue of Pius V. Going out at the further end is the resurrection 
of Lazarus by a very rare hand. In the portico is this late inscription ; 
‘‘■Cardiuali Antonio Barberino Archiprcshytero, aream martnoroam 
quam Christianorum pietas cxculpit, laborantv sub Ty munis ccdesia, 
qt esset loci sanctitate venerabilior, Franciscos Guaidus Arm. Equcs 
S, Stephuni, b suis ©dibus hue transtulit et oruavit 1632.”

St. Bri^t is buried in this 
Church under a stately monument. In the front of the pile is the suf- 
fering of St. Laurence painted afresm on the wall. The fabrra is 
nothing but Gotic. On the left is the Therma Novatii, and bn the 
right Agrippina’s Lavacrnm.

The Rcliques shcw’d and kept in this; Church are without ouDber; 
as are also the precious vessels of gold-, »Hvef, and> gems, with the vesfa 
and services ;to be scene in the Sacristy, which they shew'd us; Under 
the high altar is an ample grot, inlaid withPietra Com’essa,Wherem 
half of the bodies of St. Veter and St. Paul are preserv'd j before hang 
divers great? lamps of the richest plate burning, iconthiually.

It formerly lay in the Circo Maximo, and was erected 
here by Sixtus V. in 1587, being 11*2 foote in height without the Iwse 
or pedestal ; at y* foote 9£ one way and 8 the other. This pillar was first 
brought from Thebes at the utmost confines of Egypt, to Alexandria, 
from thence '.to Constantinople, thence to Rome, and is said by-$fnmt- 
aiius Marcellitius to have been dedicated fo Ramises King bf Egypt. 
It was transferr’d to this City by Constantine the sonhe of the Great, 
and is full of hieroglyphics, serpents, men, owles, falcons, oxen, instru-

At the end of the Church is a fiat 
stone supported by 4 pillars which they affirme to have becne the exact 
height of our Bl. Saviour, which they say never fitted any mortal man 
that tried it, but he was either taller or shorter: two columns of the 
vaile of the Temple which rent at his passion ; the stone on which they 
threw lots for his eearoelerse vesture, and the pillar on which the cock 
caw'd- altar Peter's denial ; and, to omit no line thing, the just length 
of the Virgin Mary's foote as it seems her shoemaker affirm'd. Here is a

Mona Palatmus, where we were shewed the: mines of Pompcy's house, 
amt the Church of St. Auacletus; and so into the Circus Maximus, 
heretofore capable of containing un hundred and sixty thousand spec- 
tators, but now all one entire heape of rubbish, part of it convened into 
a garden of pot-herbs. We concluded this evening with hearing the 
rare voices and imuwj at the Chiesa Nova. 

21 Nov. I was carried to sec a great virtuoso Cavaliero Pozzo. 
who she tv M us a rare collection of all kinds of umupniies, and a choice 
library, over which are the effigies of most of our lute men of polite 
literature.

For paintings, *»>r 
fktbion/s head by Corregio , several pieces of Raphael, some of which 
nfc small ; sotne of Bassano Veronese ; the Leda, and two admirable 
ip^VAirc of Titian’s pensill; so is the Psyche and Cupid, the head 
tf/Stv jokn bourne by Herodias; two heads of Albert Durer, very ex- 
quisite. We were shewn here a fine cabinet and tables of Florencc- 
worke in stone. In the garden are many fine fountaines, #t walls' 
cover'd with citron-trees, which being rarely spread invest the stone 
Entirely ; and towards the stroete, at a back gate, the Port is so 
handsomely eloath’d with ivy as much pleas'd me.

To this add Marcius, Ganymede, a little Apollo playing 
on a pipe; some relieui in crus ted on the palace walls ; and an antiq vasa 
of marble neare 6 foote high. Among the pictures may he mentioned 
the Magdalen and' St. Peter weeping. I passe over the cabinets and 
tables of Pietra Cotn'essa, being the proper invention of the Floren- 
tines. In one of the chambers is a whimsical chayre, which folded 
into so many varieties ns to turn into n bed; a bolster; a table* oy a 
couch. % had another w alk in the garden, where are two huge vasa’s 
or bathes of stone. 

I went farther up the hill to the Pope’s Palace at Monte Cavallp, 
where I now saw the garden more exactly, and found it to beoqeof 
the most magnificent and pleasant in Rome.

— Next we walked to St 
Mary's Church, where was the Taberna Meritoria, where the old Ro- 
man soldiers received their triumphal garland, which they ever after 
wore. The high altar is very tains, adorn'd with columns of porphyries: 
here is also some mosaic workc about y* quire, and ihe Assumption is 
an^steem’d piece. It is sayd that this Cimrch was the first that was 
dedicated to the Virgin at Rome.

Peter s portico into the first hail, are rarely contriv’d for ease j these 
leade into the hall of Gregory XIII. tire walls whereof, halts way to 
the roofe, are incrusted w* 1 * most precious marbles of varisjn colours 
and workes. So is also the pavement inlaid, worke; bet what ex- 
coeds description lw> y wilta or rooff iiaelfc, which is so exquisitely 
(minted, that tis almost impossible for the skilfullest eye to disoerne 
whether it be the worke of the pensil upon a flott, or of a toole cutt 
deepe in stone. TheJbfa denotata in this admirable perspective, on 
rite left hand as one goes out, the Stella, fire, ate things of art incom- 
parable. Certainly ibis is one of the most superb and royall appetite- 
lpm>ts in the world, much too beautiful! for * guard of gigantic Swissera, 
who do nothing but drinke and play at cards in it. Going up these 
stay fees is « painting of Sl.Peier walking on t/i$m towards our Saviour. 

Out of this I went into another hall, just Wore the chapell called 
the Sala del Conclave, full of admirable paintings; amongst other is

Now vre came into the Pope's Chapell, so much celebrated for the 
Ld&st Judgment, painted by M. Angelo Buonarotti. It is a painting in 
frt%ca upon a dead wall at the upper end of the Chapell, just over v‘‘ 
high altar, of a vast design* and miraculous fancy, CQttstdei mg the 
multitude of naked figures and variety of posture. The roof* also is 
full of rare workc. — Heine we went into the Sacrisria, where we wen: 
ahew'd all the most precious vestments, copes, and furniture of y 
Chapell. One priestly cope, with the whole suite, had been sent from 
one of our Iiuglish Henrys, and is shewn for a greate rarity. There 
were divers of the Pope’s pantofles that arc kissed on his foote, having 
'rich je wells embrodred on the instep, cover’d w* b crimson velvet; also 
hia tyara, or triple crown, divers miters, crosiers, & c. all bestudded with 
precaoua atones, gold, and pearle, to a very great value ; a very large 
crowe, carved (as they affirme) out of the holy wood it self* , numerous 
utensils of chrystal, gold, achat, amber, and other costly materials for 
the altar. 

We then went into those chambers painted w ,; ’ the Historys of the 
burning of Rome, quenched by the procession of u Crucifix ; the Fic- 
toiy of Ccmtantine over Maxentivs ; St. Peter's delivery out of Prison; 
all by Julio Romano*, and -arc therefore cal’d the Pav liters’ Academy 
because yoif always find some young men or other designing- from 
them 5 a civility w cli is not refused in Italy where any rare pieces of 
i|e oM ftnd best masters are extant, and w oh is the occasion of breeding 
up many excellent men in that profession.

This Library is the most nobly built, furnish’d, and beautified of any 
in the world; ample, stately, light, and eherefull, looking into a most 
pleasant garden. The walls and roofe are painted, not with antiques 
and grotescs, like our Bodleian at Oxford,, but emblems, figures, dia- 
grams, and the like learned inventions, found out by the wit and in- * 
dustry of famous men, of which there are now whole volumes extant* 
There were likewise the effigies of the most illustrious men of letters 
and fathers of the Church, with divers noble statues in white marble 
at the entrance, vis. Hippolitus and Aristides. The Geuerall Councils 
are painted on the side walls. As to y* ranging of the bookea, they 
are all shut up in presses of wainscot, and not expos’d on shelves ta the 
open uyre, nor are the most precious mix’d amongst the moreordinary, 
which are sinew’d to the curious ooely ; such as arc thnse two Yirgils 
written in parchment! of more then a thousand yeares old ; the like k 
Terence ; the Acta of y c Apostles m gcdden capitalylettm ;.

These walls and volto are painted with 
representations of the machines invented by Domenico Fontana for 
erection of the obtlisqs ; and the true designe of Mahomet’s sepulc hre 
at Mecca. 

Out of this we went to see the Conclave, where, during a vacancy, 
the Cardinals are shut up till they are agreed upon a new election, the 
whole maimer whereof was describ’d to us. 

Hence we went into the Pope’s Armory under the Library. Over 
the (lore is this inscription : t£ Urhanus VIII. Linens Aim, Anna 
Litteris.” "I -hardly believe any Prime in Europ is able to shew a more 
compleately "'furnish’d Library of Mars for the quality and quantity, 
w* h is.

It was built by that 
famous Consul, 25 foote broad, every 12foote something ascending for 
the ease and firmer footing of horse ami man ; both the sides are also 
ft little rais’d for those who travel 1 on foote. The whole is paved with 
a kind of beach-stone, and, as I sayd, ever and anon adorn’d with some 
old ruiue* sepulcher, or broken statue. In one of those monuments 
Paneirolhis tells us that in the time of Paul III* there was found the 
body of a young lady swimming in a kind of bath of precious oyle or 
liquor* fresh and entire as if she had been living, neither her face disco- 
lour'd* nor her haire disorder'd ; at her feete burnt a lamp which sud- 
dainely expir'd at y° opening of the vault ; having flam'd, as was com- 
puted* now 1500 ycares, by the conjecture that she was Tuiliola the 
daughter of Cicero whose body was thus found, and as the inscription 
testified.

''y f |?be next day, having passed [the river] Vulturous, we come by the 
Torri di Francolesse, where Hannibal in danger from Fahius Maximus 
escaped by debauching his enemyes; and so at last we enter'd the most 
pleasant plain es of Campania, now call’d Terra di Lavoro ; in very truth, 
I thiflke* the most fertile spot that ever the sun shone upon. Here we saw 
the slender jraiues of the once mighty Capua, contending at once both 
with Rome and Carthage, for splendor and .empire, now nothing hut a 
h gape of rubbish, except shewing some vestige of its former magnificence 
mpieees of temples, arches, theaters, columns, ports, vaults, colosaas. 
&c. confounded together by' the barbarous Goths and Longobard* : 
there is however a new Citty, neerer to y* road by two miles, fairely 
rays'd out of these heapes. The passage from this tow'ne to Naples 
(wf* h about 10 or 12 English post miles,) is as straight as a line, ot 
great breadth, fuller of travellers than 1 remember any of our greatest 
and most frequented roads neerc London; hut what is extrawncly 
pleasing, is the great fertility of the feilds, planted with fruit-trees, 
whose hole* arc serpented with excellent vines, and they so exuberant 
that commonly reported one vine will loade 5 mules With its grapes. 
What adds much to the pleasure of the sight is that the vines, climbing 
to the summit of the trees, reach in festoons and fruitages from one tree 
to another, planted at exact distances, forming a more delightful pic- 
ture than painting can describe. Here grow rice, canes for nuggar,

labyrinth; this place is so hftnntcd with butts that their perpetual dot- 
ting endanger’d the putting out our linker 

Hence w f e passed agninc those boiling ancf smoking hills till wo came 
; t&^jPezsjolo* formerly the famous Pateolf, the landing-place of St. Paulo 
. ; vfe^ll : ’ fe^caTne-'i.HW'o Italy after the tempest described in the Acts of 
the Apostles. Here we made a good dinner, and bought, divert me* 
dailes a»>d other curiosities, antiquities, &e. of the country people, who 
daily fihd such things amongst the very old mines of those places. This 
TowijeWu* formerlyaGreeke Golonie, built by the Samians* a reason- 
able commodious Port, and full of observable antiquities. We saw

them. They dig much for fancied treasure siwd ‘to be conced'd about 
this place; From hence we coasted neere the mines of Porlua Julius, 
where we might see divers stately palaces y* had ben swaUow’dup by 
the Sea after earthquakes. Coming to shore wO passe by tlie lattdrte 
Lake, so famous heretofore for its delicious oysters, tmw pi'iotliiiSing few 
dr none, bei tig divided frdiii j* sea by a banke of incredible labour, the 
suppos'd worke of Hercules p ? t«s i now hdlfe chock’d up w* rubbish/ add 
by part of the new mountains, which rose partly out of it, and partly 
out of the sea, and that in die spnceofone nightanda day, to heere 
the altitude of a mile, on the 39tb Sept. lfi38j after feany terrible 


earthquakes w*** ruined divers places thefeabout, when at midnight the 
sea retiring neere SOO paces, and yawning on y* sddaipe, it continued 
to vomit forth flamesand fiery stones in siich quahttfjrfei prbdufced this 
whole mountains by their fell, making the ihUnbitimts of Phzjsdle to 
leave their habitations, supposing the end of theworldhadbehcome; 

From the left partfi'of this we WalkedtOthe LakeAvmms,of a

JFrpm hence wc ascended to y r most ancient Gitty of Italy, the re- 
now ne4 Cpma, built by y‘- Grecians. It stands on a very eminent pro- 
montory, but k now an heape of ruines. A little below stands the 
heretofore part of Apollo’s Temple, with the foundations 
of divert goodly buildings ; amongst whose heapes are frequently found 
statues and other antiquities, by such' as dig for them. Neerc this is 
the Lake Acherutia and Acheron. Returning to the shore we came 
tp, tho l^gnie do Tritoli and Diana, \v’ h are onely long narrow pas- 
tliJT<W|gb the maine rock, where 'the vapours ascend so hot 
the . body erect you will even faint vv* l ‘ excessive perspi* 
stooping lower as suddaine a cold surprizes. These sudu- 
tones are much in request for many infirrnityes. Now we enter’d the 
haye^ where once stood that famous Tow ne, so call'd 

from tthe Companion of Ulysses here buried; not without great© reason 
celebrated tor oiks of the most delicious places that the sunn shines on, 
according to that of Horace :

Her 
sepulchre was yet skew'd us in the rock, w** w* enter'd, "^citig’edvSr'd 
with sundry .heads and figures of beasts. We Saw there' the root**’ of a 
tree turn’d into stone, and are continiudy dropping. . ;V> 

Thus having view’d the foundations of the old Ciroeriu, tfe| palaces 
of Marius, Potnpey, Nero, Hortensius, and other villas &nd ariitqiuties,' 
we proceeded towards the Promontory of Miseries, renownM for y* 
sepulchre of iEueaa's Trumpeter. Twas once a grea& Citty, ! how 
hardly a runic, sayd to have ben built from this plaCe to the Prombfl. 
tory of Minerva, 50 miles distant, npw disContinu'd imd demohWd 
by tile frequent earthquakes. Here was thd vllfet of CatusMaiius, 
where Tiberius Cneaar died ; and here runs the Aqttseduct, thought ito 
b*.dug ty Nerd, a stupendous passage, heretofore nobly arched w 01 
marble, as the mines festifie. ' Hence we WWlked to those tccef^ 1 '

They certainly were places of uncom- 
tnonly amoBnitie, as their yet tempting site and other circumstances of 
natural curiosities easily invite me to believe, since there is not in the 
world to many stupendous rarities to be met with as in the circle of a 
&w miles which in viron these blissfull aboades. 


S jPebi We went to see the Arsenal, well furnish’d with gullies 
and puhcr veseells. The Citty is crowded with inhabitants, gentlemen 
and merchants. The Government is held of the Pope by an annual 
tribute of 49,000 ducats and a white Genet'; hut the Spatiyanl trusts 
Stole to the power of those his natural subjects there; Apulia and 
Calabria yielding him necre 4 millions of crownes yearely to maintaine 
it. The country is divided into 13 Provinces, 20 Archbishops, and 10/ 
Bishops. / 'l'tie estates of the Nobility, in default of the mate line, re- 
verting to the King- Besides the Vice-Roy there is amongst the Chiete 
i^fegisttotwian Idigh Constable* Admiral, Chiefe Justice, Create Cham- 
herluine, Ghancelor, with a Secretary; these being prodigiously 
ttV«ricious, do wonderfully inrich themselves out of the miserable 
pepgle’s labour, silks, manna, sugar, oyle, wine, rice, sulphur, and 
for • w® all these riches is this delicious country blest.

Codes pass'd ; here ankor 3 or 4 
water-mills invented by Belizarius : and thence had another sight of 
the Farnesi's gardens f, and of the tarracc where is that admirable 
pay n ting of Raphael being a Cnpid playing with a JUolphin , wrought 
&J*r€$ca r preserv'd in shutters of wainscott, as well it merites, being 
Certain el Y one of the most wonderful pieces of worke in the world. 

14 Feb. I went to S‘* Cecilia, a church knit and endow’d hy 
Card 1 . Sfrond&eti, who has erected a stately altar uecre the body of 
this martyr, not long before found in a vesture of silk girt about, a 
veile on her head, and the bloody scans of 3 wounds on the neck ; the 
body is now in a silver chest, w ll ‘ her statue over it in snow-white 
marble. Other Saint* lie here decorated with splendid ornaments, 
lamps, and incensories of greate cost A little farther they shew us 
the Bathe of St. Cecilia, to w™ joynes-a Convent of Friers, where •« the 
picture of the Iffagellution by Vanui, and the columns of the Portico 
taken from the Bathes of Septhmus Severus.

houses. Ascending the hill we came to St. Sabina, an ancient febric; 
formerly sacred to Diana; there in a Chapel is an admirable picture, 
the work of Livin Fontana; set about with columns of ftlahaster,aridin 
the middle of the Church is a stone, cast as they report, by the Devil 
at St. Dominic whilst he was at masse. Hence wo travelled towards 
an henpe of rubbish called the Marmorata on the bank of the Tyber; a 
magazine of stones, and neere which formerly stood a triumphal arch 
in honor of Homtius vanquishing the Tuscans. The mines of the 
hridg. yet appears. 

Vie were now got to Mon# Testseceus, an heape of potshards almost 
200 foote tjigh, thought to have ben amassed and thrown there hy 
the subjects of the Commonwealth bringing their tribute in earthen 
vessells, others (more probably) that it was a quarter of the towne 
where potters lived $ at the sum 9 it Rome affords a noble ; prospect.

Apoljodprus ; bat 
what is very observable is the descent to the plinth of the pedestale, 
shewing how this ancient Cittie lies now buried in her mines, this mo- 
nument being at first set up on a rising ground. After dinner vve took 
the aire in Cardinal Bentivoglio’s delicious gardens, now hut newly 
deceas’d, He had a fit ire Palace built by several good masters on part 
of the mines of Constantine’s Bathes ; well adorn’d w 4 * 1 columns, and 
paintings, espeoialy those of Guido Rheni.

St Thomas’s doubting linger; and a fragment of the title [put on the 
CriWsJ, feeing part of a thin board; some of Judas’s pieces of silver, 
and many more, if one had faith to believe it. To this venerable Church 
joynes a Monasteries the gardens taking up the space of an ancient 
amphitheater. Hence we pass’d beyond the walls out at the Port of 
St. Laurence to that Saint’s Church, and where his ashes are enshrin’d. 
This Was also built by the same great Constantine, famous for the 
Coronation of Pietro •Altisiodorensis, Emperor of Constantinople, by 
Honorius the Second. *Tis savd the corps of St. Stephen the proto- 
martyr was deposited here by that of St. Sebastian, which it had no 
sooner touch’d but Sebastian gave it place of its own accord. The 
Church has no lesse than f privileg’d altars and excellent pictures. 
About the walls are painted this martyr’s sufferings, and when they 
built them, the bones of divers Saints were translated to other Churches. 
The front is Gotic. In our return we saw a small ruine of an mjuaedact 
built by Q. Marcias the praetor ; am! so pass'd thro’ that incomparable 
strait streete leading to S'* Maria Maggiore, to our lodging, sufficient!^ 
tired. ;

There is a delicate aviarie on the 
hill; the whole gardens furnish’d with rare collections, fresh, shady, 
and adorn'd w"’ noble fountnincs. Continuing our walke a mile farther, 
we came to Pons Mitviua, now Mela, where .Constantine overthrew 
Maxentius, and saw the miraculous signe of the Crosse, “ in hoc signu 
winces.” It was a sweetc morning, and the bushes were full of night* 
ingals. Hence to Aqua Claudia againe, an aqueduct finish’d by that 
Emperor at the expence of 8 millions. Fn the afternoone to Farneze’e 
gardens, ncere the Campo Vaccirio; atrd upon the Palatine Mount to 
survey the ruincs of Juno’s Temple in the Piscina, a Piazza so eall’d 
ncere the famous bridg built by Antoninus Pius and re-edified by Pope 
Sixtus IV.

■ onely 1 do not forget the Pope's benediction of the Cenffaltme, or Stand- 
ard, and giving the hallowed palates; and ori May-day the greate pro- 
cession of the Universitie and the Mulatiers at St. Antonie’s, and their 
setting up a foolish May -pole ill the Capkoi , very ridiculous. We 
therefore now tooke coach a little out of tovvne, to visite the famous 
Roma soterranea, being much like what we had seen at Sfc Sebas- 
tian’s. Here in a cornfield, guided by two torches, we crept on our 
bellies into a little hole, about 20 paces, which delivered us into a large 
entrie that led us into several streetes or allies, a good depth in the 
bo wells of the earth, a strange and featefull passage for divers miles, 
as JBosio has .measured and described them in his book*. Weaver 
and anoa came into pretty square rooines, that seem’d to be GhppeUs 
with altars, and some adorn’d with very ordinary ancient painting. 
Many skeletons and bodies are plac’d on the sides one above the', other 
in degrees like shelves, whereof some are shut ap tvith a coarse; fiat 
stone, having ingraven on them Pro Christo, or a Cross and Palmes, 
w*" arc supposed wrhave been martyr*., Here, in all likelyhood;were 
the meetings of the primitive Christians during the persecutions, as 
Pliny the younger describes them.

two fingers for that day, I returned home to dinner. 

VV f e went againe to see the medails of Sig r Gotefredi, which are ah* 
solutelv the best collection in Rome. • 

Passing the Ludovisia Villa, where the petrified human figure lies, 
found on the snowy Alps ; I measured the Hidra, and found it not a 
foot long; the three necks and 15 heads seeme to l>e but patch'd up 
with several pieces of serpents skins. 

5 May, W e tooke coach, and went 15 miles out of the Ci trie to 
Frascati, formerly Tusculanum, a villa of Card 1 Aldobraudint, built 
foF a .country-house, hut surpassing, in my opinion, the most deliejpua 
places I ever beheld for its situation, elegance, plentiful! water, groves, 
ascents, and prospects.

In one of these theaters of water is an Atlas 
spotting up the streame to a very great height ; and another monster 
makes a terrible roaring with an horn; but above all, the representation 
of a storm is most natural], with such fury of raine, wind,, and thunder, 
as one would imagine ones self in some extreame tempest. The garden 
excellent walkcs and shady groves, abundance of n;re fruit, oranges, 
&c. and the gfKidlv prospect of Rome, above all description, so 
&S I do not winder that Cicero and others have celebrated this place 
with such encomiums. The palace is indeed built more like a cabinet 
than any thing compos’d <*f stone and mortar; it has in the middle a 
hall furnish'd with excellent marbles and rare pictures, especially those 
of Gioseppi d’Arpino ; the moveables are princely and rich. This was 
the last piece of architecture finish'd by Giacomo de la Porta, who built 
it for Pietro Card 1 Aldobrandini in the time of Clement VIII * 

We went hence to another house ami garden not far distant, on the 
side of a hill called Mondmgone, finish'd by Card 5 Scipio Bnrghese, an 
ample anil kingly edifice. It has a very long gakric, and at the end a 
theater for pastimes, spacious courts, rare grutts, vineyards, olive 
grounds, groves, and solitudes. The aire is so fresh and sweete, as 
few parts of Italy exceed it; nor is it inferior to any palace in the citric 
itselfe for statues, pictures, and furniture; but it growing late we could 
not take such particular notice of these things as they deserv’d.

‘ Visiting the Duke’s repository againe, we told at least 40 ranks of 
porphy^ ami other statues, and 28 whole figures, many rare paintings 
ahd relievo’s, 2 square columns w ,h trophies. In one of y° galleries 
24 figures and 50 antiq heads ; a Bacchus of M. Angelo, and one of 
. Bandinelli ; a head of Bernini, and a most lovely Cupid of Parian 
marble ; at the farther end, two admirable women sitting, and a man 
fighting \v th a Centaur ; 3 figuresju little of Andrea ; an huge candle- 
stick of amber; a table of Titian’s painting, and another representing 
God y* Father sitting in the aire on the 4 Evangelists ; animals ; divers 
smaller pieces of Raphael ; a piece of pure virgin gold »h big as an egg. 
Ill the third chamber of rarities is the square cabinet valued at 80,000 
crownes, shewing on every front a variety of curious work; one of 
birds and flowers of Pietrn Commessa ; one, a descent from the crosse, 
of M. Angelo; on. the third our Bl.

Volumes, as they told us. 

The Arsenal has sufficient to avrne / 0,000 men, accurately preserv'd 
arid kept, with divers lusty pieces of ordinance, whereof one is for a 
ball of 300 pounds weight, and another for 100 which weighs 72,500 
pounds. 

When I was at Florence the celebrated masters were, for Pietra 
Oommessa (a kind of mosaic] or inlaying of various colour'd marble, 
. and other more precious stones) Dorninico Bcnetti and Mazzotti ; the 
best statuarie, Vincent io B roc hi ; painter, Pietro Be re ti no di Cortona. 
This Statuary makes those small statues in plaster and pasteboard w 1 * 1 
so resemble coper, that till one handles them they cannot be distin- 
giiifch'd, he has so rare an art of bronzing them. I bought 4 of him. 

r j£bisDuke has a daily tribute for every courtezan or prostitute allowed

twice • expos’d ; to this add the perfumes, apothecaries shops, and 
the innumerable cages of nightingales which they kcepe, that enter- 
taine you with their melody from shop to shop, so that shutting 
your eyes you would imagine yourseUc in the country, when indeede 
you are in the middle of the Sea, It is almost as silent as the middle 
of a field, there being neither rattling of coaches nor trampling of 
horns* This streete, pav’d with brick and exceedingly cleaue, brought 
us tfiro' an arch into the famous Piazza of St. Marc. 

Oyer this Porch stands that admirable Clock, celebrated next to 
that of Strasburg for its many movements; amongst which, about 12 
anH 6, which are their hourea of Ave Maria when all the towns arc 
on their kne(59, come forth the 3 Kings led by a star r, and passing by 
yMmf^^Christ in his Mother’s armea do their reverence, and enter 
ipto y 9 ^ock by another dqpre. At the top of this turret another auto- 
maton strikes y* quarters; an honest merchant told me that one day 
walhing ia the Piazza, he saw the fellow who kept the Clock struck 
with this hammer so forceably as he was stooping his head neere the 
something amisse at the instant of striking, that being 
Conn’d he re$Pd over the battlements and broke* his neck. The build-,

The 
other rang* is plainly Gotiq s and to we entred into St. Marc's Church, 
before which stand two brasse piedestals exquisitely casthod figur’d, 
which beare as many .tall .masts painted red, on which upon greate fes- 
tivals they hang flags and streamers. The Church is also Goti^J , yet 
for the preciousnese of the materials being of several! riels marbles, 
aboundance of porphyric, serpentine, &e. far exceeding any in Rome, 
St. Peter's hardly excepted. I much admired the splendid histone oi 
our B. Saviour compos’d all of Mosaic over the faciata, below which and 
oyer the cheifo gate are four horses cast in coper as big as the life, the 
same that formerly- were transported, from Rome by Constantine to By* 
zantium, and thence by the Venetians hither * They are supported by 
8 porphyrie columns of very great six* and vplue. Being come iuto y’

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Otft of the mines of Solomons Temple as (bey report. There are many 
chapelts and notable monuments of iUas&Sws persons, Dukes, Cardi- 
hate* Son, as Zeno, Jo. Soranzi, arid others : there is likewise avast 
baptlsterie of coj>er. Among other venerable reliques is a stone on 
which they say our Blessed Lord stood preaching to those of Tyre and 
Sidon, and neere the doore is an image of Christ, much ador'd, esteeming 
it very sacred, fot^ that a rude fellow striking it, they say, there gush’d 
otit a torrent of blood. In one of the corners lies the body of St Isi- 
dore, brought hither 500 years since from y* island of Chios. A little 
farther they shew the picture of St. Dominic and Francis, nflirm’d to 
have ben made by the Abbot Joachim (many yeares before any of them 
were born). Going out of the Church they shew’d us the stone where 
Alexander III. trod on y v neck of y° Emperor Fred. Barbaro.ssa, pro- 
nouncing that verse of the psalm, “ super basilheum ” See. The dores 
of y* Church are of massie coper. There are necre 500 pillars in tins 
building, most of them porphyrie and serpentine, arid brought eheifly 
from Athens and other parts of Greece formerly in their power At 
(he corner of the Church are inserted into the maine wall four figures as 
big as life cut in porphyrie, which they say are the images of four bro- 
thers who poysoned one another, by which meaiics there escheated to 
y® Ibpubltq (bat vast treasury of relicquea now belonging to the Church. 
At the other entrance that looks towards the Sea, stands in a small 
chkpell that statue of our Lady, made (as they affirrne) of the same 
stone or rpeik out of which Moses brought water to the murmuring 
Israelites at Horeb or Meriba. 

"'After all that is said, this Church is in my opinion much too dark and 
disttial/ itnd of heavy work ; the fabric, as is much of Venice both for 
buildings and other fashions and circumstances, after the Greckes, their 
nextneighboures. 

The next day, by favour of the French Ambassador I had admittance 
with him to see the Reliquary call'd here Treaoro di San Marco, which 
of travellers arc admitted to see. It is a large chamber 
- There arc twelve breast-plates, or pieces of pure golden 
armour tudded with prccimis stones, and as many crownes dedicated to 
by <so many noble Venetians who bad recovered their wives 
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taken at sea by the Saracep; many curious vnaea of aehatsi ilte, cap

bound when scourged ; the standard or eusigne of Constantipn a piece 
of St. Luke’s arme ; a rib of St. Stephen ; a finger of Mafy;$f«gdp 
lene ; numerous other things which I could not remember; but a priest, 
first vesting himselfe in his sacerdotal* with the stole about his neck, 
shew’d us the Gospel of St. Mark (their tutelar patron) written by Iris 
own hand, and whose body they shew buried in the Church, brought 
hither from Alexandria many years ago. 

The Religious de li Send .have fine paintings of P. Veronese, espe- 
cialy the Magdalen. 

A French Gentleman and myself went to the Courts of Justice, the 
Senate-house, and Ducal Palace. The first Court neere the Church is 
almost wholly built of several colour’d sorts of marble, like chequer 
work on the outside; this is sustain'd by vast pillars, not very shapely, 
but observable for their . capitals, aud that out of thirty-three no two are 
alike. Under this fa brick is the Cloyster where Merchants meete mor- 
ning and evening, as also the graye Senitors and Gehtlemen, to. confer of 
state affaire* in their gow ucs and caps like so many Philosopht^l ;tis 
a very noble and solemn spectacle. In anodver quadrangle stood (wo

the D6g^> Council of Ten, and Assistants; in the body of the hail are 
lower rafoks of seates capuble of containing 1500 Senators, for they 
consist of no fewer on grand debates. Over the Duke's throne arc the 
paintings of the Final Judgment by Tintoret, esteem'd amongst the 
best pieces in Europe, On the ruofe are the famous Acts of the llejmh*. 
lick painted by several! excellent masters, especialy Bassano; next; them 
are the Effigies of the several Dukes, with their E logics, Then we 
turned into a great Court painted with the Battnil of Lejmnto v an ex- 
cellent piece ; thence into the Chamber of the Council ot Ten, painted 
by the most celebrated masters. From hence, by the special favour ot an 
lUu&tri$simo ) we were carried to sec the private Armorie of the Palace, 
and 60 to the same Court we first enter'd, nobly built of polish'd white 
marble, part of which is the Duke's Court, pro tempore; there are two 
wells adorn'd with excellent work in coper. This led as to the sea- side, 
where stand those two columns of ophite stone in the intire piece, of a 
greatc height, one bearing St. Mark’s Lion, the other St. Theodora* ; 
these pillars were brought from Greece, and set up by Nie. JWatcrius 
the architect ; betweene them publique executions arc performed. 

Having fed our eyes with the noble prospect of y* Island of St. George, 
the gallics, gondolas, and other vessel Is passing to and fro, we walked 
under the Cloyster on the other side of this goodly Piazza, being a 


most magnificent building, the design of Sansovino. Here wo wen* 
iiltt* the Zecca. or Mint; at the entrance stand two prodigious Giants or 
Hercules of white nlarble : we saw them melt, be ate, ami covin' silver, 
gold, abd coper. We then went up into the Procurators, and a Li- 
brary of excellent MSS. and bonks belonging to it and the Publiq. 
After this we climb’d up the Touro of St. Mark, which we might have 
don on horseback , as *tis said one of the French Kings did, there being 
no stayres or steps, but returned that take up an entire square on the 
'|||^|es 40 foote, broad enough for a coach. This Steeple stands by 
without any Church i*eere it, and is rather a watch toure in the

It was now Ascension Weeke, and the greate Mart or Fa$re of y* 
whole yeare was now kept, every body at liberty and jollie. If he noble- 
men silking with their ludys on ckoppines ; these are high^hee^d 
shoes, particularly affected by these proude dames, or, as some say, 
invented to keepc them at home, it being very difficult to walke with 
them ; whence one being asked how he liked the Venetian dames, re- 
plied, that they were mezzo came, mezzo ligno> half flesh, half wood, 
and he would have none of them. The truth is, their garb is very odd, 
as seeming allwayes in masquerade ; their other habits also totaly dif- 
ferent from all nations. They weare very long crisped haire, of several! 
strokes and colours, which they make so by a wash, dischevelling it on 
the brims of a broade hat that has no head, but an hole to put out their 
heads by; they drie them in the sunn, as one may see them at their 
windows. In their tire they set silk flowers and sparkling stones, their 
peticoates coming from their very arme-pits, so that they are neere 
three quarters and an half apron; their sleeves are made exceeding 
wide, under which their shift sleeves as wide, and commonly tucked up 
to the shoulder, shewing their naked armes, thro" false sleeves of tiffany, 
girt with a bracelet or two, with knots of points richly tagged about 
their shoulders and other places of their body* which they usually coyer 


with a kind of yellow vaile of lawn very transpareritv Thu* atUrfd they 
set their hands on the heads of two matron-tike servants ot cld'^ 
to support them, who are mumbling their beades, *Tls ridiculous to 
see how these ladys crawte in tind out . of their gondolas by reason of 
their dwppines , aud what dwarfs they appeare when taken ' 
their wooden scaffolds; of thcselsai? near thirty together, 
balfe as high again as the rest of the worhl; fi>r courtesan* or 
sens may not wears chopping, cover yrtth 

a vaile of a certaiqe glittering taffeta balcOf; ' Mrhich 

and then dart a gbumce of their &e* being other 
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entirely hid with it ; nor may the com'on misses take this habit, hut 
go^ To the corners of these virgin- vailes hang broad 

but flat tossells of curious Point de Vetrize; the married women go in 
Hie nobility weiare the same colour, but of fine cloth 
lin'd taffeta in Summer, with fur of the bellies of squirrel)* \n y c 
Winter,, which all put on at a certaine day girt with a girdle emboss'd 
with silverj the vest not much different from what our Bachelors of 
Arttf weare in Oxford, and a hood of cloth made like a sack, cast over 
their left shoulder, and a round cloth black cap fring'd with wool which 
is not so comely; they also weare their collar open to shew the diamond 
button of the stock of their shirt. I have never scene pearle for colour 
and bignesse comparable to what the I ad vs wear, most of the noble 
families being very rich in jeweils, especialy pearles, which are always 
left to the son or brother who is destined to marry, which the eldest 
seldome do. The Doge's vest is of crimson velvet, the Procurator's, 
&c, of damasc, very stately. Nor was I lease surprised with the strange 
variety of y° severall nations which were seen every day in the streetes 
and piazzas; Jews. Turks, Armenians, Persians, Moores, Greek?*, 
Sclavonians, some with their targets, and boucklers, and all in their 


native fashions, negotiating in this famous Emporium, which m all ways 
crowded with strangers. 

This night, having with my Lord Bruce taken our places before, \vt: 
went to the Opera where comedies and other plays are represented in 
fUCfltutive inustq by the most excellent musicians vocal and instrumental, 
with variety of sceanes painted and contrived with no lcsse art of p€>r- 
spstttive* | and machines for flying in the aire, and other wonderfull 
motions; taken together it is one of the most magnificent and expensive 
diversions the wit of man can invent. The history was, Hercules in

There being at this time a ship bound. for the Holy Land, J had re* 
solved to imbark, intending to see Jerusalem and other parts of Syria, 
Egypt, and Turkey ; but after 1 bad provided all necessaries, laid in 
snow to coole our drink, bought sotpe sheepe, poultry, biscuit, spirits, 
and a little cabinet of drouggs in case of sickness, our vessell (whcreofF 
Capt. Powell whs master) happen’d' to be press’d for the service of the 
State to carry provisions to Camliu, now newly attacqued by the Turkes, 
which altogether frustrated my design*, to my greate mortification. 

On the . . . June we went to Padua, to the Faire of their St. Anthony, 
in company of divers passengers. The first terra Jirma we landed at 
was Fusina, being onely an inn, where we changed our barge and 
were then drawne up bv horses thro’ the river Brenta, a strait cbnnell 
as even as a line for 20 miles, the country on both sides deliciously 
adorned with country villas and gentlemen’s retirements, gardens 
planted with oranges, figs, and other fruit, belonging to ^Venetians. 
At one of these villas we went ashore to see a pretty contriv’d Palace. 
Observable in this passage was buying their water of those who fame 
the sluices, for this artificial river is in some places so shallow that 
reserves of water are kept with sluices, which they open and shut .with 
a most ingenious invention or engiue, govern’d even by a chj)ld. 
they keep up the Water or let it go, till the neXt chjftnuell hSeither 
■filed by the stop, or abated to the level!, of the other. for whicU every 
hoate pays a certaine dutie. Thus we stay’d neere halfe an houre and 
mure at three severall place*, so as it was evening bcforewegotto Pariga . 
This is a very ancient Cittie if the tradition ofAntenw’a being the founder 
bC nOt a fictionV buVthus speakes the mscription over a stately gate:

to tllfir fcffiou® Cathedral. Passing by St. Lorenzo i met with this 
inscription :

Under the tomb was a colder at his work. Being now come to St. 
Antonies (the streets most of y« way strait, well built, and outsides 
excellently painted iuJfVesco) we survey'd the spacious piazza, in which 
is erected a noble statue of coper of a man on horseback, in meniorie 
of one Catta Malataf, a renowned captaine. "The Church a fa Greca 
consists of five handsome cupolas leaded. At the left hand within is 
the tomb of St. Anthony and his altar, about w ch a mezzo relievo of 
the miracles ascrib’d to him is exquisitely wrought in white marble by 
the three famous sculptors Tullius Lombardus, Jacobus Sansovinos, 
and Hieron. Compagno. A little higher is the cjuire, wall’d parapet 
fasbitK^ with sundry, colour’d stone halfe relievo, the work of Andrea 
H^CO«|X The altar within is of the same metall, which with the candle- 
liases is in my opinion as magnificent as any in Italy. The 
' ^;jW:;.%!iIre.- is rarely iulayetl and carved. Here are the se- 
pulchral of many famous persons, as of Rodolphus Fulgosi, See. and 
arnop^ the rest one that for an exploit at sea has a gaily exquisitely 
camd thereon. The Procession bore the banners with all the treasure

Maximus and Prosdocimus ♦. The Dormitory above is exceeding com- 
modious and stately, but what most pleas’d me Was the old cloyster so 
well painted with the lcgendarie Saints, mingled with many ancient 
inscriptions, and pieces of urncs dug up it scetnes at the- foundation of 
the Church. Thus having spent the day in rambles, I return’d the 
next day to Venice. 

The Arsenal is thought to be one of f best furnish’d in f world. 
We entred by a strong port always guarded, and ascending a spacious 
gallery saW armes of back, breast, and bead, for many thousands; in 
another xvere saddles, over them ensigne* taken from the Turks.. An- 
other Hall is for the meeting'’ of the Senat ; p»^ihjg a graff are .the 
smiths forges, where they are fcontinualy at worfe on ankcrearttf irou 
Work. Nccre it is a well of fresh wat«r,whicb they impute tcrtWo 
rhinoceros's horns which they say lie lit U and will preaervo it from 
ever being empoisoa’dv Then we came to where the cm rpenfera were 
building their magazines of oares, masts, &e. for an hundred gallya and 
ships, which faave all their aparell aiid farui^re tifeere them.

Tuesday we visited several! other Churches, as S u Maria, newly in- 
crusted with marble on the outside, and adorned w lb pOrphyrie, ophit, 
and Spartan stone. Neere the altar and Under y* organ are sculptures, 
that are said to be of the famous artist Praxiteles. To thatofSt. Paul 
I went purposely to see the tomb ofTitian. Then to Stdohn the 
Evangelist, where amongst other heroes lies Andr. Baldarius, the in- 
ventor of oaros opplied to greate vessells forfightiiig. 

We also saw St.Roch, the roofe whereofis, with theimhoolor: baU 
of that rich confraternity, admirably painted byTmtorct, especialy; the 
Crwi/uc \n y* sacristia. We saw also y® Church of / St. Sebastian, and 
Carmelites monastcrie. ' 

Next day taking our gondola at St. Mark’s, 1 pass’d to y* Island of 
St. George Maggiore, where is aCkmventofBenedr<^ a well . 

built Church by Andrea Palladio, : ^ filivie- 

ment, cupola, choire, and pictures, very rich add sumptuous. The 
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fine garden to it, which is. a rare thing at Venice, tl»</

V Ftwm hence we visited St. Spirito and St. Laurence, faire Churches 
Hi severall islands; but most remarkable is that of y» Pudri Olivetam

•^ The next morning we went againc to Padoa, where next day we 
eirfWd V* market, which is plentifully furnish'd and exceedingly cheapo.

The scholes for y* lectures of the severall sciences are above, but done 
of them comparable, or so much frequented as thetheatreforaimtOHue, 
which is excellently contriv’d both for the dissector and kpeotutor*. I 
was this day invited to dinner, and in the afternoone (being 30 July^ 
received my Matricula , being resolved to spend somemoneths hero at 
study, especialy physic and anatomic, of both which there was now the 
most Iambus professors in Europe. My Matricula contained a clause, 
that I, my goods, servants, and messengers, should be free from all 
toll and reprises, and that we might come, pass, return, buy or sell, 
without any toll, &c. 

The next morning I went to see y* Garden of Simples, rarely fur- 
nish’d w th plants, and gave order to y* gardener to makeme a collection 
of them for an kortus hyemalis, by permission of y* Cavalier Dr. Vest- 
lingtus, then Prefect and Botanic Professor as well as of Anatomic. 

Next morning the Earle of Arundel*, now in this Citty, a famous 
collector of paintings and antiquities, invited me to go with himto see 
y* Garden of Mantua, where as one enters stands a huge cbloiie of 
Hercules. From hence to a place where was a roome cover’dw^a 
noble cupola, built purposely for musiq ; the fillings up,- or cove ’twixt 
the walls were of urnes and earthen pots for y* better sounding ; it ; ws« 
also . well painted. • After- dinner we walked to y* PalaceofFosCariair 
Arena, there remaining yet some appearances of adancieiit theater, 
tho’ serving nowifor a court , onely before y* house, There were now 
kept in it two eagles, a crane, a Mauritanian aheepe, a |6ag^ .and sundry 
fnulcs, as in a yivarie.

Sinttw^ they have from Pavia,- which they pound and sift exceedingly 
small and mix with ashes made of a sea-weede brought out of Syria, 
and a white sand, that causes this manufacture to excell. The Tuwne 
VS & jPodestaria by itsdfe, at sonic miles distant on v* sea from Venice, 
ami like- it built upon several 1 small islands. In this place arc excellent 
oysters,, small and well tasted like our Colchester, ami they were the 
first, a# I remember, that I ever could cate, for I had naturally an 
aversion to them. 

At our returne to Venice we met several gondolas full of Venetian 
ladys, who come thus far in fine weather to take the a ire, with musiq 
ami other refreshments, Besides that Murano is iiselfea very nobly 
built Powne, and has divers noblemen’s palaces in it. and handsome 
gardens. 

In, coming back we saw y t Hands of St. Christopher and »St, Michael, 
the last of which has a Church inrich’d and incrusted with marbles and 
Other architectonic ornaments, which the Monkes very courteously 
sheXvM us. It was built and founded by Margaret 7E miliaria of Verona, 
a famous courtezan, who purchased a greatc estate, and hy this founda- 
tion hoped to commute for her sins. We then rowed hy y* lies of 
St Nicholas, whose Church with the monmnems of the Justinian 
family entertain’d us awhile; and then got home. 

The next morning Capt. Powell, in whose ship I was to embark 
towards Turkey, invited me on board, lying about 10 miles from Venice, 
where we had a dinner of English ponder’d ueefe and other good rr.eate 
with store of wine and greate gunns, as the manner is. A her dinner 
theCaptaine presented me with a stone he lately brought from Grand 
Cairo, yvhich he- tooke from the Mummy- pitts, full of hieroglyphics;

«S August. I had newes from Padoa of my election to be Syndicus 
slrtistarum, which caused me after two days idling in a country, villa 
with y* Consul of Venice, to hasten thither, that l might discharge my 
seife of that honour, because it was not only chargeable, but would have 
bindred my progresse, and they chose a Dutch gentleman in my place, 
which did not well phase my countrymen, who had labour’d noC a 
little to do me the greatest honour a stranger is capable of in that 
ITniversitie. Being freed from this impediment, and having taken 
leave of Dr. .lauicius, a Polonian, who was going physician in y* 
Venetian gallys to Candy, I went agajue to Venice, and made a col- 
lection of several! books and some toys,. Three days after, I return'd 
to Padoa, where I studied hard till the arival of Mr. Henahaw, Brain- 
stone, and some other English gentlemen whom I had left at Rome, 
and who made me go back with them to Venice, where I spent some 
time in shewing them what I had seene there. 

26 Sept. My dear friend, and till now my constant fellowtraveller, 
Mr. Thicknessc, being obliged to returoe to England upon hi* parti- 
cular concerns, and who had served his lWD* tjr in the warra, f ajpcom-

Rugipi- He has a stately Palace richly 
furnish’d with statues and heads of Roman Emperors, ,aU pla^dih aa 
ample roomc. _ In the next was a cabinet of medals, both Latin and 
Greek, with divers curious shells and two fair* pea^jis in two of them ;

cornelians, oriixes, chrystals, &e. in one of which was a drop of water 
ttoit hot moving up and down when shaken ; above all, a 

diamond which had a very faire ruhie growing in it: divers pieces of 
amber wherein were several insects, in particular one cut like an heart 
that contained in it a salamander without the least defect, and many 
pieces of Mosaic. The fabriq of this cabinet was very ingenious, set 
thick with achats, turquoises, and other precious stones, in the midst 
of was an antiq of a dog in stone scratching his care, very rarely 
cut and comparable to the greatest curiositic l had ever scene of that 
kind for y* accurateness© of the work. The next chamber had a bed- 
stead all inlay M \v ,h achats, chrystala, cornelians, lazuli, &c. esteemed 
worth 16,000 crownes; but for y c most part y' bedsteads in Italy ore 
of forged iron gilded, since it is impossible to keepe the wooden ones 
from y <; chimiccs.

Dominieo Bassano, who had a daughter married to a Doctor of .Laws, 
that played and snng to nine severall instruments, with that skill and 
addresse as tew niasters in Italy exceeded her; she likewise compos’d 
divers excellent pieces. I had never seene any play on the Naples viol 
before.

31 Oct. Being my birth-day, the Nunns of St. Catharine’s sent 
me flowers of silk- work.

Having pack’d up my purchases of books, pictures, castes, treacle, 
&c. (the making and extraordinary ceremonie whereof I had ben cu- 
rious to observe, for ’tis extremely pompous and worth seeing) J. de- 
parted from Venice, accompanied with Mr. Waller (tire celebrated 
Poet), now newly gotten out of England, after y" Parliament had ex- 
treamely worried him for attempting to put in execution y' Commis- 
sion of Aray, and for which the rest of his Collogues were hanged by 
jr* Rebells. 

The next day I tookc leave of my comrades at. Padoa, and receiving 
some directions from Dr. Salvatieo as to y* care of my health, I pre- 
pared for my journey towards Milan. 

It was Easter Monday that I was invited to breakfast at the Earle 
pf Arundel’s*. I tookc my leave of him in his bed, where l left that 
greats and excellent man in tea res on some private discourse of crosses 
that had befall’n his illustrious family, particularly the undutifwll- 
nesse of his Graudsou Philip's turning Dominican Frier (since Car- 
dinal of Norfolk), and the miserie of his Countrie now tnn-hroii’d In 
civil war. He causM his Gentleman to give me directions, all written 
with his owne hand, what curiosities 1 should enquire alter in rov 
jomn*ey $ and so, enjoyning me to write sometimes to him, I departed.

In company then with Mr. Waller, one Capt. Wray (son of S' 
Christ', whose father had lien in armes against his Ma'-% and therefore 
by no meanes Wellcome to us), with Mr. Abdy, a modest and learned 
man, we got that night to Vincenzo, passing by y« Euganlan hills, 
celebrated for the prospects and furniture of rare simples, which we 
found growing about them. The wayes were something deepe, the 
whole country flat and even as a bowling greene. The comon fields 
lie square, and are orderly planted w' h fruite trees which the vines run 
upon and embrace for many miles, with delicious streames creeping 
along the ranges. 

Vincenza is a Citty in y' Marquisate of Treviso, yet appertaining 
to y e Venetians, full of gentlemen and splendid palaces, to which y* 
famous Palladio, borne here, has exceedingly contributed, as hav ing 
ben the architect. Most conspicuous is the Hall of Justice } tthasfi 
toure of excellent work ; the lower pillars are of the first order pthmje 
i« the three upper corridors are Doric;: under them su^sl^w id * ^- 
clous piazza. The hall was built in imitation of that at Padok, hilt of 
a nobler designs, a fa morlerna. The next moTOing we visited y* 
Theater, as being of that kind the .most perfectnowstanding,and 
built by Palladio, in exact imitation qf the attejent htomansj aed pa>

Tfcfe Piazza itselfe is so large as to be capable of justs and tournaments, 
tha Nobility of this Citty being exceedingly addicted to this knight 
errantry and other martial diversions. In this place are two pillars in 
imitation of those at St. Marc's at Venice, bearing one of them a 
winged lion, the other the statue of St. Jo. Baptist. 

In a word, this sweete Towne has more well-built Palaces than any of 
its dimensions in all Italy, besides a number begun and not yet finished 
(but of stately designe) by reason of the domestic dissent ions 'twixt 
them ami those of Brescia, fomented by y K sage Venetians least by 
combining they might think of recovering their ancient liberty. For 
this reason also are permitted those disorders and insolences committed 
atPadoa among the youth of these two territories, it is no dishonor 
in this country to be some generations in finishing their palaces, that 
without exhausting themselves by a vast expence at once, they may at 
last erect a sumptuous pile. Count Oleine** Palace is neere perfected 
ill this manner. Count Ulmarini* is more famous for his gardens, 
being without y e walls, especialy Ins Cedrario or Conserve of Oranges 
eleuvert score of my paces long, set in order and ranges, making a

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companions hasting to be gone, and little minding any ihing aave 
drinking and lolly, caus’d us to take coach sooner than we should have 
done. * ■ • ■" '*■'* ■ 

A little from the town e we pass’d y* Campo Martin, set out in imi- 
tation of ancient Rome, wherein y fl noblesse exercise their horses, and 
the ladys make the Corso ; it is entred by a stately triumphal arch, y* 
invention of Palladio. 

Being now set out for Verona, about midway we din’d at Ostaria 
Nova, and came late to our resting-place, which was the Cavaletto, 
just over the monument of the Scaligeri \ formerly Princes of Verona, 
adorn’d with many devices in stone of ladders, alluding to y* name. 

Early next morning* we went about y* Citty, which is built oh y* 
gentle declivity and bottome- of an hill, inviron’d in part with some 
considerable inountaines and downes of fine grass like some places in 
y* South of England, and on the other side having the rich plaint* 
where Caius Marius overthrew y* Cimbrians. The Citty is divided in 
y e midst by y v river Atheris, over which are divers stately bridges, and 
on its banks are many goodly palaces, whereof one is well painted in 
chiaro oscuro on the outside, ns are divers iri this drie climate of Italy. 

The first thing y* engaged our attention and wonder too, was the 
amphitheater, which is the most entire of ancient remained ndwef- 
taut. The inhabitants call it the slrcna; it has two portico’s, one 
within y c other, and is 34 rods long, 22 in bredth, with 42 ranks of 
stone benches or seates which reach to y c top. The vastnesse of y* 
marble stones is stupendious. “L. V. Flaminia Consul- ano. urb. con, 
uij. ” This I cateeme to be one of the noblest antiquities in Europ, 
it is so vast and in tire, having escaped the mines of so many other 
public buildings for above 1400 yeares. 

There are other arches, as that of y* victorie of Marius; temples, 
aqu Deducts, &c. shewing still considerable remainesin tev^roll places 
of the townc, and how magnificent it tins .fdrtn^iy -^n^ v 
strong castles, and a large and noble wMK- the whole 0kff 

is bravely built, especiuly y* Senate where iro^sa^;'. those cele- 
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bratecl statues of Cornelius Nepos, Emil Jus Marcus, Plinius, and \ i- 
truviufl, alt having honoured Verona by their birth, and of later date 
Julius Oussar Scaliger, that prodigse of learning. 1 

•In y c evening we saw y* garden of Count Giusti's villa, where arc 
walkes cut out of the mainc rock, from whence We hail y l * pleasant pro- 
spect.- of Mantua and Parma, though at greale distance. At the en- 
trance of this garden growes the goodliest cypresse 1 fancy in Europ, 
cut in pyramid ; *tis a prodigious tree both for breadth and height, en- 
tirely cover'd and thick to y' base. 

0r. Cortone, a Civilian, show’d us amongst other rarities a St. Do- 
rothea of Raphael. We could not see the rare drawings, eapecialy of 
Parmensis, belonging to Dr. Marcello, another advocate, on account 
of his absence. 

This Citty deserved alt those elogies Scaliger has honoured if with, 
for ill my opinion the situation is the most delightfull I ever saw, it is 
so sweetly mixed * with rising ground and vallies, so elegantly planted 
with trees on which Bacchus seems riding as it tvere in triumph every 
autumn, for k the vines reach from tree to tree ; here of all places f have 
scene ill Italy would I fix a residence. Well has t hat team'd man given 
it the name of y" very eye of the world ; — 

Ocelle mundi, Sidus I tali coeli, 

Flos fJrbium, flu? coruiculunnf ammuum.

The next morning wc travel I’d over the dowries where .Marius 
‘ought, and fancied ourselves a bout Winchester and the country 
dwitrda; Dorsetshire/ We- dined at an inn' call'd Ca valla (.-aschieri, 
leere Peschicra, a very strong fort of the Venetian Republic:, and 
Usere" the Lago di Garda, which disembogues into that of Mantua, 
wire # miles in length , highly spoken of liv mv Lord Arundel to 
nfy the most pleasant spot in Italy, for which reason 1 observ'd it 

• alighting out of the coach and going- up to a 
jrpy v wi ng- about a gentleman's country house, from 
rdeede it presents almost surprizing prospect. The hills and 
oranges, citrons, olives, figs, and other 
jBipdl ^ u tbe WAtera abound in excellent fish, especiuK 
( ; 2 e 



troutto. Iu y* middle of this lake stands Serrnoneaon an island ; here 
Gape. '.Wray bought a pretty nag of : the master of ourinnwhere "iso. 
dined, for eight pistoles, which- his wife, our ho»tesse, was so un- 
willing to part with, that she did nothing but kisse and rveepe and 
hang about the horse’s heck till the captaine rid away. ■ 

We came this evening to Biescia, which: next morning tee traverst 
according to our custom in search of antiquities and new sights. Here 
1 purchas'd of did Lazarino Cominazzo my fine carabine, which coat 
me 9 pistoles, this Citty being famous for these firc-armes, and that 
workman, with Jo. Bap. Franco, the best esteem’d. This Ciity con- 
sists most in artists, every shop abounding in gunns, swords, armorers, 
dtc. Most of the workmen come out of Germanic. TheCitty stands 
in a fertile plaine, yet y* Castle is built on an hill. The streotes 
abound in fairc fountaines. The Torre della Pallada is of a noble 
Tuscan Order, and the Senate-house is inferior to few. The Piazza is 
but indifferent; some of the houses arched as at Padoa. The Cathe- 
drall was under repaife. We Would from hence have visited Parma, 
Piacenza, Mantua, &c. but the banditti and other dangerous parties 
being abroad, committing many enormities, we were content with a 
Pisgah sight of them. 

We din’d next day at Ursa Veechia, and after dinner pass’d by an 
exceeding strong fort of y c Venetians cal’d Ursa Nova, on their fron- 
tier. ’ Then by the river Oglio and so by Sonano, where we enter the 
Spanish dominions, and that night ariv’d at Crcma, which belongs to 
Venice, and is well defended; The Podesta's Palace is finely built, 
and so is y* Doroo or Cathedral and the Tourer to it^ with an ample 
Piazza. - ' , • -'v' 1 


Early next day, after 4 miles ridings we enter'd Into the Stete 
of Milan, and pass’d by Lodi*, a greate CittyfamousforcheeMi 
little short of the best Parmeggiano. We din’dat Mal^neito,, lUmiles 
before coming to Milan, where we met . hnlfe a dozed tosfteiauaCaVa- 
liers, who yet did us rio hmme. Tlten passiiig as thruu^ a. cootinual 
garden, we went on with muiee^g pleasure, ; 
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highways as even and straite as a line, the fields to a 
vastextent planted with fruit about *the inclosures, vines to every 
tr&e at equal distances, and water'd with frequent streamer There 
likewise much corne, aud olives in ahoundancc. At appmcli of f 
Ottp- *6tne ' of- our. company, in dread of y 1 * Inquisition (severer here 
than in all' Spain)* thought of throwing away some Protestant books 
and papers. We arived. about 3 in the afternoone, when the officers 
search'd us thoroughly for prohibited goods, hut finding we were ouely 
gentlemen travellers, dismiss'd ns for a small reward, and we went 
quietly to our inn, the Three Kings, where for that day we refreshed 
ourselves, as we had neede. The next morning we delivered our let- 
ters of reconj n icndntion to y v learned aud courteous Furrariua, a Doctor 
of the Ambrosian College, who conducted us to all the remarkable 
places of the towne, lire first of which was the famous Cathedral. We 
enter'd by a portico so little inferior to y l of Rome, that when it is 
finish'd it will be hard to say which is y‘ fairest ; the materials are all 
of white and black marble, with columns of great height of Egyptian 
granite. The outside of the Church is so full of sculpture, that yon 
may number 4000 statues all of white marble, amongst w ,h that of 
St. Bartholomew is esteemed a masterpiece. The Church is very spa- 
cious* almost as long as St. Peters at Rome, but not so large .. About 
the Quire the sacred atone is finely sculptured in snow-white marble, 

nor kndw I where it is exceeded. About v“ bodv of the Church are 

* ¥ 

the miracles of St. Char. Boromeo, and in the vault beneath i» his body 
before the high altar, grated, and inclos’d in one of y f largest chrvstals 
iu Burope. To this also belongs a rich treasure. The cupola is all of 
marble within and without, and even cover'd with great, planks of 
matfjble^ in the Gotick devsigne. The windows are « moat beautifully 
pained; Here are two very faire and excellent organs. The fabriq is 
erected in the midst of a faire Piazza, and in the center of the Citty. 

Hence ^ went to the Palace of the Archbishop, which is a quad- 
of Theobald!, who design'd much for- -Philip II. 
^ built much in Milan. Hence I went into y* 

• .wllp. . .vms Constable of Castile ; tempted by the 
. pictures, I adventur'd so fur alone, that peeping 



into a chamber where the greate man was under the barber’s hands, he 
sent one of his Negro's (a slave) to know what I was; I made the beet 
excuse 1 could, and that 1 was only admiring the pictures, which he 
returning and telling hie lord, I heard the Governor reply tbat l waa 
a Bpie, on which 1 retir’d with «11 the speede I could, pass’d the guard 
of Swisse, got into the streete, and in a moment to my company, who 
were gone to the Jesuites Church, which in truth is a noble structure, 
the front especialy, after y* raoderne. After dinner we were conducted 
to St. Celso, a church of rare architecture, built by Brajnante } the 
carvings of the marble faciata are by Hannibal Fontana, whom they 
esteeme at Milan equal to the best of the ancients. In a roouie joyn- 
ing to the Church is a marble Madona like a Golosse, of the same 
sculptor's work, W* they will not expose to the aire. There are two 
Sacristias, in one of which is a fine Virgin of Leonardo da Vinci, In 
the other is one by Raphael d’Urbino, a piece which all the world ad- 
mires. The Sacristan shew’d ns a world of rich plate, jewells, and 
crabroder’d copes, which are kept in presses. 

Next we went to see y c Greate Hospital, a quadrangular Cloyster of 
a vast compasse, a truly royal fabric, with an annual endowment of 
50,000 crowns of gold. There is in the middle of it a crosse building 
far the sick, aud just under it an altar so plac’d as to he seeue in all 
places of y* Infirmarie. 

There are divers Colleges built in this quarter, richly provided for 
by y* same Borromeo and his nephew y* last Card* Frederico, some not 
yet finish’d, but of excellent designe. 

In St. Eustorgio, they tell us, formerly lay the bod yes bf the 3 Magi, 
since translated to Colin (Cologne) in Germany ; they however pre- 
serve y* tomb, which is a square stone, on which is engraven a star 
and under it, “ Sepulchrnm trium Magorum.” 

Passing by St. Laurence we siiw .'.■lift columns of marhk, aud y* ruins 
of a Temple of Hercules, with this inscription yet standing :

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; , We concluded this day’s wandring at the Monastery of Madona della 
• the Rcfectorie admir'd that celebrated Gem Domini of 

Leonardo dn Vinci, which lakes up the in tire wall at the end, and is 
thesame that the greate Virtuoso Francis the First of France was so 
enamour'd of, that he consulted to remove the whole wail by binding 
it about with ribs ot iron and timber to convey it into France. It is 
iildeede one of the rarest paintings that was ever executed by Leonardo, 
who was long in y* service of that Prince, and so deare to him that 
King coming to vjsite him in his old age and sickness**, he expired in 
his arraes. But thw incomparable piece is now exceedingly impair'd*. 

Barly next morning came the learned Dr. Fcrarnis to visitc us, and 
took us in his coach to see the Ambrosian Librurie, where Card 1 , Fred. 
Borromeo has expended so vast a sum on this building and in furnishing 
with curiosities, especialy paintings and drawings of inestimable value 
amongst painters. It is a schole fit to make the ablest artists. There 
arc many rare things of Hans Breugill, and amongst them f Four 
Elements , In this room stands the glorious [boasting] inscription of 
Cavaliero Galeazzo Arcoimti, valuung bis gift to the Kbrurie of several! 
drawings by Da Vinci, but these we could not see, the keeper of them 
being out of towne and he always carrying the keys with him ; Inn my 
Lord Martial, who had scene them, told me all but one bookc are 
small, that an huge folio contain’d *400 leaves full of scratches of 
Indiana*. &c. but whereas the inscription pretends that our King Charles 
bad offer’d 46 . J >000 for them, the truth is, and my Lord himsolfe told 
me, that it was he who treated with Galeazzo for himsclfe in the name 
And by permission of the King, and that the Duke of Fern, who was 
then Governour, should make the bargain : but my Lord having scene 
them since, did not think them of so much worth.

In the great rooms, where is a goodly librarie, bn y' rig h t hand of 
y° doore is a small wainscot closaet furnish'd; to*- rfcre martuscriptSv ^Wb 
original letters of y e Grand Signor were shew'dua^ ^ 
one of which was (as I remember) to Afex p VI. (Borgia), and the Other 
mentioning the he*rd of the luuuce tv cb pierc'd our B. Saviour'S side 
sent as a present to y* Pope; I would fame have gotten a copy of 
them, but could not; I hear, however, that they are since translated 
into Italian, and that therein is a most honourable mention of Christ, 

We revisited St. Ambrose's Church. The high altar is supported by 
4 porphyrie columns, and under it lie the rematnes of that holy man* 
Nee re it they shelv'd us a pit or well (an obscure place it is) where they 
say St, Ambrose baptized St. Augustine and recited y® Te Deum, for 
so imports the inscription. The place is also famous for some Councils 
that have ben held here, and for the coronation of divers Italian Kings 
and Emperors, receiving the Iron Crown from the Archbishop of this 
see*. They shew the History by Josephus written oil the bark of trees. 
The high altar is wonderfully rich. 

Milan is one of the most princely Citties in Europe; it has ho 
suburbs, but is circled w th a stately wall for 10 miles, in y* center of a 
country that seemes to flow with milk and hony. The aire is excellent ; 
the fields fruitful! 'to admiration, the market abounding with all sorts of 
provisions. In the Citty are neere 100 Churches, 71 Monasteries, 
40,000 inhabitants ; it is of a circular figure, fortified with bastions, 
full of sumptuous palaces arid mre artists, espectaly for works in 
chrystal, which is here chcape, being found among the AlpeS. They 
are curious straw worke among the imrms, even to admiration. It has 
a good river, and a citadell at some small distance from y* Citty,. com- 
manding it, of great© strength for its works And munition of all kinds 
It was built by Galeatius the Second* and consists of . 4 bastions, and 
works at y e angles and fronts; the graft is fac'd with brick to a very 
great depth ; has 2 strong towrea as one enters, and within is another 
fort and spacious lodgings foir y^ souldiers ft nd for exercising them. 
No accommodation for strength^** wanting, and *dl /

Ttwro is nothing better worth seeing than the collection of Sig*. 
Septalla *, a canon of St, Ambrose, famous over Christendom*! fur his 
learning and virtues. Amongst other things he shev/d us an Indian 
wood that has the perfect* scent of civet ; a flint or pebble, that lias a 
quantity of water in it, w :i ‘ is plainly to be seen, it being clear c as achat; 
divers ehrystals that have water moving in them, some of them having 
plants, leaves, and hogs bristles in them ; much amber full of insects, 
<8cc; and divers things of woven amianthus f , 

Milan is a sweete place, and t ho' the streetesare. narrow they abound 
in rich coaches, and are full of noblesse, who frequent the course every 
night Walking a turn in the Portico before y e Dome, a cavalicro who 
passed by hearing some of us speaking English, looked a good while 
earnestly on us, and by and by sending his servant desir'd we would 
honour him the next clay at dinner. We looked on this us an odd 
invitation, he not speaking to us hirnseHc, but wc returned bis civilifii 1 
with thanks, tbo* not fully resolv’d what to do, or indeed what might 
be the meaning of it in this jealous place ; but on enquirie ’te as told 
US be was a Scots Colonel who had an honorable command in the Citty, 
so that we agreed to go. This afternoone wc were wholly taken up in 
seeing nil opera , represented by some Neapolitans, performed all in 
excellent music with rare scearics, in which there acted a celebrated 
■ beauty. 

Nextmormng we went to the Colonel’s, who had sent his servant

againe to conduct os to his house, which wc found to be a 
richly furnish'd. There were other guests, all souldiers, one of rtfoeto 
a Scotchman, but we could not learn one of their names. At dinner 
lie excus'd his rude nesse t hat he had not himselfe spoken to Us, telling 
us it was his custome when he heard of any English travellers (who 
but rarely would be know nc to passe thro’ that Citty for feare of the 
Inquisition) to invite them to -hie house, where they might be free; 
We had a sumptuous dinner, and the wine was so tempting that alter 
some healths had gon about, and \vc had risen from table, the Colonel 
led us into his hall, where there hung up divers colours, saddles/ 
bridles, pistols, and other armes, being trophies which he had taken 
with his owne hands from the enemy; amongst them he would needs 
bestow a paire of pistols on Cnpt. Wray, one of our fellow-travellers 
and a good drinking gentleman, and on me a Turkish bridle woven with 
silk and very curiously emboss’d, with other silk trappings, to which 
hung a halfe moone finely wrought, which he had taken from a basshatv 
whom be had slaine. With this glorious spoile I rid the rest of **!y 
journey as far as Paris, and brought it afterwards into England. He 
then shewM us a stable of brave horses, with his menage andcavalc- 
Some of the * horses he caus'd to be brought out, which he

mounted, and performed all the motions of an excellent horseman. 
When- this was don, and he had alighted, contrary to the advice of 
his groome and page, who knew y ,? nature of y* beast and that their 
master was a little spirited with wine, be would have a fiery horae: 
that had not yet been managed and was very ungovernable, but was 
otherwise a very beautjifuii creature/ this he mounting, y* horse getting 
y« reines in a full carriere, rose so desperately that he fell quite back, 
crushing the Coloncll so forceably against the Avail of tbe menttge, that 
iho’ he sat on him like a Centauro, yet recovering tjhe jade on all fourc 
againe, he desir’d to he taken (Iowa and so led 
self on a pallet, and with infinite lamentation^ after some 
tooke leave of him being n<ny speechless©. The peiit -uboruing 
to visitc him, we found before 'the' dbore th*i 
carry over y' host, and ’ aweC-y^li^ 
snspettt he w-as in very sad- comlitiotv awA/s itidaedfe 
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anlri^h Frier standing by his bed aideasconfessing him, or at least 
disguising a confession, and other ceremonies us'd in extmnw, for we 
afterwards learn’d that the gentleman was a Protestant and had this 
Frier his confidant, which was a dangerous thing at Milan, had it ben 
but suspected. At our enterance lie sighed grievously and held up 
his hands, but was not able to speake. After vomiting some blood, he 
kindly tookc us all by the hand, and made signes that he should see us 
no more, which made us take our leave of him with extreamc reluctancy 
and affliction for the accident. This sad disaster made us consult about 
our departure as soon as we could, nut knowing how we might be 
enquir’d after or engag’d, the Inquisition being so cruelly formidable 
and inevitable on the least suspicion. The next morning, therefore, 
discharging our lodgings, we agreed for a coach to carry us to the foote 
of y* 5 Alpes, not a little concern’d for the death of y* Colouell, which we 
now heard of, and who had so courteously entertain’d us. 

The first day we got as far as Castellan za, by which runs a .consi - 
derable river into JLago Maggiore ; here at dinner were two or three 
Jesuites, who were very pragmatical and inquisitive, w hom we declin’d 
conversation with as decently as we could : so we pursu’d our journey 
thro* & most fruitful! plaine, but the weather was wet and uncomfort- 
able* At night we lay at Sesto. 

The next, morning leaving our coach we embarked in a boate to 
curry us over y° Lake (being one of the largest in Europe) and whence 
we could see the touring Alps, and amongst them the groate San Ber- 
nardoj esteemed y* highest inountaine in Europe, appearing to be 
some miles above the clouds. Thro’ this vast water passes the river 
Ticinus, w ch discharges itselfc into y p Po, by which meanest Hel- 
vetia transports her merchandizes iuto Italy, which we now begin to 
leave behind us. 

Having now sailed about two leagues, we were hal’d ashore at 
Arona, ' a Strong towne belonging to the Dutchy of Milan, where 
bring fcxafl&in’dby the Governor and paying a small duty, we were

The next we saw waslsolaf, and ,we left- onourrighthand the lrfd 
of St. JovanniJ, and so sailing by another small towne built alaoon an 
island, we ariv’d at night at Murgazzo, ait obscure village at tha-eml 
of the Lake, and at the very foots of the AlpCs, which now rise cut it 
were suddenly after some hundreds of miles cf the most- even country in 
the world, and where there is hardly a stone to be found, asitf Nature 
had here swept up the rubbish of the Earth in the Alpes to forma and 
cleare the Plaines of Lombardy* which we had hitherto pass’d since 
our coming from Venice. In this wretched place I lav on a. bed stufPd 
with leaves, which made such a crackling, uud did so prick- my skin 
thro' the tick, that I could not sleepe. The- next, morning l was fur-' 
nish’d with an a 3 so, for we could not get horses ; instead of stirrups we 
had ropes tied with a loope to put our feete in, which supplied; the 
place of other trappings. Thus with my. gallant steed, bridled with my 
Turkish present, we pass’d thro’ a reasonably pleasant but very narrow 
valley till we came to Duoino, where we rested, and having shew’d 
the Spanish Passe, y' Governor would presse another on u». that his 
Secretary might get a croune. Here we exchang’d our asses for mules, 
sure footed on the bills and precipices, being accustom’d to passe them; 
luring a guide, we were brought that night tliro’ very steepe, craggy 
and dangerous passages to a village called Vedra, being the last of 
the King of Spain’s dominions in y e Dutfiby of Milan. We had e very 
infamous wretched lodging, • i 

The next morning wo mounted again thr»’ strange^ horrid, and feayfall 
craggs and tracts, abounding in pine trees* and ondly inhaldted -?hy 
Wares, wolves, and wild goates ; nor could we any where see abovei'a 
pistol shoote before us, the horizon beiug terminated with rocks attd 
muuutaines, - whose tops covor’d with.shQWseem'd to towhy* skies;

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gPC#t®«fcataract8 of BMtalted ^nmv and other waters, which made a ter* 
^letfo^nog,,- ecMhg -rocks ami cavities ; and these waters in 

•• «^ e peaces breaking - itt the fall wett us as if we had pass’d thro’ a 
mist, so as we could neither see nor heare one another, hut trusting to 
ourhoncst mules. we jogged oil our way. The narrow bridges in some 
places made oneiy by felling huge fir trees and laying them athwart 
from mountain© to mottntaine over cataracts of atupeiulious depth, are 
very dangerous, and so are the passages and edges made by cutting 
away the main© rock ; others in steps : and in some places we passe be- 
tweene mountains that have hen broken and fallen on one another, which 
is very terrible, and one had need© of a sure foote and steady head to 
cliinb some of these precipices, besides that they are harbours for hearcs 
and wolves who have sometimes assaulted travellers. In these, straights 
we frequently aligh ted, now freezing in the snow, and anon frying by 
til© reverberation of the sun against the cliffs as we descend lower, when 
we meetu now and then a few miserable cottages so built upon the de- 
clining of the rocks as one would expect their sliding down. Amongst 
these inhabit© a goodly sort of people having monstrous gullets or 
weiina of fleshe growing to their throats, some of which 1 have scene 
aa tng as an hundred pound bag of silver hanging under their chirms, 
among the women ©specialy, and that so ponderous as that to ease 
them many wear linen cloth bound about their head and coming under 
theehin to support it; hut quu tumiditm gutter miratur in ./Ifjnhvs ? 
Their drinking so much snow-water is thought to he the cause of it; 
th© men: using more wine are not so strumous as the women. The truth 
%rth©y are a peculiar race of people, and many greate water drinkers 
hem have not these prodigious tumours; it runs as we say in the blond, 
and’to the race, and renders them so ugly, slirivel'd and de- 

form'd hy its drawing the skin of the face dow-ne, that nothing can he 
more fritefull ; to this add a strange pulling dress, furrs, and y c barbu- 
roua l&ngMage, being a mixture of corrupt High German, French and 
le.are of greute stature, extreauiely fierce and rude, 
yet very honest and trustie. 

: AlsiEM>st unacceasible heights we came in prospect of 
Mc^s Setnprhnius, now Mount Sampion, which has on its snm’it a 
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few huts and > chapelL Approchiip^.tl^a^ :Cep^ 
niel (a huge filthy cur that bad follow^ Jhiw rhiisitt^ 

heard of goates- downs the rocks into a rivet made hy the melting of$*c 
snow. Ariv’d at our cold harbour (tho- the house ^ ; ^Si^y 
roome) and supping on cheese and milk withwretchedwine, we went 
to bed in cupbords* so high from thp. floors that .we climb^tliem-hy a 
ladder; we were covered with feathers, that is we lay between two ticks 
stuff'd with them, and all little enough to keepe one warme. The 
ci clings of the rooms are strangely low for those tall people. The house 
was now, in September, halfe cover’d with snow, nor is there a tree of 
bush growing within many miles. . 

From this uncomfortable place we prepared to hasten away the next 
morning, but as we were getting on our mules, copses a huge young 
fellow demanding raony for a goat w ch he affirinM that Capt; Wray’s 
dog had kill’d; expostulating y u matter and impatient of staying in the 
cold, we set spurrs and endeavour’d to ride away, when a multitude of 
people being by this time gotten together about us (for it Wing Sonday 
morning and attending for the priest to say masse} they stopp’d our 
mules, beate us off our saddles, and disarming us of our carbines, drew 
u$ into one of the roomes of our lodging, and set a guard upon us. 'fWs 
we continu’d prisoners till masse was ended, and then came halfe a score 
grim Suisse, who taking qn them to be magistrates sate downe on the 
tables apd condemn’d us to pay a pistole for the goate and ten more for 
attempting to ride away, threatening that if we did not pay it speedily, 
they would send us. to prison and keep us to, a, day of publkj justice, 
where, as they perhaps would have exaggerated the crime, for ihey£|w*-* 
tended we had prim’d our carbincs anil woiiW^^ have shot some bfctl^ 
(as iudeede the Captaine was about to 4^ h*Ve had our heads 

cut off, as we were told afterwards, for that amongat these rude people 
a very small, misdemea nor doseftea paeete vtibet ^ ^af^the 

proceedings appear’d highly 0$i^+^pf| 
we thought it- $a%r to. ridpurae^

tv Soivtr the* poor («ople itt* ft';** «**W**t'*i«f 
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and therefore we patiently iayd down* the mon* 
and with fiei-ce countenances had our mules and annes deliver’d tu us, 
: #«dfgted we were to escape as we did. This was cold entertainment’, 
pur journey after was colder, the rest of the way having ben as they 
'••*#.** covert with snow since the Creation ; no man remember’d it to 
bp 1 without; and because by the frequent snowing the tracts are continnaly 
fill’dup,We passe by severall tall masts set up^to guide travellers, so as 
for many miles they stand in ken of one another like to our beacons. In 
some places where there is a cleft between 2 mountaii.es the snow fills 
it up, whilst the bottome being thaw’d leaves as it were a frozen arch of 
snow, and that so hard as to heare the greatest weight ; for as it snows 
Often, so it perpetualy freezes, of which I was so sensible that it flaw’d 
y* very skin of my face. 


Beginning now to descend a little, Cape. Wray’s horse (that was 
our sumpter and carried all our baggage) plunging thro’ a bank of loose 
snow slid downe a frightfull precipice, which so incene’d the dhoieriq 
cavalier his master that he was sending a brace of bullets into the poore 
beast, least on r guide should recover him and run away with his bur- 
den; hut just as he was lifting up his carbine wo gave such a shout, 
and so pelted y* horse with snow-balls, as with all his might plunging 
through the snow fell from another steepe place into another bot- 
tome neere a path vve were to passe. It was yet a good while ere we 
got to him, but at last we recover’d the place, and easing him of his 
charge hsl d him out of the snow, where he had hen certitude frozen 


im.if we had not prevented it before night. It was as- we judg’d 
almost two miles, that he had slid and fall'it, yet without any other 
than, the bennming of his limbs for y‘‘ present, hut. with 
latty tohbi%aPd chafing he began to move, and after a little walking 
,|p9^gaCfi;~.bb ; |oBri)^r well '• enough. ' All this wav, alfrited with the 
disaster of thia horse, wc trudg’d on foote driving our nvules before 
usj sometimes we fell, sometimes we slid thro’ this ocean of snow, 
ywdiich pffor October is impassable- Towards night we came into a 
"^^twitoyy-thrpb yi*sf woods of pines which clothe the middle parts of 

wtr» burning some to make pitch and rosin, 
mlitor-ibo ltAnitu >>*»nche» aa we do to make charcoale, reserving what 
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merits from them, which hardens into jpitoh. ; 
cades ctf djssolyM snoWji toat had made channels offor midable^depthm 
y?> crevices of y c mountains, andwithauch a, fearfull r earing^ 
could heare it ,for>7 long miles. It is from these sources that the: Rhone 
and the Rhyne which passe .thro" all France and Germaine* derive, their 
originals. Late at night we got to a towns called Briga at the foots 
of y* Alpes, in the Valtoline* Almost every doore had naird on the 
outside and next y e atrecte a beare’s, wolfed, or foxe's head, and 
divers of then! all three ; a savage kind of sight, but as the Alps, are 
full of these : beasts the people often kill them* The next morning we 
return’d our guide, and tooke fresh mules and another to conduct us 
to the Lake of Geneva, passing thro' as pleasant a country as that we 
had just travePd was melancholy and troublesome. A strange and 
suddaine change it seem’d, for the reverberationof the sun-beames from 
the mountaines and rocks that like walls range it on both sides, not 
above two Bight shots in bredth for a very great number of miles, veto* 
ders y e passage excessively hot. Thro’ such extreames we continu’d 
our journey, that goodly river the Rhone gliding by us in a narrow and 
quiet channel! almost in y n middle of this Canton, fertilising the cottn* 
try for grasse and cornc, which grow here in abounddnee. 

We arriv’d this night at Sion, a pretty towne aqdcitty, a ’bishop’s 
seate, and the head of Valesia. There is a Castle, and the Bishop who 
resides in it has both civil 1 and ecclesiastical jurisdiction. Gar; host, 
as the costome of these Cantons is, was. one of the cliiefest *of .the 
towne, and had ben a Colonel! in Fraitce ; he ua’d us with extreame 
civility, and was so displeas’d at the usages we receiv’d at Mount 
Sampion, that he would needes gives us & letter to the Governor of 'rim 
Country *who resided at St Maurice, whichwas in ymr;ymf 
rieva, to revenge the affront. ; This was a> tme old blade, and had ben 
a very curious virtuoso, as we found by an bandsome collection of 
books, medails, pictures? > shells, and>other aiitiqukies. I$e shew’d two 
heads and homes 6f the tru&<^ 
frequently kill’d among *^Mf^ one 

much as I could well lift and;, neere ns high asmyhead^nofe 
like tl^ greater sort of goatc»,sav^^ 
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i&kttrf'thty cliirrb up and hang on inaccessible rocks, from whence the 
inlmbitentsnovv and then shoote them ; they speak prodigious things of 
their i^apitig from crag to crag, and of their sure footing notvnthsiand- 
itigi their being cloven fexoteti; unapt one would think to take hold and 
Wilke so steadily on those, horrible ridges as they do. The Colonel! 
would have given me one of these beames, but the want of a convenience 
to carry it along with me caus’d me to refuse his courtesie. He told 
raethot in the Castle there were some Unman and Christian antiquities, 
aftd he had some inscriptions in his owne garden. He invited u$ to 
his country -house* where he said lie had better pictures and other 
rarities ; but our time being short, I could not persuade my companions 
to stay and visile the places ho would have had us scene, nor the oiler 
1)6 made to shew us the hunting of the boa re, wolfe, and other wild 
beasts. The next morning, having presented his daughter, a pretty 
well-fashioned young woman, with u small rubic ring, we parted some- 
what late from mr generous host Passing thro* the same pleasant 
vaHy betweeno the horrid mountaines on either hand, like a gallery 
many miles in length, we got to Martigni, where a ho we were weil 
ent&rtairr’d. The houses in this country are all built of firr hoards 
planed within, low, and seldom above one story. The people very 
clownish and rustiekly clad after a very odd fashion, for v* most, part 
mv blew cloth, very whole and warm®, with little variety or distinction 
Twixt the gentlemen and common sort, by a law of their country being 
exceedingly frugal. Add to this their great® honestic and fidelity, 
tho* exacting enough for what they part w ith, I saw not one beggar, 
^pjttcd the value of 20 shill. English for a day s hire of one horse. 
Biwy man gos with a sword by his side, the w hole country well dis* 
dpWi and indeed impregnable, which made the Romans have such 
in decease against them; one lusty Swisse at their narrow passages is 
sufficient to repel! a legion. ’Tis a frequent thing here for a young 
to leave his wife and children for 12 or -lSyeares, 
aodseckehisTo&une in the warrs in Spaiue* France, Italy, or Gertnaimv 
and* then fetume ttgaine to worke. I look upon this country to be the 
<>f jdi neither envyed nor envying: nor are any of 
: tb'^y* - live - in greate simplicity and tranquillities 
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ami tho* of the 1 4 Cantona halfe be Roman Catholics, the rest Re- 
formed, yet they routualy agree, and are confederate with (atenev^ and 
are its onely security against its potent neighbours, as, they themselves 
are from being attack’d by the greater Potentates, by the mutual jea~ 
lousie of their neighbours, as either of them would be overbalanc’d 
should the Swisse, who are wholy mercenarie and auxiliaries, be sub- 
jected to France or Spaine. 

Wc were now r ariv’d at St. Maurice, a large handsome towne and 
residence of the President, where justice is don ; to him we presented 
our letter from Sion, and made known the ill usage we had receiv’d for 
killing a wretched goate, which so iucens’d him as he aware if we would 
stay he Would not onely help us to our mony agai tie,* but most severely 
punish the whole rabble; but our desire of revenge had by this time 
subsided, and glad we were to be gotten so ueere France, which wc 
reckon’d as good as home. He courteously invited us to dine with him, 
but we excus’d ourselves, and returning to our inn, whilst we were 
eating something before we tooke horse, the Governor had caus’d two 
pages to bring us a present of two great vessells of cover’d platefull of 
excellent wine, in which we drank his heath, and rewarded y e youthes ; 
they were two vast bowles supported by two Svvisses, handsomely 
wrought after the German manner. This civilitie and that of our host 
at Sion perfectly reconcil’d us to the highlanders ; and so proceeding on 
our journy we pass’d this afternoone thro’ the gate which divides the 
Valois from the Dutcby of Savoy, into which we were now entering, 
and so thro’ Montei we arriv’d that evening at Beveretta, Briug ex- 
treamly weary and complaining of niy head, and finding little accom- 
modation in the house, I caus’d one of our hostesses daughters to be 
removed out of her bed and Went immediately into '.it- whilst it : .was^yet 
warme, being so heavy with pain and drowsincsse that I ; would nbt stay 
to have the sheetes chang’d; but I shortly after payd dearly fo«? my 
impatience, falling sick of the small pox at soon its 1 ca^4o. 
for by the smell of frankinceuse and y* telc y y^ ; good ;<toid ; .»Ovaif.;.' 
her daughter having had an aguc/I afterwards concluded she bad bon 
newly, recover’d of the small; 
my company the next day* hiring

and indeetie sick as F was, the weather was so serene and brig-lit, the 
waiter so calme, and aire so temperate, that never had travellers u sweets - 
passage. Thus we sail’d the whole length of the Lake, about 30 
miles, the countries bordering on it (Savoy and Berne) affording one 
of the most delightfull prospects in the world, the Alps cover’d with 
SHOW, tho’ at a greate distance yet shewing their aspiring tops. Thro' 
this Lake the river Rhodanus passes with that velocity as not to mingle 
with its exceeding deep waters, which are very cleare, and breed the 
most celebrated troute for largeues.se and goodness of an) in Europe. 
I have ordinarily secne one of three foote in length sold in the market 
for a small •price, and such we had in y* lodging where we abode, which 
was at thtfWhite Crosse. All this while l held up tolerably, and tin- 
next morning having a letter for Sign' John Piodati, the famous Italian 
Minister and translator of the Iloly Bible into that language, I went 
to his house, and had a greate deal of discourse \v*" that learned person. 
He told me he had been in England, driven by tempest into Deale, 
whilst sailing for Holland, that he had scene London, and was ex- 
ceedingly taken with the civilities he receiv’d. He so much approv'd of 
our Church Government by Bishops, that he told me the French Pro- 
testants would make no scruple to submitt to it and all its pomp, had 
they a King of the Reform'd Religion as we had. He exceedingly 
deplor’d the difference now hetweeno his Ma tJ and tin: Parliament. 
After dinner came one Moris' Saladine with his little pupil the Earle of 
Carnarvon, to visit us, offering to carry us to the principal places of 
the towne, but being now no more able to hold up my head, I was 
constrain’d to keepc my chamber, imagining that my very eyes would 
have dropp’d out ; and this night I felt such a stinging all about me 
that I could not slcepc. In the morning I was very ill, hut sending fo<r 
a doctor he persuaded me to be let bloud. He was a very learned old 
and as he said had ben physician to Gustav us the greate King of 
Sweden, when he pass’d this way into Italy under y e name of Mons r . 
Gafae, the initial letters of Gustavus Adolphus Rex Suecise, and of 
Otiir famous Duke of Buckingham on his returning out of Italy. He 
acknowledg'd that he should not have bled me had he sus- 
Y # small pox, which brake out a day after. He afterwards 

2 c» 
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purg'd me and applied teaches, and God knows what this would have 
-produc'd if the spots had not appear'd, for he was thinking of blooding 
me againe. They now kept mo warme ill becl for 16 daies, tended by 
a vigilant Swissc matron, whose monstrous throat, when I sometimes 
awiik'd out of unquiet slumbers, would affright me. After the pimples 
were come forth, which were not many, I had much ease as to paine, 
but infinitely afflicted with the heat mid noysomenesse. By God's mercy 
after five weeks keeping my chamber I went, abroad* Mono. Saladiue 
and his lady sent me many refreshments. Mons. Le Chat, my physi- 
cian, to excuse his letting me bloud told me it was so burnt and vicious 
as it would have prov'd the plague or spotted feaver had he proceeded by 
any other method. On my recovering sufficiently to go ab/$a<J, I dined 
at Mons v * Saladine's, and in the afternoone went crosse the water oil 
the side of tSie Lake, and tooke a lodging that stood exceeding pleasant 
about halfe a mile from the Citty for the better ayring; but 1 stay'd 
onely one night, having no company there save my pipe ; so the next 
day I caus'd them to row me about the Lake as far as the greate stone 
which they call Neptune's Rock, and on which they say sacrifice was 
anciently offer'd to him. Thence I landed at certoine cherry -gardens 
and pretty villas by the side of the Lake and exceedingly pleasant. 
Returning 1 visited their conservatories of fish ; in which were trouts of 
6 and / foote long as they affirm'd. 

The Rhone, which parts y*- Citty in y c mkldst, dips into a cavern 
underground about 6 miles from it, and afterwards rises againe and runns 
its open course like our Mole or Swallow by Dorking in Surrey. The 
next morning (being Thursday) I heard Dr.Diodati preach in Italian, 
many of that Country, especialy of . Lucca his native place, being in- 
habitants of Geneva and of the Reform'd Religion. 

The tow ue lying between Germanic, France, and Italy, those three 
tongues are familiarly spoken by the inhabitants* 'Tie a strong well 
fortifi'd Citty, part of it built on a rising ground. The hottaes are not 
despicable, but the high pent- houses- (for I can hardly Call th^m 
eloysters, being all of wood) thro' which the (people p&sSe drie and in 
the shade winter and summer, exceedingly deforme the fronts of the 
buildings. Here are aboundunce 6? bookesellera, but their bookes^rt? 
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of .ill impressions ; these, with watches (of which store arc made hen 
chrystal, and excellent screw’d guns, are the staple commodities. AH 
provisions are good and cheap. 

The Townehouse is fairely built of stone ; the portico has foure h! h .c 
marble columns, and on a table of the same under the Cittv arms, a 
detnie eagle and a crossc between erosse-keys, is a motto. “ Post Tent - 
brae Lux,” and this inscription : 

Quuni anno 1533 ^pr<iflig»tii Homan.! Auti-Chnsti lynirmide, nbrogatoq: 
ejus superstitionibus,* sacro-sancta fhristi ReJigio hie in suron puritatem! 
Leclesia in aieliorem ordinc-rn singular! l)i;i beneficio repositii, et simul pulsis 
tugat.isq; hostibus, nrbs ipsa in suam Libertatem. non sine insigm miraculo, 
restituta fuerit; Senates Populusq; (ienevonsis Monuinentum line, pcijKif me 
inomoria* causa, tieri atquc hoc loco cr:gi euravit, quo suam erga Deum rrj- 
titudiuem ad posteros testatuii! fuerit. 

The territories about the tovvne arc not so large as many onlinarv 
gentlemen have about their country formes, for which cause they are 
in continual watch, especialy on the Savoy side ; hut in case «f am- 
sieg^ the Swissc arc at hand, as this inscription in the same place 
shews, towards the streetc :

In the Senat house were 14 nntient urncs, dug up as they were 
removing earth in the fortifications. 

A little out of the townc is a spacious field which they call Campus 
Martina; and well it may be so tearm’d with better reason than that 
ot Home at present (which is no more a field but all built into streetes). 
for het^ on every Sonday after the evening devotions this precise people 
pertnitt their youths to exercise armes, and shoote in gunns and in the 
long and crosse bowes, in which they are exceedingly expert, reputed 
to hs as dexterous- aa any people in the world. To encourage this, tlicv 
yearely elect Uhn who has won most prizes at the mark to he their 
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B as the king of the long-bow, gun, or croase-bow. He then 
that weapon in his hat in gold w th a crowne over it, made fast 
e imt like a broach. In this field is a long house wherein their 
armes and furniture are kept in several! places very neately* To this 
joy nes a hall where at certain times they meete and feast; in the glass 
windows are the armes and names of their kings [of armes]. At y" 
side of the field is a very noble Pall-Mall, but it turns with an elbow. 
There is also a bowling-place, u tavern, and a true-table, and here 
they ride their menaged horses. It U also the usual place of publiq 
execution of those who suffer for any capital crime tho’ committed in 
another country, by which law, divers fugitives have been put to death 
who have fled hither to escape punishment in their own country. 
Amongst other severe punishments here, adultery is death. Having 
scene this field and play’d a game at Mall, I supped with Air. Salad ine. 
On Sunday 1 heard Dr. Diodati preach in French, and after the 
French mode, in a gowne with a cape and his hat on. The Church 
Government is severely Presbyterian, after the discipline of Calvin and 
Beza who set it up, but nothing so rigid as cither our Scots or Eng- 
lish Sectaries of that denomination. In y v afternoone Mons r . Morice, 
a most learned young person and excellent pdet, chief Professor of 
the University, preach’d at St. Peter's, a spacious Gotick fabrick. 
This was heretofore a Cathedral and a reverend pile. It has 4 turrets, 
on one of which stands a continual sentinel; on another cannons are 
mounted. The Church is very decent within ; nor have they at all 
defaced y* painted windows, which are full of pictures of Saints ; nor 
the stalls, which are all carv'd with history of our B. Saviour. 

In the afternoone I went to see the young towue's-men exercise in 
Mars Field, where prizes were pewter plates and dishes; 'tis said 
that some, have gain'd competent estates by what they have thus won. 
Here I first saw huge balistm or erosse-bows shot itv, being suell as they 
formerly us’d in wars before greate guns were known; they weii^friac’d 
in frames, and had greate sere wa to bend them, doing execution at an 
incredible distance. They were most accurate at the longrhow and 
musket, rarely missing the smalleetmurk. I was aa> butty with the 
carbine I brought from Brescia as any of them* ' Alters « ve£y . shot X 
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fourul them go into the long house and cleanse their guns before they 
charg’d againe. 

On Monday I was invited to a little garden without y workes 
where were many rare tulips, unemonies, and other choice flowers. 
The Rhone, running athwart y ■ uwvne out of y' Lake, makes hallo y 
Citty a suburb, which in imitation of Paris they call St. German’s 
Fatixbourg, and it has a church of the same name. On two wooden 
bridges that crosse the river are several water-mills, anti shops of trades 
especialy smiths and cutlers ; between the bridges is an island, in the 
midst of which is a very ancient Tower said to have been built by Julius 
Ctesar. At the end of the other bridge is y‘ Mint, and a fairs Sun-dial. 

•Passing againe by y« Towne-house I saw a large crocodile hanging 
in chaines; and against the wall of one of the chambers scaveit judges 
were painted without hands, except one in the middle, who has but 
one hand; I know not y* stork*. The Arsenal is at the end of this 
building, well furnish’d and kept. 

After dinner Mr. Morice led us to the C<>1 ledge, a faire structure ; 
in the lower part are the scholes, which consist of 9 classes; and an 
hall above, where the students assemble; also a good library. They 
allow'd us a very antient Bible of about 300 yearcs old in the vulgar 
French, and a MS. in y* old Monkish tharader: here have tin* Pro- 
fessors their lodgings. I also went to see the Hospital, which is very 
commodious ; but the Bishop's Palace is now a prison. 

• This towne is not much celebrated for beautiful I women, for even at 
this distance from the Alps the gentlewomen have something full 
throates, but our Captain Wray (afterwards Sir W‘“. eldest sou of that 
'Sir. Christopher, who hud both hell in armes against his Majesty for 
y® Parliament) fell so mightily in love with one of Mous r . Sahuline’s 
daughters that with much persuasion he could not be prevail'd on 
to think on his journey into France, y* season now coming on ex- 
tremely hot. 

My aicknessc and abode here cost me 45 pistoles of gold to mv host, 
and five to tny honest doctor, who for six weekes attendance and the 
apothecarie thought it so generous a reward, that at my taking leave 
he prqse tnted me vvitli hw advice for the regimen of my health, written 
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with his own. hand in Latine. This regimen 1 much observ’d, and I 
bless God pass’d the journey without inconvenience (iron sfoknesae.bot 
it was an extraordinarily hot unpleasant season and journey by reason of 
y* craggie waies. 

5 July, 1646, we tooke or rather purchas'd a boat, for it could not 
be bought back against the streame of the Rhone. We were two days 
going to Lions, passing many admirable prospects of rocks and cliffs, 
and neere the tovvne down a very steepc declivitie of water for a full 
mile. From Lions we proceeded the next morniug, taking horse to 
Rohan, and lay that night at Farrara. At Rohan we indulged our- 
selves with y* best y* all France affords, for here v« provisions are 
choice and plentiful), so as the supper we had might have satisfied a 
prince. Wc lay that night in damask beds, and were treated* like em- 
perours. The fowne is one of the Deatest built in all France, on y* 
brink of the Loire ; and here we agreed with an old fisher to row us 
ns fair ns Oilcans. The first night wc came as far as Neven, early 
enough to see the tovrne, the Cathedral (St. Cyre), the Jesuits Col- 
ledge, and the Castle, a Palace of the Duke’s, with the bridge to it 
nobly built. 

The next day we pass’d by La Chari te, a pretty towne somewhat 
distant from the river. Here I lost my faithful! spaniel (Piccioli) who 
had follow’d me from Rome; it seemes he had hen taken up by sotne 
of the Governor’s pages or footemen, without recovery, which was a 
greate displeasure to me because the curr had many useful qualities. 

The next day we ariv’d at Orleaus, taking our turns to row, of 
which I reckon my share came to little less than 20 leagues. Some- 
times we footed it thro’ pleasant fields and medows; sometimes we shot 
at fowls and other birds, nothing came amiss; someti men we play’d at 
cards, whilst others sung or were composing verses, for we had ;y*- 
greate Poet Mr. Waller in our compaqie, and some other ingenious 
persons. • . # . . 

At .Orleans we abode but one day ; the next, leaving our mad Cap- 
taine behind us, I ariv'd at Parfs, rejoie’d that after so many disasters 
and accidents in a tedious peregrination I was gottenso neere home, 
and here I resolv’d to rest, njyselfe before. i. event further.

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It Was now October, and the onely time that in my whole life I spent 
rri&st idly, tempted from my more profitable recesses; but I scone reco- 
verM my better resolutions and fell to my study, learning the High 
Dutch and Spanish tongues, and now and then refreshing my daunt*. > 
itag and such exercises as I had long omitted and \v th are not in modi 
reputation amongst the sober Italians. 

164/, January 28, *1 chang’d my lodging in the Place dc Moms'. <U 
Metal. nevre the Abby of S l Germains; and thence oi« the 12 th Feb? to 
another in Rue Columbier, where I had a very fains appartemont which 
cost me 4 pistoles per rnoneth. The 18ih I frequented a course of Clu> 
mistric, the famous M r . I jo . Febure operating upon most of the nobler 
processes. March 3, Mons r Mercmo began to tench me on y r lute, tho’ 
to small perfection. 

In May I fell sick and had very weak eyes, for which I was four© 
times let blood. 

22 May. My valet (Hebert) rohh’d me of cloths and plate to the 
value of threescore pounds, but thro 7 the diligence of Sir Richard 
Browne, his Majesty’s Resident at the Court of France, and with whose 
lady arul family t had contracted a great*; friendship (and particularly 
set my affections on a daughter) I recover’d most of them, obtaining ot 
the Judge with no small difficulty that the process© against the tine U 
should not concern© his life, being his first offence, 

10 June. We concluded about my marriage, in order to which 1 
went to Sr. Germans, where his Majesty, then Prince of Wales, had 
his court, to desire of Dr. Earle, then one of his Chaplains (since 
Dean of Westminster, CIcrke of the Closet, and Bishop of Salisburie) 
that he would accompany me to Paris which he did, and on Thursday 27 
June, 1647, he married ns in Sir Richard Browne’s Chapell betwixto the 
froures of 11 and 12, some few select treinda being present : and this 
being Corpus Christi feast was solemnly observ’d in this country: the 
streetea were sumptuously hung with tapissry, and strew'd with flowers. 

10 Sept. Being call’d into England to settle my affaires after an 
absence of about 4 yeares, I tooke leave of the Prmce and Queen©, 
leaving my wife, yet very young, under the care of an excellent lady 
and prudent mother. 
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4 Oct I seal’d and declared my Will, and that morning; went fft>m 
Paris, taking my journey thro* Rouen, Dieppe; Vile-dieu, a»d $t 
Vallerie where I staied one day with Mr. Waller with whom* I had 
some affaires, and for which cause I tooke this circle to Calais, where 
I ariv’d on the 11th, and that night im barking in the paquet-boate, 
was by one o'clock got safe to Dover, forwhichl heartily put up my 
thanks to God who had conducted me safe to my owne country, and 
ben mercifull to me thro* so many aberrations. Hence taking post I 
ariv’d at London the next day at evening, being the second of October 
new style. 

5 Oct. I came to Wotton, the place of my birth, to my brother, and 
on the 10th to Hampton Court, where 1 had the honour to kisse his 
Majesty’s hand, and give him an account of severall things I had in 
charge, he being now in the power of those execrable villains who not 
long after murder’d him. I lay at my cousin Serjeant Hatton’s at 
Thames Ditton, whence on the 13th I went to London. 

14th. To Sayes Court at Deptford in Kent (since ray house), where 
I found Mr. Pretymim iny wife’s uncle, who had charge of it and the 
estate about it during my father-in-law’s residence in France. On -the 
15th I again occupied my owne Chambers at the Middle Temple. 

9 Nov. My sister open’d to me her marriage with Mr. Glanvill. 

1 648. 1 4 Jan. From London I went to Wotton to sec my young ne- 
phew; and thence to Baynardspn Ew hurst} to visite my brotheyRichard .

France, with innumerable 
embtemes ’twixt every table, v In y° middle of y M gallery is a neate 
chapel! rarely paved in worke end devices of several! sorts of marble, 
besides y a altar-piece and 2 statues of white marble, one of St. John, 
y ft other of y c Virgin Mary, by Bernini. The rest of y u apartments 
are rarely gilded and carv’d, w lh some good modern paintings. In 
the presence hang 3 huge branches of chrystol. In y* French King’s 
bed-chamber is an alcove like another chamber, set ns it were in a 
chamber like a moveable box, with a rich einbroidred bed. The fabric 
of the Palace is not magnificent, being hut of 2 stories, but tVie garden 
is so spacious as to con taine a noble basin and fouutainc continually 
playing, and there is a Mall, with an elbow or turning to protract it. 
So I left his Majesty on y e terrace, buisie in seeing a bull-baiting, and 
return’d home in Prince Edward’s coach with Mr. Panic, y Prince 
Elector’s agent. 

19. Visited Mr. Waller, where meeting Dr. Holden, ;m English 
Sorbonne Divine, we fell into some discourse about Religion. 

28 Dec. Going to watte, on Mr. Waller, I view’d St. Stephen’s 
Church ; y* building tho* Gotieis full of carving; within it is beautiful!, 
e special y the quire and winding staires. The glassc is well painted, and 
the tapissry hung up this day about the quire, representing the conver- 
sion of Constantine, was exceeding rich. 

1 went to that excellent engraver Du Boose, for his instruction about 
some difficulties in perspective which were delivered in his booke. 

I concluded this yeare in health, for w d ‘ 1 gave solemn tlmnks to

Apostle’s day. 

1650. Jan? 1 . I began this Jubilie with y* publiq office fh our Cha- 
pel 1 : din’d at my Lady Herbert’s, wife of Sir Edw: Herbert, after* 
wards .Lord Keeper. 

18. This night was y c Prince of Coiled and his Brother carried pri- 
soners to y*’ Bois de Vincennes. % 

Feb. 6 . In the evening came Sign r Allessandro, one of y c Card 1 . 
Mazarine’s musitians, and a person of greate name for his knowledge in 
y f art, to visite my wife, and suug before divers persons of quality in 
my chamber. 

1 March. I went to see y* masquerades w ch was very fantastic, 
but nothing so quiet and solemn as I found it at Venice. 

13, Saw a triumph in Mons r . del Camp’s Academie, where divers of 
the French and English Noblesse, cspecialy my Lord of Ossorie, and 
Richard, sonns to the Marquis of Ormond (afterwards Duke), did their 
exercises on horseback in noble equipage, before a world of spectators 
and greate persons, men and ladies. It ended in a collation. 

Aprill 25. I went out of towne to see Madrid, a palace so call’d, 
built by Francis y c First (see p. 45.) ’Tis observable onefy for its open 
manner of architecture, being much of tarraccs and galleries one over 
another to y* very roofe, ami for y* materials, which are most of earth 
painted like Porcelain or China-ware, whose colours appeare yery fresh, 
but is very fragile. There arewhole statuea and relies 
terie, chimney-pieces and columns both jpthia and without finder 
the chapell is a chimny in the midst of a rdome parted (rom tbs Salk 
dee Gardes. The house is fortified with a deep© ditch, & has an admi- 
i*able vista toward* the Boia de Boulogne & Riven 

30* I went to see y e collection of yVfaoKms seidptQr Steffuoo de la 
Bella returning now into Italy, "and bought some prtn ts: and Idle wise 
visited Perelle y* landakip gtever. 
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3 May. At y* Hospital of La Chants I saw y operation of cutting 
for y stone, A child of 8 or 9 yeares old underwent y* operation with 
ipoat extraorditiary patience, and expressing greate joy when he saw the 
stone was drawn. The use I made of it was to give Almighty God 
hearty thankee that I had not ben subject to this deplorable infirmitie. 

1 went with S* Richard Browne’s lady and my wife, together with 
y Earle of Chesterfield, Lord Qssorie and his brother, to Vatnber, a 
place neere y e Citty famous for butter ; when coming homewards, being 
on fobfce, a quarrel arose between Lord Ossoric and a man in a garden, 
who thrust Lord Ossorie from the gate with uncivil language, on which 
our young gallants struck the fellow on the pate, and bid him aske par- 
don, which he did with much submission, and so we parted ; but we 
were not.gon far before wc heard a noise behind us, and saw people 
coming with gunns, swords, staves, and forks, and who followed fling- 
ing stones ; on which we turn’d and were forc’d to engage, and vv u ‘ our 
swords, stones, and the help of our servants (one cf whom had a pistol) 
made our retreate for neere a quarter of a mile, when we took shelter in 
a house, where we were besieg’d, and at length forc’d to submit to he 
prisoners. Lord Hattgn with some others were taken prisoners in the 
flight, and his lordship was confin’d under 3 locks and as many doom 
in this rude fellow’s m&tfer’s house, who pretended to be steward to 
MonsVSt. Germain, one of the Presidents of the Grand Chain hr c du 
Parliament and a Canon of Notre Dame. Severall of us were much 
hurt. One of our lacquies escaping to Paris, caused v* bailiff of Sr. 
Germain to come with his guard and rescue us. Immediately afterwards 
clime Mons r . St Germain bimselfe in greate wrath on hearing that his 
housekeeper was assaulted; but when he saw the Kings Officers, the 
Gentlemen and Noblemen, with his Majesty’s Resident, and understood 
the occasion, he was ashamed of the accident, requesting the fellow’s 
pardon, end desiring the ladys to accept their submission and a supper 
at his house. It was 10 o’clock at night ere we got to Paris, guarded 
by Prince Griffith, (a Welch hero going under that name, and well 
ktiown in England for his extravagances,) together with the scholars of 
two academies who came forth to assist and meete us on horseback, and 
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would Faine have alarm'd y° towne we receiv’d y e affront from, which 
with much ado we prevented. 

12. Complaint being come to y c Qucenc and Court of France of y e 
affront we had receiv’d, the President was ordered to aske pardon of S r 
It. Browne, his Majesty’s Resident, and the fellow to make submission 
and be dismiss’d. There came along with him President de Thou, spun 
of the grento Thuanus [the historian], and so all, was compos’d. But 
i have often heard that gallant gentleman my Lord Ossoric aftirtm so- 
lemnly that in all the conflicts he ever was in at sea or on land, (in the 
most desperate of both which he had often ben) he believ’d he was never 
in so much danger as when these people rose against us. He us’d to 
call it the hnttaill fie Vambre 9 and remember it with a greate de-do oF 
mirth as an adventure en cavalier , 

24. We were invited by the Noble Academies to a running at v 
Ring, where were many brave horses, gallants and ladys, my Lord 
Stanhope entertaining us \v th a collation. 

12 June. Being Trinity Sunday the Dean of Peterborough preach’d; 
after which there was an ordination of two Divines, Dureil and Brevent 
(y- one was afterwards Deane of Windsor, y e other of Durham, both 
very learned persons). The Bishop of Galloway officiated with greate 
gravity, after a pious and learned exhortation declaring y‘ weight and 
diguitic of their function, especialy now in a time of y r poore Church of 
England’s affliction ; he magnified y tf sublimity of the calling, from the 
object, viz. the salvation of men’s soules, and the glory of God; pro- 
ducing many humane instances of the transitorinessc and vanity of all 
other dignities ; that of all the triumphs the Roman Conquerors made, 
none was comparable to y l of *mr Blessed Saviours when he lead Cap- 
ri vitie captive, and gave gifts to men, namely that of the Holy Spirit, by 
which his faithfull and painefull Ministers triumphed over Satan as oft 
as they reduc’d a sinner from the enrour of his ways. He then pro- 
ceeded to y r ordination They were presented by the Deane in their 
surplices before the altar, the Bishop sitting in a chairc 'at one side; 
and so were made both Deacons and Priests at y* same time, in re- 
guard to the nccessitie of the times, there being so fetf Bishops left in 
England, and consequently danger d( a failure of both functions. 
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^proceeded. to y* Communion. This was all perform’d in 
SirBlichard Browned Chapelt at Bans. 

A'lSjJUne. I sate tothe ftvmdmt sculptor Nantouil, who was after - 
^t^ inade fl knight hj ihe' Freach, King for hi# art. He engravM 
my picture in Copper*. At a future time he presented me with my 
own picturef > done all with * pert-; an extraordinary cariosity. 

21 Jtifiei I went to see the Samaritan or Pump at y end of y Pont 
Neuf. ftdiich tho’ to appcarance promising no greate matter, is, besides 
thfc machine, furnish’d with inmiroerable rarities both of art and na> 
tdjre:; especialy y* costly Grotto, where are the fairest corals growing 
out of y very rock, that I have seen; also great pieces of chrvstal, 
amethysts, gold in y mine, and other inettals and mareasites, with 
greate conchas, which the owner told us cost him 200 crownes at 
Amsterdam. He shew’d us many landskips and prospects very rarely 
?*«#* in miniature, some with the pen and crayon ; divers antiquities 
atid r^ievos of Route ; above all, that of the inside of the Amphitheater 
bf Titus incomparably drawn by Mohs', St. ClereJ himsclfc ; two hovs 
and three skeletons moulded by Fiamingo ; a book* of statues with the 
pen made for Hen. IV. rarely executed, and by which one may rtis- 
cover twitiy errors in the taille di>uce of Perrier, who has added divers 
eonceits of his owne that arc not in y 1 originals. He has likewise an 
iflfihitecollection of tailk douces richly bound in Morocco. Hi* led us 
into a stately chamber furnislt’d to have entertam’d a prince, with pie* 
of the greatest masters, cspccialy a Venus of Perino del Vaga; 
ved in the; chimney- piece by the Fleming; the vasas of 
. and treaty design'd by Raphael ; some paintings of Poussin 
syanfi; antiques iit brasse; the looking-glasse and stands 
nrfcfij. aR was greate, • choice and magnificent, and 
fe^'pasf’d-byas t hud often don, without the least suspicion that 
there were such- A$e things to be secne in that place. At a future visit

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of y* arches of Pont Neuf, into a wide vault at y* intercolumniation, so 
that y* coaches and horses thunder’d over our heads. 

2/ June. I made my will, and taking leave of nay wife and other 
friends tooke horse fcr England, paying the Messager 8 pistoles for me 
and my servant to Calais, setting out with 17 in company well arm’d, 
some Portugeses, Swisse and French, whereof 6 were Captaines and 
Officers. We came the first night to Beaumont $ next day to BeSuvais, 
and lay at Pois, and the next, without dining, reach’d Abbeville ; next 
din’d at Montreal!, and proceeding met a company dffoote (being now 
within the inroades of the parties which dangerously infest this day’s 
journey from St. Omers and the Frontiers) which we drew very neere 
to, ready and resolute to charge through, and accordingly were order’d 
and led hy a captaioe of our traine ; hut as we were on y* speede, they 
cal’d out, and prov’d to be Scotchmen newly rais’d and landed, and few 
arm’d among them. This night we were well treated at Boltogne. 
The uext day we march’d in good order, the passage being now ex- 
ceeding dangerous, and got to Calais by a little after 2. The sun so 
scorch'd my face that it made y" skin peel off. 

I din’d with Mr. Booth his Majesty’s Agent, and about 3 in y' af- 
ternoone imbark’d in the packet-boat : hearing there was a pirate then 
also setting saile, we had security from molestation, and so with a fair 
S. W. wind, in 7 hours we landed at Dover. The buisy watchman 
would have us to the Major to be searched, but the gent, being in bed 
we were dismiss’d. 

Next day, being Sonday, they would not permit us to ride post, so 
that afternoons our trunks were visited. 

The next morning, by 4 we sat out for Canterbury, where I met with 
my Lady Catherine Scot, whom that very day twelve months before I 
met at sea going for France; she had ben visiting S f Tho, Peyton not 
far off, and would needes carry me in hef coach to Gravesend. We 
din’d at Sittingbourn, came late to Gravesend, and so to Deptford, 
taking leave of my lady abgntid the next morning. 

5th July. 1 supp^ in tUe Cit^ with my Lady Catb Scott at 
Mr. Dubois, where was a gentlewoman call’dE versrd, tbat was a very 
great Chymist. 
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Sunday 7 July* In die afternoone having a mind to see what .vas 
doing among the Re bells, then in full possession at White-hall, 1 went 
thither and found one at exercise in the Chapeli, after their way ; tht-ncc 
to St- James’s, where another was preaching in the Court abroad. 

J7- I went to London to obtain a pause, intending but a short stay 
in England. 

25th. I went by Epsom to Wottou, saluting S‘ Rob. Cook and my 
sister Glanvill ; the country was now much molested by souldiers, who 
tooke away gentlemen’s horses for the service of the State as then call'd. 

4 Aug. 1 heard a sermon at the Rolls ; and in the afternoone wan- 
der’d to divers churches, the pulpits full of novices and novelties. 

6tli. To Mr. Walker's, a good painter, who shew’d me an excellent 
copie of Titian. 

12 July. Sat out for Paris, taking post at Gravesend, and so that 
night to Canterbury, where being surpriz'd by the snubbers, and 
fmving only an antiquated passe, with some fortunate dexterity l got 
cleare of them, tho’ not without extraordinary hazard, having before 
counterfeited one with successe, it being so difficult; to procure one of 
the llehells without entering into oathes, which i never would do. 
At Dover money to the searchers and officers was as authentiq as *the 
hand and scale of Bradshaw liiiuselfe, where I had not so much as my 
trunk open’d. 

13. At 6 in the. evening set sailc for Calais, the wind not favour- 
able 1 was very sea sick, coming to an anker about one o’clock ; ahem 
five in the morning we had a long boate to carry us to land Liu/ at a 
good distance; this we willingly enter'd, because two vessel la were 
chasing us, hut being now almost at the harbour’s mouth, thro* inad- 
vertency ‘there brake in upon us two such heavy seas as had almost 
sunk the boate, 1 being neere the middle up in water. Oursteeresman 
it seetacs apprehensive of the danger was preparing to leape into y c sea 
and trust to swimming, but seeing the vessell emerge., he put her into 
the Pier, and so, God be thanked ! we got to Calais, tho’ wett. 

Here I waited for company, y* passage towards Paris being still in- 
fested with volunteers from the Spanish frontiers. 
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16. The Regiment of Picardy, consisting of about 1400 horse and 
foote (amongst them was a Capt. whom 1 knew), being come totowpe, 

I took horses tor myselfe and servant, and march’d under their protec* 
tion to Boulogne. 'Twas a miserable spectacle to sec how these tatter’d 
souldiers pillag’d y* poore people of their sheepe, poultry, corne, cat ell, 
and whatever came in their way ; but they had such ill pay that they 
were ready themselves to starve. » 

As we pass’d St. Denis the people were in uproar, y* guards doubl’d, 
and every body running with their moveables to Paris, on an alarme 
that the Enemy was within 5 leagues of them, so miserably expos’d 
was even this part of France at this time. 

The. 30th J got to Paris, after an absence of two moueths onely. 

1 Sept. My Lady Herbert invited me to dinuer ; Paris, and indeede 
all France being full of loyall fugitives. 

Came Mr. Waller to see me, about a child of his which the Popish 
midwife had baptized. 

Oct. 15. S' Tho. Osborn (afterwards Lord Treasurer) and Lord 
Stanhop shot for a wager of 5 Louis to be spent on a treat ; they shot 
so exact that it was a drawn match. 

Nov. 1. Took leave of my Lord Stanhop going on his journey to- 
wards Italy: also visited my 1/ Hatton, Comptroller of his Ma'" 4 
Household, the Countesse of Morton Governesse to the Lady Hen- 
rietta, and Mrs. Garder one of the Queen’s Maidaof Honour. 

6. S' Tho. Osborn supping with us, his groome was set upon in 
the streete before our house and receiv’d two wounds, but gave the 
assassin nine, who was carried off to the Gharitd hospital. S' Tho. 
went for England on the 8th, and carried divers letters for me to my 
friends. " ‘ 

16 . I went to Mods' Visse’s, the French King's Secretary, to a con- 
cert of French music and voices, consisting of 24, two theorbo’s and but 
one' bass viol, being a rehearsal of what was to be sung at vespers at 
St. Cecilia’s, on her feast, she being patrotiesae of Musitiahs. News 
ariv’d of the death of the Pr.of Ofcange oftbesmall pox, 

14 Dec. I went to visite Mr., Ratcliffs, inwhose lodging was an 
impostor that had like to have impos’d upon us a pretended seeret of 



aWilt^ing goW ; ‘tis certain he Imd liv’d some time h. Pam in extra- 
ord&rie iplendcr, but I found him 10 he an egregious cheat.:.

9 Feb, Card 1 Mazarine was proscrib'd by Arret du Parkroeut, and 
great commotions began in Paris. 

23. I went to see the Bonnes Hnmmes, a Convent that has a f lV r 
cloister painted with y* lives ot the kretnh.es ; a glorious altar now 
erecting in the chapell; the garden on a rock with divers descents, v\ith 
a fine vineyard and a delicate prospect towards the Citty. 

24, • I went to see a Drome dark, a very monstrous; hcasfe, much

1 1th March. I went to the Ch&telet or Prison, where a malefactor 
was to have the question or torture given to him, he refusing to con- 
fess the robbery with which he was charg'd, which was thtys: they 
first bound his wrist with a strong rope or small cable, and one end of 
it to an iron ring made fast to y fc wall about 4 fooie front' y e floore, and 
then his feete with another cable, fastned about 5 foot farther than his 
uttmost length to another ring on the floore of the roome s thus sus- 
pended and yet lying but aslant, they slid an horse of wood under the rope 
w fh bound bis feete, which so exceedingly stiffned it, as sever'd the fellow's 
joynts in miserable sort, drawing him out at length in an extraordinary 
manner, he having onely a paire of lumen drawers on his naked body : 
then they questioned him of n robbery (the Lieutenant Criminal being 
present, and a clcarke that wrote), which not confessing, they put an 
higher horse under the rope, to increase the torture and extension. In 
this agonie, confessing nothing, the Executioner with a borne (just 
such as they drench horses with) stuck the end of it into his mouth, 
and poured the quantity of two bouketts of water down his throat and 
over him, which so prodigiously swelled him, as would have pittied ami 
affrighted any one to see it ; for all this, he denied all that was charged 
to him. They then let him downe, and carried btnl before a wurmc 
fire to bring him to himaelfe, being now to all appearance dead w fh 
paine. What became of him I know not; but the gent whom he 
robbed constantly averr’d him to be the man, and the fellows suspitious 
pale lookes, before he knew he sliold be rack'd, hetraied some guilt: The 
Lieutenant 'was also of y* opinion, and told us at firfri sight (for he was

6 May. .1 attended the Ambassador to a Masque at Court, where 
the French King in person daunced five enterics : bat being ingag d in 
discourse and better entertained with one of the Queer, o. Regent's Secre- 
taries, I soon left the entertainment. 

11. To the Palais Cardinal, where y" Mast. 1 of Oromonies plac’d 
«*« to see y* royal masque or opera. The first secauc represented a 
chariot of singers compos’d of the rarest voices that could he procur'd, 
representing Cornaro* and Temperance; this was overthrown? bv 
Bacchus and his Revellers: the rest consisted of sevcrail enterics and 
pageants of excesse, by all the Elements. A Masque representing Fire 
was admirable ; then carne a Venus out of y e Clouds. The conclusion 
was an Heaven whither ail ascended But the glory of the Masque 
was the greate persons performing in it, the French King, his brother 
the Duke of Anjou, with all the Grandees of the Court, the King per- 
forming to the admiration of all. The music was 2U violins vested 
a I'antiq, but the habits of the Masquers were stupendiouslv rich and 
glorious. 

23 May. I went to take leave of y' Ambuss’^ for Spain**, which 
were my Lord Treass' Cottington and S r Edw. Hide ; and as J return'd 
I visited Mr MoriiieVf garden arid his other rarities espcciuly coralls, 
minerals, atones, and natural curiosities; crabs of y c Ited Sea, the bodv 
no bigger than a small bird's egg, but flatter, and the 2 leggs or 
claws a foote in length. He had nboundance *>f shells, at least 1000 
sortsp which . furnish M a cabinet of greate price ; and had a very cu- 
lious collection of searahees find insects, of which he was compiling <l 
natural historic. He had also the pictures of his choice flowers and 
it* twlniature. He told me there were 10,000 sorts of tulips

was well acquainted at Rome. 1 was sbew’d a cabinet- of Marpqum dr 
Turkey leather, so curiously inlaid w ib other leather, and guilding, tbftt 
i he workman demanded for it 800 livres. . 

The Dean (of Petei'horn’) preach'd on y fl feast of Pciitecostv |»r* 
stringing those of Geneva for their irreverence of y w Blessed Virgin; 

4 June. Trinity Sunday I was absent from Church in y* afternoonc 
on a charitable* affaire for the Abbess© of Boucharvant, who but for 
me had been abus'd, by that chymist Du Menie*. Returning 1 stept 
into y* grand Jesuites, who had this high day expos'd their Ci barium, 
made all of solid gold and iinagcrie, a piece of infinite cost.

he was to have ben put to death, leaping down out of a Jakes two 
stories high into the Thames at high water, in the coldest of winter 
and at night ; so as by swimming he got to a boaro (bar attended for 
him, tho ? he was guarded by six m usque teeres. After this he went 
about in womens habite, and then in a smaiLcoalc-niuu**, travelling 
200 miles on foote, embark’d for Scotland with some men lie had

First came y* captaide of 
the King's aydes at the head of 50 richly liveried; neatt the Qoeene 
Mother's light horse, an hundred, the lieutenant being all over cover’d 
with embroiderie and ribbans, having before him 4 trumpets habited in 
black velvet, full of lacc and casques of y* same; then the King's 
light horse, 200, richly habited, with 4 trumpets in blue velvet em- 
brodred with gold, before whom rid y e Count d’OIonne coronet [cornet] 
whose belt was set with pearle ; next went y * grand Provost’s company 
on foot© w tu y* Prevost on horseback ; after them the Swisse in black 
velvet toques led by 2 gallant cavulteres habited in scarlet-colour’d 
sattin after their country fashion, which is very fa utastiek : he had in 
his cap a pennach of heron with a band of diamonds, and about him 12 
little Swisse boyes with halberds ; then came the Aydes ties Ceremonies ; 
next the grandees of court, governors of places, and lieutenants gen?, of 
provinces, magnificently habited and mounted, among whom I must 
not forget the Chevalier Paul, famous for many sea-fights and signal 
exploits there, because ’tis said he had never been an Academist, and 
yet govern’d a very unruly horse, and besides his rich suite, his Malta 
Cross was esteem'd at 10,000 crownes ; these were headed by 2 
trumpets, and the whole troup cover'd with gold, jewels, and - rich 
caparisons, were follow’d by 6 trumpets in blew velvet also, proceeding 
as many heralds in blew velvet sembe with fleurs de lye, ©educes m 
their hands and velvet caps on their Heads*, behind them cam© one 
of the mast H of y f ceremonies; then divers :marishalla--.&' many .of 
the nobility, exceeding splendid; behind them Count d’Hbrcourt, 
grand escuyer, alone, carrying the King’s sword in a scarf w* 111 he 
held up in a blew sheath <rtu^cd w lh fleurs de lys; Ids horse had 
for mines 2 scarfs of black taffata ; then came aboui>dan<ut of footeman 

and pages or the King, new liveried with white and ^ ^ 
f guard de corps and other officers ' dnd lastlyapj^ bin*- 
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selte ou an lsaiwlla Barb, on w cil a hoaxing Semite with crosses of y" 
Order of the Holy Ghost, and fleure de lys; the King- himselti likt a 
young Apollo, was in a auto so cover'd with rich embrodrv, chat one 
could perceive nothing. of the. stuff under it ; he went almost the whole 
way with his hat in hand, saluting the ladys and acelainators win> 
had fill’d the windows with their beautv, and the aire w ' 1 I'we /, Rm/. 
He seem'd a prince of a grave yet 9 wee to countenance. After the Ring, 
follow'd divers greate persons of y° Court exceeding* splendid, also his 
esquires, masters of horse on footc, then the company of Exempt* de> 
Garth y anti 6 guards of Scotch; ’twixt their files were divers princes of 
y H Wood, dukes, and lords; after all these, the Queer, cs guard of 
Stwisse, pages, and footemen ; then the Queene Mother hcrselte in a 
rich coach, w tb Monsieur y° King’s brother, the Duke of Orleans, and 
name other lords and ladys of honour; about the coach march’d her 
Exempts ties Garth, then tlu? company of the King’s Gens (far mem 
well mounted, 150, with 4 trumpets and as many of iheQueenc’s; 
lastly, an innumerable company of coaches full of ladys and gallants. 
In tlib equipage pass’d the Monarch to f Parliament, henceforth 
exercising his kingly government. 

15 Sept 1 accompanied S r Rich * Browne, iny father -in-la vv, to 
the French Court, where he had a favourable mdieruc of the French 
King and the Queene his Mother, congratulating the one on his 
coming to y' exercise or his royal charge, and the other’s prudent and 
happy administration during her late Regency, desiring both to preserve 
y* same amitie for his Master, our King, as they bad lufherto don, 
which they both promis’d with many ci%il expressions and words of 
course upon such occasions. We were accompanied Bods going and 
. returning by y* Introductor of Ambassadors and A yd of Ceremonies. I 
also saw y* audience of Ma rosin i y- Ambassador of Venice, and divers 
other Minhters of State from German Princes, Savoy, &c. After- 
wards I tooke a walke in y u King’s gardens, where I observ'd that the 
Mall gqs tho whole square thereof next y e wall, and bends with an 
angle ; so rnada, $$ to glace [glance] y c hall; the angle is of stone.

1 Oct. The Dean of Peterborough [Dr. Cosin] preach’d on 13

The Dean dining this day at our house, told me the occasion of pub- 
lishing those Offices which among the Puritans were wont to be call'd 
Cosins cousining Devotions* n by way of derision. At the first coming 
of the Queeue into England, she and her French ladys were* often 
upbraiding our religion, that had neither appointed nor set forth any 
houres of prayer or breviaries, by which ladies and courtiers, who have 
much spare time, might edify and be in devotion as they had.

The rest of the waeke we did nothing hut feast and nnhc good; clieere 
to welcome my wife. 

27 . We all went to sec Bathe, where I bathed in the Crosse Bathe, 
Amongst the rest of the idle diversions of l he townc, one musitinn was 
famous for acting a changeling, which indeede he personated strangrlv. 

The facia te of this CathedniU is remarkable for its historic-id carving. 
iPhe ^Kirtg’fi* Bath is esteem’d y‘ fairest in Europe. The towne is m- 
tirely built of stone, hut the strectes nanow, uneven, and unpleasant. 
Here we trifled and bathed, and intervisited with the company who fre- 
quent the place for health, &c. till y" 30th, and the n went to Bristol!, \ 
Citty emulating London, not for its large extent hut manner of build - 
big, shops, bridge, traffiq, exchange, market-place, &c. The Gover- 
nor shew’d us the Castle, of no greate concernment. The C itly wholly 
mercantile, as standing necre the famous Severne. commodiously for 
Ireland and the Western world. Here I first saw the manner of re- 
fining SUggar and casting it into loaves, where we had a collation of

We 
supp’d at Wadharn College. 

,9. Dr. French preach’d at St. Marie’s on 12 Matt. 42. advising the 
Students the search after true wisdome, not to he laid in the. bookes of 
Philosophers* but in the Scriptures alone. In y* afternoons the famous 
Independent, Dr. Owen, perttringiug Episcopacy. He was now Crom- 
weirs Vice-Cbdncelor, We din’d w tb Dr. Ward, Mathematical ^Pro- 
fessor (since Bp. of Sanim), and at night supp’d in Balliol Coll, Hall, 
where I had once hen Student and Fellow Commoner, and where they 
made me extraordinarily welcome. 

10. On Monday I went againe to y° Scholes to hearc the several! 

Faculties, and in y* afternoone tarried out the whole Act in St. Marie’s, 
the long speeches of the Proctors, the Vice-Chancellor, the several! 
Professors, creation of Doctors by y i: cap, ring, kissc, &c, those .an.iietit 
ceremonies and institution being as yet not wholy abolish’d. Dr. 
Kendal, now Inccptor amongst others, performing his Act incom- 
parably well, concluded it with an excellent oration, abating his Pres- 
byterian animosities, which he witheld not even against that learned 
and pious divine Dr. Hammond. The Act was clos’d with y* speech 
of y* Vice-Chancellor, there being but 4 in Theologie, 3 in Medicine, 
which was thought a considerable matter, the times consider'd* I din'd 
at one Mons r .

Amongst the MSS. an old English Bible, wherein y K Eunuch men- 
tioned to he baptized by Philip is called the Gelding : 41 am! Philip and 
the Riding went down into the water/' &c. The original Acts of the 
Council of Basil 000 yeares since, with the bulla or leaden affix, w- :i 
has a silken cord passing thro* every parchment; a MS. of Venerable 
Bede of 800 yeares antiquity; v :: old Ritual secundum u&vw ^tsr*c*h 9 
exceeding voluminous; then amongst y e nicer curiosities, the Proverbs 
of Solomon written in French by a lady*, every chapter of a several] 
character or hand the most exquisite imaginable ; an hirrnglvplnoal 
table or carta folded up like a map, I suppose it painted on asses hide, 
extremely rare; but what is most illustrious, there wore no loss than 
1000 MSS. in 19 languages, espeeinly Oiiental, furnishing t!i a now 
part of y* Library built by A bp, l.«a\vd from a designs of Sir Kind rne 
Digby and y* Earle of Pembrook. In y c closet of the Power they shew 
some Indian weapons, urtics, lamps, &e. hut y* rarest is (he whole 
Alcoran written on one large sheet of calico, w lh is made up in a priest's 
vesture or cope, after the Turkish and Arabic character, so exquisitely 
written as no printed letter comes nee re it; also a roli of magical 
charms, divers talismans, and some ruedails. 

Then I led my wife into y e Convocation House, finely \vim)scote<l ; 
y e ji)i?ilTdty Schole and Gotic carv'd roofe; the Phjsiek or Anatomic 
Schple, adorn’d with some rarities of natural but nothing ex- 

traordinary save y v skin of a jaccall, a rarely calmuM jucatoo or prodi- 
gious large parrot, 2 humming birds not much bigger than our humble 
bee* which Indeed* I had not scene before, that I remember. 

12. ./We. went to St.John’s, saw y ,! Liiirary and ihe 2 skeletons 
which ar* finely cleans’d and put together; observable is here also y ,: 
sto^ pf mathematical instruments, chcifely given by y' late Abp. Lawd, 
whp. bni.lt here an handsome quadrangle.

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Thence we went to New College, wheW the Chapel was in its an- 
cient garb, notwithstanding the scrupulositie of the tiroes , j % 

Christ’s Church, in whose library was she.w’d us an Office of Hen., ft, 
the writing, miniatures, and gilding whercofis equal if not surpa&sing 
any curiosity l had seene of that kind; it was given by thrir fournler, 
Cardinal Wolsey . The glasse windows of yf CatbodraU (fomohs M* Wy 
time) I found much abas’d. The ample Hall and columne that spreads 
its capital to sustaine y® roofe as one, goes up y® atayres is very remark- 
able. 

Next we walked to Magdalen College, where wc saw y® Library aud 
Chapell, w»* was likewise in pontifical order, the altar onely I think 
turn'd table-wise, and there was still the double organ, which abomi- 
nations (as now esteem’d) were almost uriiversaly demolish'd; Mr. 
Gibbon, that fiimous musitian, giving us a taste of his skill and talents 
on that instrument. 

Hence we went to y® Physick Garden, where the sensitive plant was 
shew’d us for a greate wonder. There grew' canes, olive-trees, rhu- 
barb, but no extraordinary curiosities, besides very good fruit, which 
when the ladya had tasted, we returned in our coach to our lodgings 

13 . We all din’d at that most obliging and utiiversally-curious Dr. 
Wilkins’s, at Wadham College. He was the first who shew’d me the 
transparent apiaries, which he had built like castles and palaces, and 
so order'd them one upon another as to take the bony without destroy - 
’ i»g the bees. These were adorn’d with a variety of dials, little statues, 
vanes, &c. and he was so aboundantly civil, as finding me pleas'd with 
them, to present me with one of y* hives which he had empty, and 
w* u I afterwards had in my garden at ftayes Court, where H dodrinu'd 
many years, and which his Majestie came on purpose to !S^^ai»d con- 
template with much satisfaction, . He had also contriv’d eu N 1 ^

Thtis satisfied with ** civilities of Oxford, ue left it, dumm at Fa- 
ringctan, a towne w ch had hen newly fir’d during y warrsj and passing 
neere y* 5 seate of Sir Walter Pie * 9 we came to Cadenhmu. 

If>, We went to another uncle and relative of my uitVs, Sn John 
Glanvill, a famous lawyer, formerly Speaker of v" Mouse of Coimmm.s; 
his seate is at Broad -Hinton, where he now liv’d, bai in y- < * ate - 
house, his very faire dwelling-house having ben burnt bv his owue 
hands to prevent v c re bolls making a garrison of it. Mere inv cousin 
Will. Glanvill, his eldest gown, shew'd me such a lock for a dome, that 
for its filing and rare contrivances was a master-pi tee, yet made bv a 
country black -Siuith. But we have scene watches made l>v another with 
as much curiositie as the best of that profession can brag off; and not 
many yeares after, there was nothing more frequent than all sorts <u 
Iron-work more exquisitely wrought aud polish d than in any par? of 
Kuropj 80 as a dore-lock of a tolerable price Mas esteem'd a curiositic 
even among forraine princes, 

Went back to Cadenharn, and 0:1 y e 19th to Sir lid. Baymoifs ;»r. 
S pie Park, a place capable of being made a noble state; but the hn- 
mourous old Knight has built a long single house of 2 low stories on 
y^ jhrccipice of an incomparable prospect, and funding on a bowling 
gteehe tti y® park* The house is like a hug barnc, and has not a win- 
dfcw t>« 'jf* prospect - side* ' After dinner they went to bowks, ami in the 
Oleanetitnc our coach- men were made so exceedingly drunk, that in rv^ 
tuming home we escap’d greate dangers. This it seems was by order 
oT the Knight; tjhat all gentlemen's servants be so treated ; but tlu* 
cusfome is barbarous, and much unbecoming a Knight, stilLMesse a

20. We preceded' to Salisbury 1 ; the Cathedral I'tofee tofee this com- 
pleatest piece of Gotic worke in .Europe, taken in all it# unifortftitie. 
The" pillars, reputed to be cast, ai*.’ of atone"' ool of y* 

quarry ; roost observable are those in y* Chapter-house. There afe stone 
remarkable monuments, particularly the antient Bishops founders of the 
Church, Knights Templars, the Marques of Hartford's, the cloysiers of 
the palqce and garden, and the great*; mural dial. 

In the afternoone we went to Wilton, a fine house of y* Earl of Pem- 
broke, in which y* most observable are y* dining-roomein y* modern 
built part towards die garden, richly gilded and painted with story by 
De Creete ; also some other apartments, as that of hunting landships 
by Pierce; some magnificent chimny-pieces after the best French 
manner ; a paire of artificial winding-stay res of stone, and divers rare 
pictures. The garden, heretofore esteem'd the noblest in England, is 
a large handsom plains, with a grotto and water- works, which might he 
made much more pleasant were the river that passes through cleans'd 
and rais’d, for all is effected by a meere force. It has a flower garden 
not inelegant. But after all, that which renders the seat© delightful 
is its being so neere y* downes and ‘noble plaines about the country 
contiguous to it. The stables are well order'd and yeild a grace ful I 
front, by reason of the vvalkes of lime-trees, with the court and' faun - 
taine of the stables adorn'd with the Caesar’s heads. 

We returned this evening by the plaine, and 14 mile race, wdiere out 
of my lords hare-warren we were entertained with a long course of an 
hare for neere 2 miles in sight. Neere this is a pergola or Stand, built 
to view the sports: and so We enmeto Salisbury, and viewed the 
most considerable parts of the Citty. 'Hie merkct-plate with most of 
the streetos are water'd by a ipiick current and poto sitoam^^iinilg 
thro’ y* middle of them, but ato 'ttogjijgfentty kepi, tvh'en wltti small 
ehaigc they might he pdirg'd and tonder'din^

22 July. We departed and din’d at- a 
ford's, call’d Darneford Magna, situate most 



sweetly water’d, abounding in trouts catch’d by spearc in the mobi 
when they come attracted by a light set in y» sterne of a boatc. 

.After; dinner, continuing our returns, we pass’d over y gootSlv 
plaine, or rather sea of carpet, which I think for evenness, extent, 
verdure, and innumerable flocks, to be one of y c most delightful -.re- 
spects in nature, and reminded me of the pleasant lives of shepherds >•>> 
readc of in Romances. 

Now we were arived at Stone-hcnge, indeede a stupendous monu- 
ment, appearing at a distance like a castle; how so m;.nv and huge 
pillars of stone should have hen brought together, some erect, others 
transverse on y* tops of them, in a circular area as ruddy renrcrct.tiog 
a eloyster or heathen and more natural temple, is wonderfull. i he 
stone is so exceeding hard, that all my strength with a hammer (.mild 
not breake a fragment; w' 1 ' hardness 1 impute to their so long ex- 
posure. To number them exactly is very difficult, they lie i<» smh 
variety of postures and confusion, tho’ they seem’d not to exceed*’ l(M; 
we counted onely 95. As to their being brought thither, there ht-mg 
no navigable river neere, is by some admir’d; but for v*> stone there 
seemes to be y* same kind about 20 miles distant, some of which 
appeate above ground. About the same hills are divers mount, - rais’d, 
conceiv’d to be ancient intrenchments or places of burial after bloutiv 
fights. We now went by the Devizes, a reasonable large towiu-, ..id 
came late to Cadenham. 

27- I went to the hunting of a $orel deerc, and had excellent 
for 4 or 5 hourea, but the venison little worth. 

29 July. I went to Langford to see my cousin Stephens. 1 also 
saw Dryfield, y* house heretofore of Sir John Pretjman, grandfather to 
my wife, and sold by her uncle; both y : seate and house very honour- 
able and .well built, much after the modern fashion. 

3Js Taking leave of Ciuleuhum, where we had ben long and nobly 
entertain'd, we went a compass into Leicestershire, where dwelt another 
relation of: my^wijfe’a ; for I indeede made these excursions to sheu 
:.JW9rt considerable parts of her native country, who from her 
childhood ha<l Jiy^ci altogether in France, as well as for rnv owne 
curiosityandinformatioii.

About two utiles before coming to Gloucester, we havea prospect 
from woody hills ipto a moat goodly vale and eountry. Gloucester is a 
handsome Citty, considerable foe tbeChureh & monumefrta. The Minster 
U indeede a noble fabric. The whispering gallery is rare, being thro' 
a passage of 25 yards, ip a many-angled cloister, and was, 1 suppose, 
either to shew the skill of the architect, or some invention of cunning 
priest, who standing unseeue in a recessc in the middle of the Chappell, 
might hcare whatever was spoken at either end. This is above the 
quire, in which lies buried K, Stephen under a monument of Irish oake. 
uot ill carved considering the age. The new Lihrnrie. is a tioble tho’ a 
private designe. 1 was likewise pleased with y c Severne gliding so 
sweetely by it. The Duke’s houSe, the Castle workes, are now almost 
quite dismantl’d; nor yet without sad thoughts did I see the Towne, 
considering how fatal the* siege had ben a few yearks before to our 
good King. 

1 Aug*. We sat out towards Worcester by a way thick planted with 
eider-fruit. W’e deviated to. the Holy Wells, trickling out of a vail v 
tbro’ a steepe declivity towards the foote of the greate Mauvem Hills ; 
they are said to healc many infirmities, as king’s evil j leaprosie, sore 
eyes, &c. Ascending a great height above them to the Trench 
dividing England from South Wales, we had the prospect of all Here- 
fordshire, Radnor, Brecknock, Monmouth, Worcester, Glocester, Shrop- 
shire, Warwick, Derby shires, and many more. We could discern 
Tewxbery, Kings-rode towards Bristol, &c. so as I esteeme it one of the 
goodliest vista’s in England, 

2. This evening we ariv’d at Worcester, the Judges ofAesise and 
Sheriff just catering as we did. Viewing the Towne the next day, we 
found y* Cathedral much ruin’d , by the late warrs, otberwiseanoble 
structure. The Town* is acutely pav’d andvery eleatw^the goodly 
.river Severne ruimiug by it, and standingina most fertUe coUntry. 

3, We pass’d next thtt>’'W*»'wiclci and saw tbe COstle; the dw«lliug-

penances and dyed. *Tls a squalid den made in the rock, crown’d vet 
with venerable oakes and looking on a goodly stream?, so as, were it 
improv’d as it might be, ’twerc capable of being made .1 most romantic] 
and pleasant place. Neerc this we were shewM his chapel) and 
gigantic statue hewn out of the solid rock, out of which there are like- 
wise divers other caves cut, & some very capacious. The next place to 
Coventry. The Crosse is remarkable for Go tic worke and rich gilding, 
comparable to any I bad ever scene except that of Cheapest le in 
London, now demolish’d. This Ci tty has many handsome churches, a 
beautiful! wall, a faire free-schole and libmrie to it; the streete? full of 
greate shops, cleane and well pav’d.

7”* Went to Uppingham, the Shi re- tow ne of Rutland., pretty and 
well built of stone, which is a rarity in that part of England, where 
most of the rural parishes are but of mud, and the people living as 
.wretchedly as iijr the most impoverish’d parts of France, which they 
mucbreserable, '.being idle and sin ttish. The country (especially Lvi- 
cestershire) much in common ; the gentry free drinkers. 

ami ragged Citty of Leicester, large and pleasantly 
seUtud| but despicably built, y* chimney flues like so many smiths forges; 
however, tombe of the Tyrant Richard the Third, which 
ii- ttf Ir cistern , at which (I think) cattel drink. Also 
Churches lies buried the magnificent Cardinal Wolsey. 
John of Gaunt baahere also built a large but poore Hospital, netre 
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which a wretch has made him an house out of the ruine$.of a stately 
church. Sew y c ruines of an old Roman Tomplc, thought to be of 
Julius. Entertain'd at a very fine collation of fruits, such as I did not 
expect to meet with so far North, especially very good melons. We 
return’d to »uy ankle’s. 

14. I tooke a journey into the Northern parts, riding thro’ Oakham, 
a pretty towue in Rutlandshire, famous for the tenure of the Barons 
(Ferrers), who hold it by taking off a shoe from every noble- man’s 
horse that passes with his Lard thro’ the strcetc, unless redeem’d with 
a certain piece of money. In token of this arc several) gilded shoes 
nail’d up on the Castle -gate *, which seemes to have ben large and 
fairc. Hence we went by Brook, a very sweete seate and parke of the 
old Lady Camdens. Next by Burleigh House, belonging to the Duke 
of Buckingham -f, and worthily reckon’d among the noblest seates in 
England, situate on the brow of an hill, built a la moderrie neere a park 
wail'd in, and a fine wood at the descent. 

Now we were come to Cottsmore, a pretty seate belonging to Mr. 
Heath, sunn to the late L' 1 Chcif Justice of that name. Here, after 
dinner, parting with the company that conducted us thus fiur, I pass’d 
that evening by Bel voir Castle, built on a round mount at the point of 
a long ridge of hills, which aflords a stately prospect, and is famous 
tor its strenuous resistance in the late civil warrj. 

Went by Newark on Trent, a brave towne and garison. Next by 
Wharton House, belonging to y“ Lord Chawortb, an handsom seate: 
then by Homo, a noble place belonging to the, Marques of Dorchester^ 
and pass’d the famous river Trent, which divides the South from the 
North of England, and so lay that night at Nottingham. This whole 
Towne and County seemes to be but one entire rock as it were, an 
exceeding pleasant shire, full of gentry. Here 1 observ'd divers to

Thence we saw Newstead Abby belonging 
X(^^,hotd Biron, situated much like Fontainc-bleau in France f, ca« 
pib^^ei being made a noble scale, accommodated as it is with brave 
woodsaftd streamer; it has yet remaining the front of a glorious Abby 
Church. Next by Mansfield Towue; then Welheck, the house of the 
Marques of .Newcastle, seated in a botome in a park, and environ'd 
with woods, a noble yet melancholy seate. The palace is a hundsnm 
and stately building. Next to Worksop Abby, almost demolish'd ; tin- 
Church has a double flat towre intire, and a pretty gate. The Munuor 
belongs to the Earle of Arundel, and has to it u faire house at the toutr 
of an hill it i a park that affords a delicate prospect. Ticked, a Toune 
and Castle* has a very noble prospect. All these in Nottinghamshire. 

16, We ariv’d at Doncaster, where we lay this night ; it is a large 
faire towtye, famous for gretfto wax-lights and good stockings. 

1 7 * Wd thro! Pontefract ; the Castle, famous for many sieges 
both of ia$s and ancient times, and the death of y' unhappy King mur- 
dered in &$. (Richard II.) was now demolishing hy the Rebells; it 
staiids on a mount aiid makes a goodly show at a distance. The 
Queenc .has au house here, and there arc many faire scats neere it. 


espeeialy Mr. Pierrepoiut’s, built at the foote of an hill out of the 
l¥e : all - alighted in y* highway to drink at. a crista! 
spriog they call Robin Hood’s Well; neere it is a stone chai re, 


and an iron ladle to drinks, out of, chain'd to the seate. Werbde to 
Tadcaster, at the side of whtchwehaveprospectof the Archbishop's 
Palace (w cU is a noble state), and in fight of divers otheC gentleinCn^ 
faire houses.. This tractis agoodly, fertile, well-water^ I and wooded 
country, abounding vvijh pasture and plenty of provisions. . 

17 Aug 1 . To York, tire second C3 tty of England, fairely walFd> of 
a circular forme, water’d by the brave river Ouse, bearing vessels of 
considerable burthen on it ; over it is a stone bridge emulating y‘ of 
London, and built on, the middle arch is larger than any I have' scene 
in England, with a whnrfe of hewu stone, which makes the riversp- 
peare very ncate. But most remarkable and worthy seeing is St. Pe- 
ter’s Cathedral!, which of all the greate churches in England trad beo 
best preserv’d from y* furie of y“ sacrilegious *, by composition with 
the Rebells wlieu they tooke the Citty, during themany incursions of 
Scotch and others. It is a most intirc magnificent piece of (Gotic archi- 
tecture. The skreene before y“ quire is of stoue carv’d w th flowers, 
running work and statues of y* old Kings. Many of the monuments 
are very ancient. Here, as a greate rarity in these days and at this 
time, they skew’d me a Bihle and Common Prayer Book cover’d with 
crimson velvet, and richly emboss’d with silver gilt ; also a service for 


y‘ altar, of guilt Vrought plate, flagons, basin, euer, chalices, patios, &c. 
with a gorgeous covering for y* altar and pulpit, carefullypreserv’d in 
y* Vcstrie, in the liollow wall whereof rises a plentiful! spring of ex- 
cellent water. I got up to y* Towre, whence we had a , prospect 
towards Duresme, and could see Rippdft, part of Lancswhire,' the 
famous and fetal Marston Moore,y < 'Spaw» of Knareabrmigh,s»nd 
a|l the environs of that admitableeountry^ Sir-*-^-~Ing^^ 
here a large house, gardens, and teiinis Court } also theKiflg’shouse 


and Church neere the Castle, which waa modemly fortified' wieh a pa* 
li <ade and bastions. The streetes are narfow and ill pav’d, thtbshopS 
like London. , 

18 Aug. ' We went : toBeverly, ; A : huge .ttrtvnb ;’«drftv-2; rt&fefy 
churches, St, John’s and St. Marie's j •• not'rn teStl|b :: b!W# v bf 


ourfotNdraL. Here a very old woman shew’d us the monument*, 
andbetng above 100 yeare* old, spake y* language of Queen Marled 
dafes,i^ was bom ; she was widow of a Sexton who 

had v belong'd to y* church an hundred yeares. 

Hihce we pass'd thro' a fenny hut rich country to Hull, situate like 
Calais^ modernly and strongly fortified with three block-houses of brick 
and earth. It has a good mercat-place and harbour for ships. Famous 
also (or rather infamous) is this townc for Hotham’s refusing entenmee 
to hia Ma ty . The Water-house is worth seeing. And here ends the 
South of Yorkshire. 

19. Wc passe the Humber, an arme of the sea of about 2 leagues 
breadth. The weather was had, but we cross'd it in a good harg to 
Barton, the first towne in that part of Lincolnshire. All marsh 
ground till we came to Brigg, famous for the plantations of licorice, 
and then had brave pleasant riding to Lincoln, much resembling Salis- 
bury Pkune. Lincoln is an old confus’d towne, very long, uneven* 
steep*, and ragged; formerly full of good houses, cspccialy churchc> 
and abhies, 'Hie Minster almost comparable to y* of York itsadfe. 
abounding with marble pillars and having a faire front. Herein was 
interred Q. Elianor, the loyal and loving wife who suck’d the poison 
out of her husband's wound ; the Abbot founder, w lh rare carving in 
y* stone; the greate Bell, or Tom, as they call it; I went up the 
steeple, from whence is a goodly prospect all over the country. Tin 
smildiers had lately knocked off most of the brasses from the grave- 
stones, so as few inscriptions were left ; they told us that these men 
Went ift?vidth axes and hammers, and shut themselves in, till they had 
rent arid tome off some barge-loads of mettal, not sparing even the mn- 
numents 0 the dend, so hellish an avarice possessed them ; besides w u 
they Citty .

height of the shaft, which is of stone. 

About 18 miles South we passe by a noble seate, and see Boston 
Mt a distance. Here we came to a parish of which the parsbii has 
Tithe Ale. 

Thence thro 1 Rutland we brought night to Ilorninghold, from 
whence I sat out on this excursion. 

22. 1 went a setting and hawking, where we had tolerable sport. 

25. I went to see Kirby, a very noble house of my Lord Hatton’s 
in Northamptonshire, built d la moderne ; the garden and stables 
agreeable, but the avenue ungraceful and the seate naked : returned 
that evening. ' 

27. Mr, Allington preach’d an excellent discourse from Romans 6. 
19. This was he who publish’d those hold sermons of the members 
warring against the wind, or the Jewes crucifying Christ, applied to 
the wicked regicides, for which Jie was ruin’d. We had no sermon 
in the afternoone. • : 

30. Taking leave of my friends who had now feasted me more than 
a moneth, 1, with my wife, &t\ set our faces towards home, and got 
this evening to Peterborow, passing by a stately palace (Thorpe) ol 
St. John’s (one deepe in y* bloud of our good King), built out of the 
mines of the Bishops Palace and Cloyster. The Church is exceeding 
tktre, full of monuments of greate antiquity. Flore lies Qiteetie '.-'Catha- 
rine, the unhappy wife of Hen. VIII# and the no lease unfortunate 
Mary Q. of Scots. On the steeple we view’d the Pens of Lincolmhire, 
now much inclos’d and drained with infinite expeuce, aridby tnanv 
sluices, cutts, mounds, and ingenious mills, and

This evening to Cambridge; and went first to see St. John's Col* 
ledge, well built of brick, and Librarie, which 1 think is v 1 ' fairest of 
that University One Mr. Benlowes* has given it all y' m ornaments of 
Pietra Comuiessa f , whereof a table and one piece - of perspective is 
very fine ; other trifles there also be of no great value, besides a vast 
old song book or service, and some fa ire manuscripts. There hangs in 
V ,! 'library the picture of John Williams Ahp. of York sometime Lord 
Keeper, my kinsman and their greotc benefactor. 

Trinity College is said by some to be the fairest quadrangle of any 
University in Europ, but in truth is far inferior to that of Christ Church 
in Oxford ; the hall is ample and of stone, y v fountuwic in y‘ quadrangle 
is graceful!, the Chape II and Library faire. There they shcwM us the 
prophetic manuscript of tlic famous Grelmer, but t!u passage and em- 
blem which they would apply to our late King, is manifestly relating to 
the Swedish ; in truth it se ernes to be a mecre fantastic rhapsody, how 
ever the title may hespeake strange revelations. There i.s an Office in 
manuscript with fine miniatures, and some other antiquities given by v ,; 
Countess of Richmond, mother of Henry VII. mid the before mention'd 
Abp. Williams when Bishop of Lincoln. The Library is pretty well 
stor’d. The Greeke Professor had me into another large quadrangle 
cloister'd and well built, and gave us a handsome collation in his own 
chamber. 

Thence to Caius, and afterwards to King’s College, where I found the 
Chapel altogether answer’d expectation, especialy the roofe all of stone, 
w ch for the flatness j of its laying and carving, may T conceive, vie with 
any in Christetidomc. The contiguation of the roof (w 1 ‘ I went upon) 
weight and artificial joyneing of the stones is admirable. The lights 
are also very faire. in one ile lies the famous Dr. Collins so celebrated 
for his fluency in the Latin tongue. From this roofe we could descry

their tents and boothes ; also Roys ton, Newmarket, &q. houses belong- 
ing to the King. The Library is too narrow. 

Clare Hall is of a new and noble designc* but not finish'd. 

Peter House formerly under y c government of ray worthy friend Dr. 
Jo. Cosin Deane of Pcterborow a pretty neate College having a deli- 
cate Chapell. Next to Sidney, a fine College, 

Catharine Hall, tho* a rneui.e structure, is yet famous for the learned 
Bp. Andrews, once Master. Emanuel Col ledge, that zealous house, 
where to the Hall" they have a parler for y e Fellows. The Chapell is 
reform'd, ah origins, built N. and South, meanely built, as is > r 
Lihrarie. 

Jesus College, one of the best built but in a melancholy situation. 
Next to Christ College, a very noble erection, especialy the modern part, 
built without the quadrangle towards y* gardens, of exact architecture. 

The Schooles are very despicable, and Public Lihrarie but meane, 
tho’ somewhat improv’d by the wttinscoUiug and books lately added by 
the Bp. Bancroft's Library and MSS. They shew’d us little of anti- 
quity, onclv K. James's Works, being his owue gift and kept verv 
reverently. 

The Mercat-place is very ample, and remarkable for old Hobson the 
pleasant Carrier's beneficence of a fountaine f . But the whole towne is 
situate in a low dirty unpleasant place, y° streetes ill paved, the aire 
thick and infected by the Felines, nor lire its churches (of w vh Sr. 
Marie's is the best) any thing considerable in compare ;to Oxford ^. 

From Cambridge we went to A ut 1-ley End, and spent some time in 
seeing that goodly palace built by Howard Earl of Suffolk, once .Lord 
Treasurer. It is a mixt fabric 'twixt antiq apd modern, jbnt observable 
for its being compleately finish'd, and without comparison is one of the 
stateliest palaces of the kingdom. It consists of two courts, y* first very 
large, wing’d with cloisterer The front hath a double entrance; the 
hall is faire, but somewhat too small for so august a piIe. , i Tho kitchen

i» very large, as arc the cellars arch’d w' h stone, very neate and well 
diitpois d > these offices are joyn’d by a wing out of y* wnv very liaml- 
somely. The gallery is the most cheerful!, and I thinkc one of the 
best in England ; a taire diniug-roomc, and the rest of y* lod<nrn*« 
answerable, with a pretty chapcil. The gardens are not in onlc^tho* 
well inclos’d. It has also a bowling-ally, a nobly well wall’d, wooded, 
and water d park, full of fine collides and ponds; the river glides before y c 
place, to which is an avenue of lime trees, but all this is much diminish’d 
bv its being plac’d in an obscure bottorne ; for the rest, it is a perfectly 
uniform structure, and shewes without like a diadem, by y decorations 
of the cupolas and other ornaments on y c pavilions , instead of railes 
and balusters, there is a bordure of capital letters, as was lately also on 
Suffolk House neere Charing Crosse, built In the same Lord Tress' *’. 

This house stands in the parish of Saffron Walden, famous for V 
aboumlance of saffron there cultivated, and esteem’d the best, of anv 
forraine country. 

3 Oct Having din’d here vve pass'd ihnv Bishops Stortford, :x 
pretty water d townc, and so by London late home to Saves Court, 
after a journey of fOO miles, hut for rhe variety an agreeable refresh- 
ment after my turmoil and building, &e. 

10. To my brother at Wotton, who had be n sick. 

14. I went to visit my noble friend Mr. Hyldiard, where I met 
that learned gentleman my Lord Aungier, and Dr. Stokes , one of his 
Mu*** Chaplains. 

15. To Betch worth Castle to S r Ambrose Browne, and other gen- 
tlemen- of mvsweete ami native country. 

24. The good old parson lligham preach'd at Wotton Church: r> 
platne preacher, but innocent and honest man. 

23 Oct. I went to London to visit my co. Fanshawe, and this day I 
saw one of the rarest collections of achates, onyxes, and intaglios, that T 
had ever scene either at home or abroad, collected by a conceited old 
ha tt- maker in Black Friers, especialy one achat vase, heretofore the 
greate Earle ori^iceater’s.

28. Came Lady Langhanv, a kinswoman of mine, to Visit us; also 
one Capt". Cooke, esteem'd y e best singer after y* Italian manner of 
any in England; he entertain'd us with his voice and theorba. 

31. 3 My birth-day, being the 34 th yea re of my age blessing God 
for bis providence l went to London to visile my brother. 

3 Dec. Advent Sunday. There being no office at the church, but 
externporie prayers after y e Presbyterian way, for now all formes were 
prohibited, and most of the preachers were usurpers, I seldom© went to 
church upon solemn feasts, but either went to London, where some of 
the orthodox sequestred Divines did privately use y** Common Prayer, 
administer sacraments, &c. or else I procur’d one to officiate in my 
house; wherefore, , on the I Oth, Dr. Rich’ 1 Owen, the sequester'd mi- 
nister of Eltham, preach’d to my family in my library, and gave us y r 
holy communion. 

25. Christinas Day. No public offices in churches, but penalties on 
observers, so as 1 was constrain’d to celebrate it at home. 

1655. Jan. 1. Having with my Family performed the public offices 
of the day, and begged a blessing on the yeare 1 was now entering, I went 
to keepe the rest of Christmas at toy brother s, R. Evelyn at Woodcot. 

19. My wife was brought to bed of another son, being tny tfcird 
but second living. Christen’d on v* 26th by y c name of John. 

28. A stranger preached from 3 Collossians, 2, inciting our affections 
to the obtaining heavenly things. 1 understood afterwards that this 
man bad hen both Chaplaine and Lieuterinent to Admiral Pen, using 
both swords, whether ordained or not I cannot say; into such times 
were we fallen ! 

Feb; 24. I wasshew’d a table clock whose hallance was oncly a 
ehrystall ball sliding on parallel wyers without being at all fixed, . but 
rolling from stage to stage till falling on h spring conceal’d from sight, it 
was thrown© up to the upmojst channel again©, made with an imp©^p-» 
tible declivity, in this continual vicissitude of motion prettily ewterfcni ri* 
ing the eye every halfe minute, and the next balfe giving prpgf^as fo 
the hand that shewed the boure, andgrvinrg notice 
in 120 half© minutes ; pr periods of the buffed 
torie spring, the clock part struck. . .j 
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(richly adorn’d) had been presented by some German Pnnet u> our 
lute King, and was now in possession of the Usurper, valu'd at 200/. 

2 Mar. Mr. Simson, y e King’s jeweler, shew’d me a most rich 
achat cup of an escalop shape and having a figure of Cleopatra at tin- 
scroll, her body, hai re, mantle, and vaile of the severall natural co- 
lours, ; It was supported by a halfe M. Antony, the colours rarely na- 
tural, and y* work truly antique, but I conceiv’d they were of severall 
pieces ; had they ben all of one stone it were invaluable. 

18. Went to London on purpose to heure that excellent preacher 
Dr. Jeremy Taylor on 14 Matt. 17 . shewing what were the conditions 
of obtaining eternal life: also concerning abatements for unavoidable 
infirmities, how cast on the acconipts of y" Crosse. On the 3 1 »t f made 
a visit to Dr. Jerr. Taylor to conferr with him about some spiritual 
matters, using him thenceforward as my ghostly father. I Iwscech God 
Almighty to make me ever miiulful of, and thankful for, his heaven! v 
assistances, 

2 April. This was the first weeke that my V. Pret. [ Uncle Pretyman' j 
being parted with his family from me, I began housekeeping, till mow 
sojourning with him in my owne house. 

9. I went to see y* greate ship newly built hv the Usurper Oliver, 
carrying 96 brasse guns, and 1000 tons burthen, in y prow was Oli- 
ver on horseback, trampling 6 Nations under foote, a Scott, Irishman, 
Dutchman, Frenchman, Spaniard, and English, as was easilv made 
out by their several habits. A Fame held a laurel -over his insulting 
head ; y e word, God with tut. 

15. I went to London with my family to celebrate v 1 ' feast of Easter. 
Dr. Wild preach’d at St. Gregorio’s; the Ruling Powers* conniving 
at y* use of the Liturgy &c. in this church alone. In v° afternuone 
Mr. Pierson (since Bp. of Chester) preach'd at East Cheape, but was 
disturb’d by an alarnie of fire, which about this time was very frequent 
irf the Cittie. 

29 JMay. I sold Preston to Col, Morley. 

June There was a collection for the Persecuted Churches and 
Christians in Savoy, remnants of the ancient Albigenses.

1 Aug. I went to Darking to see Mr. Cha. Howard’s umphitheater, 
garden, or solitaric recess*, being 15 acres inviron’d by a hill. He 
shew’d us divers rare plants, £aves, and an elaboratory. 

10. I went to Alburie to visit Mr. Howard, who had begun to build 
and alter y c gardens much. He shewd me many rare pictures, par- 
ticularly the Moore on horseback; Erasmus as big as the life, by Hol- 
bein ; a Mad (met in miniature by Oliver; but above all the Skull carv'd 
ift wood bv Albert Ourer, for which his father was offer’d 100/.; also 
yllbfri's head by himselic ; with divers rare achates, intalias, and other 
curiosities. 

21. 1 went to Rvgate to visite Mrs. Gary at my Lady PeterboroV 

in an antiemt monastery well in repairs, but the parkc much defac’d; 
the house is nobly furnish’d. The chimney-piece in the greate chamber, 
curv'd in wood, was of Hen. 8. and was taken from an house of his in 
Blechinglcc. At Itygate was now y 9 Archbishop of Armagh, the 
learned James Usher, whom I went to visite. He receiv'd me exceed- 
ing kindly. In discourse with him he told me how greate the losse of 
time was to study much the Eastern languages ; that excepting Hebrew 
there was little finite to be gather’d of exceeding labour; that besides 
■some mathematical bookes, the Arabic itselfe had little considerable ; 
that the beat text was y c Hebrew Bible; that y® Septuagint was finish’d 
in JO daies, but full of errors, about which he was then writing; that

revenue. Here are such goodly walkes and hills shaded with yew and 
box as render the place extreamely agreeable, ir seeming from these 
ever* greens to be summer all the winter. 

28. Came that renown’d mathematician Mr. Oughtrcd* r<> sec me, 

1 sending my coach to bring him to Wotton, being now very nged. 
Amongst other discourse be told me he thought water to be the philo- 
sopher’s first matter, and that be was well per* waded of the possibility 
of their elixir; he believ’d the sunn to he a material fire, the mount a 
continent, as appears by the late Selcitographers ; he had strong appre- 
hensions of some extraordinary event to happen y following veuve, 
from the calculation of coincidence with the diluvian period ; and added 
that it might possibly be to convert y c Jewea by our Saviour’s visible 
appearance, or to judge y c world ; and therefore bis word was Pnrutt:

16, Preach’d at St. Gregoric’s one Darnel on 4 Psalm 4. concerning

17 Sept. Receiv'd 2600 /. of Mr. Hurt for the manor of VVarley 
Magna in Essex, purchased by me some time since. The taxes were 
so intoilerabic that, they cute up the rents &c. surcharged us that county 
bad been above all others during our unnatural war. 

19*. Came to see me S f Kdw. Hales, Mr. Aslimok, Mr. Harlakenton, 
and Mr, Ttiornhili s and the next day 1 visited Sir lien.

On Sunday afternoons I frequently stay'd at home to catechise and

~(k 1 went to see Col. Blount's subterranean warren, and drank of 

the wine of his vineyard, which was good for little. 

31. Sir Nich. Crisp came to treate with me about his vast designe 
of a Mole* -to he made for ships in part of my grounds at Saves Court 
3 Nov. 1 had accidentally discourse with a Persian and a Grceke 
concerning the devastation of Poland by y lato incursion of the Swedes. 
27' To London about S r Nich" Crisps designs. 

I went to see York House and gardens belonging to the former 
great e Buckingham, but now' much ruin'd thro' neglect f. 

Thence to visit honest and learned Mr. HartlibJ, a public spirited 
and ingenious person, who had propagated many useful! things and 
arts. He told me of the Castles which they set for ornament on their 
stoves in Germany (he himselfe being a Lithuanian as I remember), 
"Inch are furnish'd with small ordinance of silver on the battlements, 
out of which they discharge excellent perfumes about the roomes 
charging them with a little powder to set them op fire and disperse the 
smoke ; and in truth no more than neede, for their stoves are sufficiently 
nasty. He told me of an hike that would give a dozen copies, moist 
sheets of paper being press'd on it, and remaine perfect; and a receipt 
bow to take off any print without the least injury to the originall. This 
gentleman was master of innumerable curiosities and very com muni* 
cative. I returned home that evening by water* and was afflicted for it 
with a cold that had almost -lull'd- ine.*

The Earl of Southampton (since Treasurer) and Mr. Spencer, bro- 
ther to the Earle of Sunderland, came to see my garden. 

7 July. I began my journey to see some parts of y* North East of 
England, but y f weather whs so excessive hot and dusty I shortned 
iny progressc. 

8. To Colchester, a faire town®, but now wretchedly demolished 
by the late siege, especialy the suburbs, which were all burnt* but 
were then repairing - . The towne is built on a rising ground, having 
faire meadow's ou one side, and a river with a strong ancient castle, 
said to have ben buiit by K. Coitus, father of Heleua mother of Con- 
stantine the Great, of whom I find no memory save at y* pinnacle of 
one of their wool-staple houses, where is a statue of Coilus in wood* 
wretchedly carved. The walles arc exceeding strong* deeply trench’d 
and fill’d w’ith earth. It has 6 gates and some watch-towres, andaomo 
handsome churches. But what was shewed us as a kind of miracle* «t 
the outside of the Castle, the wall where Sir Cha. Lucas and Sir. Geo. 
Lisle, those valiant and noble persons who so bravely behav^df tliero-- 
selves in the last siege, were barbarously shot, murder'd . Iwtnp ip 
cold blood after surrendering on articles ; haying ben disappptttt^l of 
relief from the Scotch army, which hstd ben, defeated iCihg cL 

Worcester. The place was bare of grasse jgr « large apace, y* rest 
of it abounding with herbage. For the .rest, this 
tious towne, now swarming wi|h Sectariy!*.Tbeir trndiwpt»;jip; eloth 
with the Dutch, and baies anti saiee wit^Spai'n , ■ it |riace 
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in England, where these stuffs are made unsophisticated. It is also fa- 
mous for oysters and eringo-root, growing here about and caudu-d 
for sale. 

Went to Dedham, a pretty country towne, having a very fair? church 
finely situated, the valley well watred. Here I met with Dr. Stokes 
a yottrtg gentleman but an excellent mathematician. This is a clothing 
towne, as most are in Essex, but lies in y« 'unwholesome hundreds. 

Hence to Ipswich, doubtlesse one of the sweetest, most pleasant, well 
built Townes in England, It has twelve faire churches, many noble 
houses, especiaiy y® 1/ Devereux’s ; a brave kay and commodious f: u - 
hor, being about 7 miles from y c maine ; an ample mercal-p’ace* Here 
was born y® greate Cardinal Wolsoy, who began a palace here, which 
was not finish'd. 

I had y* curiosity to visite some Quakers here in prison • a new 
phanatie sect, of dangerous principles, who show no respect to anv 
man, magistrate or other, and sec me a melancholy proud sort of people, 
and exceedingly ignorant. One of these was said to have fasted 20 
daies, hut another endeavouring to do y« like, perish’d on the 10th, 
when he would have eaten hut could not. 

10i I return’d homeward, passing againc thro’ Colchester ; and bv 
the way neere the antient towne of Chelmsford, saw New Hall, built 
in a parke by Henry 7- and 8. and given by Queen Elizabeth to the 
I5arle of Sussex, who sold it to the late greate Duke of Buckingham, 
and since seiz’d on by O. Cromwell (pretended Protector). It is a 
fetre old houoc built with brick, low, being only of 2 stories, as the 
mannerthch was ; y® Gate-house better; the Court large and pretty; 
the stalre-caseof extraordinary widenesse, with a piece representing 
.V*r jR Drake's actiwi in the year 1580, an excellent sea-piece; y® 
galleries are trifling; the hall is noble; the garden a faire plot, and the 
whole seats Well accommodated with water ; but above all 1 admir’d 
the faire avenue planted with stately lime-trees in 4 rowes, for neere a. 
mile in length. It hak three descents, which is the only fault, and 
may be rcfbnn’d. Thcre is another faire walk of same at the malt 
4«d wiMernesse,’Witha tennis-court, and pleasant terrace towards the 
path, wlriob Wa* well stor’d With deere and ponds. 



11. Came home by Greenwich -FWiryi wheye -l sa«? Sii’^JoHn 
Winter’s new project of churr&g eef-boo^., te bufhe out the sulphure 
and render it sweete.

3 Aug. I went to London to receive the B. Sacrament, the first 
time the Church of England was reduced to a chamber and conventicle, 
so sharp was the persecution. The Parish Churches were fill’d with 
Sectaries of all sorts, blasphemous andighoraht mechanics usurping the 
pulpets every where, Dt. Wild f preach’d in a private bouse, in Phtete 
Streete, where we had a greate meeting of zealous Christians, wWwere 
generaly npich more devout and religions than in our greatest pthi- 
pefity. In the afternoone I went to the French Chofch ;‘m: the

The young gen- 
tleman, about 17 , was a well-complexion’d youth, not olive* colour’d; 
he spake Latine handsomly, was extreamely well bred, and bom in the 
Caracas* 1000 miles South of the Equinoxial, tieere the mountaioes of 
Potosi; he had never ben in Europe before. The Governor was an 
ancient gentleman of greate courage, of y* order of St, Jago,? soro 
wounded in his arroe, and his ribs broken; he lost lor his owue share 
£& 100,000 sterling, which he seem'd to beare with exceeding indif* 
ference, and nothing dejected. After some dis^l^ise I weutwith them 
to Arundel House, where they din'd. They were now going back into 
Spaiue, having obtain'd their liberty from Cromwell. An example of 
human vicissitude !

bell* ringing, the a tree tes hung with tapissry, fountaines running with 
.vine; the Maior, Aldermen, and ail the Com [Names in their liveries* 
chaincs of gold, and banners ; Lords and Nobles dad in cloth of silver, 
gold, and velvet; the windowes and balconies all set with ladies; trum- 
pets, music, and myriads of people flocking, even so far as from Roches- 
ter, so as they were seven hourej in passing* the Citty, even from 2 in 
y° afternoone till 9 at night. 

I stood in the Strand aval beheld it, and Mess'd God, And all this 
was don without otic drop of bloud shed, and by that very army which 
rebelled against him ; hut it was y n Lord's doing, for such a Rcstaura- 
tiou was never mention'd in any history antient or modern, since the 
returne of the Jews from the Babylonish captivity ; nor so joyful! a 
day and so bright ever seene in this Nation, this hapning when to 
expect or effect it was past all human policy. 

I June. I receiv'd letters of Sir Rich 11 . Browne's landing at Dover, 
and also letters from the Qucene, which I was to deliver at White-hall, 
not as yet presenting myselfe to his Majesty by reason of the infinite, 
concourse of people. The eagerness of men, women, and children to 
sec his Majesty and kissc his hands was so greate, that he had scarce 
leisure to cate for some f la ves, coming as they did from all parts of the 
Nation; and the King being as willing to give them that satisfaction, 
would have none kept out, but gave free acces&e to all sorts of people. 

Addressing myselfe to the Duke, I was carried to his Majestic when 
very few noblemen were with him, and kiss'd his hands, being, very 
graciously receiv'd. J then return'd home to meete Sir Rich^ Browne , 
who came not till the 8th, after a 19 yea^s exile, during all whh?h 
time lie kept up in his chapell the Liturgie arid Offices of the Church 
of England, to his no small honour, and in a tiine when it was ad low, 
and as many thought utterly lost, that in various coutivv^ 
with Papists and Sectaries our Divines us'd to argue for the yisibiKty of 
the Church, from his chapell and congregation;

whom it was built, which had not one letter of it defac’d. It was 
astonishing to see what immense stones the heato had. in a manner 
calcin'd, so that all y e ornaments, columns, freeze**, capitals, and pro- 
jecturesnof massie Portland stone flew off, even to y“ very roofc, where a 
sheet of lead Covering a great space (no lessc than fi akers by measure) 
was totally mealted ; the', mines of the vaulted roofe falling broke iuto 
St Faith^Whicb being fill'd with the magazines of bookes belonging* 
to y e Stationers, and carried thither for safety,, they were all eons urn d, 
burning for a weeke following. It is also observable that the lead over 
y* 1 altar at y* East end was untouch’d, and among the divers monu- 
ments, the body of one Bishop remain’d intire.

23 July. We return'd from Burrow Green to London, staying some 
time at Audlcy End to set* that fine palace. It h indeed*; a checrefull 
piece ofOotic building, or rather nntico mode mo, but placed in an ob- 
scure bet tome.

She made rib 
game by it, pretended no religious fancies, hut seemed to 6b a plaint, 
ordinary, silent, working wench, somewhat fat, short, and high oo* 
lour'd. She told me clivers divines and physicians had seen© her, but 
were unsatisfied ; that she had taken some remedies against her; fits, 
but they did her no good ; she had never before had ady fits; fcnfcc- 
since she seem'd in her sleepc to hear oner say to her^that she should 
tamper no more with them, nor trouble herselfe with any thing that 
happen'd, but put her trust in y* merits of Christ onely. 

This is the substance of what she told me, and what 1 saw aiid cu- 
riously examin'd. 1 was formerly acquainted with the impostorious 
Nunns of Loudune in France, which made such noise amongst the Pa- 
pists, I therefore thought this worth the notice, I remember Moos’ 
Monconys (that curious traveller and a Roman Catholic) tvas by no 
means satisfied with y* stigmata of those Nunns, because they wefe 
so shy of letting him scrape the letters, which were Jesus, Majria,

There w no iir#a».u.c before Km of 
a man who gave to wood the loose and airy lightness of flower?, and chained together the 
productions of tk* elements prltb the free disorder natural to each species, It m uncertain whe- 
ther lie was born irt Holland or in England ; it h said that he lived in Hell Savage Court, Ludg-.-Ue 
hill, and was employed by Betterton in decorating the 'Theatre in Dorset Garden. Me lived afte.r- 
wards at Deptford* in the o&rne house with a musician, where the beneficent and curious, Mi. Evelyn 
found and patronised both. This gentleman. Sir P, Lely, ami Bap. May, who wj* Hu.-icthing of an 
Architect himself* recommended Gibbons to Chtt.

Gibbon, in put it tide, made a potent of 
his own bust ill wood to Mr. Evelyn, who kept it at bis house in Diner street. Tin* pirn: dial bad 
struck 80 good a judge wan a large carving in wood of St. Stephen stoned, long preserved in the 
.sculptor’s own house, and afterwards purchased and placed by the l>uk<-. of Cl. undos at Cannons." 

Mr. Walpole jtot not quite correct in this account. Gibbon, when young, was found by Mr. 
Evelyn hi a small bouse at Deptford* working on that famous piece from Tintoi et , litre said to re- 
present the stoning of St, Stephen, and which seems from Mr. Evelyn s account, to bare bu n his 
first performance of consequence. It must huto been afterwards th»d ho lived in Belle, ^nuvage 
Yawl, and that he worked on the Theatre in Dorset Gardens. Mr. Evelyn d. . s nor mention a 
musician, and says there was only an old woman with him in the house ut Deptford. It was Mr. 
Evelyn who recommended him to the King, to Mr. May the architect, and to Sir Christopher 
Wren. Of the bust nothing is known at Wotton.

It was not 
above a day or two that going to White-hall to take leave of his Lord- 
ship, who bad his lodgings in the Privy Garden, shaking me by the hand 
he bid me Good-by’e, and said he thought he should see me no mori!, 
and I saw to my thinking something boading in his countenance; 
“No,” says he, “they will not have me live. Had I lost a fleete 
(meaning on his returne from Bergen when he tooke the East India 
prize) I should have fared better; but be it as it pleases God — I must 
do something I know not what to save my reputation.” Something to 
this effect he had hinted to me ; thus I tooke my leave. I well remem-

Thus died King Charles IL of a vigorous and robust Constitution, 
and m all appearance promising a long life. lie was a Prince of many 
virtues, and many greate imperfections ;• debonaire, ealsy of accesse, 
not bloudy nor cruel; bis countenance fierce, his voice greate,. proper 
of person, every motion became him; a layer of the sea, and skilful) in 
shipping ; not affecting other studies, yet he had a laboratory, and 
knew of many empyrical medicines, and the easier mccltanical mathe- 
matics; he lov’d planting and building, and brought iu a politcr way 
of living, which pass'd to luxury and intolerable expence. He bad a

As to other publiq transactions and unhappy inis- 
can$age&* 'tis not here I intend to number them; but certainly never 
had ICing more glorious opportunities to have made hi ruse] fe, his 
people, and all Europe happy, and prevented innumerable niischeifs. 
bad not his too easy nature resign’d him to be. manag'd by crafty men, 
and -some abandon'd and profane wretches who corrupted lib otherwise 
sufficient parts, disciplin'd as he had ben by many afflictions during his 
banishment, which gave him much experience and knowledge ot men 
and things ; but those wicked creatures took him oft from all apphea - 
tion becomitlg so greate a King. The history of his reiguc will cer- 
taiqely.be the most wonderful! for the variety of matter and accidents, 
above any^ extant in former ages : the sad tragical death ot lib father, 
his banishment and hardships, his miraculous rcstauiation, conspira- 
cies against him, parliaments, wars, plagues, fires, comets, revolutions 
abroad happening in his time, with a thousand other particulars.

which she had at any time ben, which being continual v of persons of 
the bent quality, she thereby improved. She had an excellent voice, to 
which she play'd a thorough-bass on the harpsichord, in both which she 
strived to that perfection, that of the sehollars of those two famous mas- 
ters Signors Pietro and Bartholoineo she was esteem’d the best ; for the 
sweetnesse of her voice and management of it added such an agreeable- 
nesse to her countenance, without any constraint or concern®, that: when 
she sung, it was as charming to the eye as to the care ; this I rather note, 
because it was n universal remarke, and for which so many noble and 
judicious persons in inusiq desired to hcarc her, the last being at Lord 
Arundel's of Wardour (see p. 543). What shall I say, or rather not say, 
of the cheerofullriess and agrecablcnesse of her humour? condescend- 
ing to or others, she still kept up 

respect, without the least pride. She would often reude to them, exa-

She had a talent of rehersing 
any Comical part or poerne, as to them she might be decently free with 
was more pleasing than heard on y y theater; she daunc'd with the 
greatest grace I had ever seene, and so would her master say, who was 
Mons r Isaac; but she seldome sliew’d that perfection, save in the 
gracefullnesse of her carriage, which Was with an aire of spritely mo* 
dearie not easily to be descrilied. Nothing affected, but natural and 
easy as well in her deportment as in her discourse, which was always 
matmaU, not trifling, and to which theextraordinary sweetuesse of 
her tone; even jn familiar speaking, was very charming. -Nothing was 
so pretty aS her descending to play with little children, whom alie would 
carcase and humour with greate delight. Bat she most affected to be 
with grave and sober men, of whom she might learne something, and 
improve herselfe. 1 have ben assisted by her in reading end praying 
by ine; comprehensive of uncommon notions,, curious of kno&rag every 
thing to some excesse, had 1 not sometimes repressed it. Nothing was 
so dclightfull to her as to go into my study, where she would willingly 
have spent whole dayes; for as Jsayd she bad read aboundance of his- 
tory, and aJl the best poets, even.

There was something said of the second sight happening to some

Saviour’® Crosse, that heal’d a gentleman’s rotten nose by imply touch - 
Sng; afid speaking of the golden erosse and chaine taken out of the 
coffin of St. Edward the Confessor at Westnv*, by one of the singing 
men, who, as the scaffolds were taking down after his Ma r ” coronation, 
espying a hole in the tomb, and something glisten, put his hand in, 
and brought it to the Deane, and he to the King; his Mab began to 
put the Bishop in mind how earnestly the late King (his brother) call'd 
Upon him, during his agonie, to tuke out what he had in his pocket. 
1 had thought, said the King, it had ben for some keys, which might 
lead td some cabinet that his Ma* would have me secure; but, says 
he, you well remember that I found nothing in any of his pockets but 
a erosse of gold, and a few insignificant papers ; and thereupon lie 
shew’d us the erosse, and was pleas’d to put it into my hand. It was

After dinner he had me and Mr. Houblon (a rich and consider- 
abie merchant, whose father had fled out of Flanders on the persecution 
of the Duke of Alva} into a private ruome, and told us that being lately 
done with his Mu tv , and upon some occasion of speaking concerning 
' mjp Arlingtou dying a Roman Catholic, who had all along 
seem’d to profess himselfe a Protestant, taken all the tests, &c. till the 
.^^think) of-: his death, bis Ma‘> sayd that as to his inclinations be 
hadknown him Jong wavering, but from feare of looeeing his places he 
think; ' it convenient to declare himself. There are, says the 
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King, those who believe the Church of Route give* 
going to church> and many like things, but that knot so for iffbat 
might have ben had, he himselfe had most reason to makeurfrofit 
Ittdecde, he said, os to some matrimonial cases, there areneto and 
then dispensations, but hardly in any cases eke.

of that, no reformation sufferable, bottoming all their errors on St. 
Pet#^ti successors unerrablc dictatorship, but proving nothing with 
tny ttoson, or taking notice* of any objection which could be made 
against itv Here all was taken for granted, and upon it a resolution 
acid preference implied. I was heartily sorry to sec all this, tlio* it was 
no other than was to be suspected, by his lute Ma ( > s too greate indiffer- 
eace, neglect, and course of life, that lie had ben perverted, and for 
secular respects onely profess'd to be of another heliefe, and thereby 
giving greate advantage to our adversaries, both the Court and gene- 
rally the youth and greate persons of t lie Nation becoming dissolute and 
highly profane. God was incens'd to make his reign very troublesome 
and nnprosperous, by warn, plagues, fires, lossc of reputation by an 
universal neglect ol the publique for the love of a voluptuous and 
sensual life, w“ h u vicious Court had brought into credit. T think of it 
with sorrow, and pity when I consider of how good and debonaire a 
nature that unhappy Prince was, what opportunities lie had to have 
made hitnselfe the most renown'd King that ever sway'd the British 
setpter, had he ben firm to that Church for w tU las martyr'd and 
blessed father suffer'd; and had he ben gratefuU to Almighty God, who 
so miraculously restor'd him, with so excellent a Religion ; had he en- 
deavour'd to owoe and propagate it as he should have don, not onely 
for the good of bis Kingdom, but of all the Reformed Churches in 
Chj^tendorn* now weaken’d and ncere ruin'd thro’ our remissnesse and 
suffering them to he suplanted, persecuted and destroy’d, as in France, 
tfhfcfe wetookeno notice of.

The garden is so beset with alt manner of sweete shrubbs, that it per- 
fumes the aire. -The distribution also of the quarters, walks, and 
parterres, is excellent. The nurseries, kitiinn garden full of y® oiost 
desireable plants ; two very noble Orangeries well furnished ; hut above 
nib tbe canal! and fishponds, the one fed with a white, the other with 
a black running water, fed by a quick and swift river, so well and plen- 
tifully stor'd with fish, that for pike, carp, breame arid tench, I never 
saw any thing approching it We had at every made carp and pike 
of size fit for the table of a Prince, and what added to delight 
was to see the hundreds taken bv the drag, out of which, the coolie 
standing by, we pointed out what we had most mind to, and had carp 
that would have ben worth at London twenty shillings a piece. The 
waters are fiagg’d about with Calamus (tromaticu*, with w'* 1 ' my lady 
has hung a closet, that retains the smell very perfectly.

milton) with so little good grace, and so dully, that our visile was Very 
shore, and so we return’d to A1 thorp, 12 miles distant? 

The house, or rather palace, at Althorp, is a noble uniform pile in 
form of a half H, built of brick and freestone, ballustml atui & la mo - 
(.femes the hall is well, the staircase excellent ; the rpome3 of state, 
gidlfirys, offices and furniture, such as may become a greatc Prince. It 
is situate in the mulst of a garden, exquisitely planted and kept, arid all 
this in a parke wall’d in with hewn stone, planted with rows and wtilkes 
of trees, canals ai)d fish ponds, and stor’d with game. And what ia 
above all this, govern’d by a lady, who without any shew of sollicitude, 
keepes every thing iu such admirable order, lioth ^thin and without, 
from the garret to the cellar, that I dp not this 

nation, or in any other, that exceedes her in stack 
ostcutation, but substantially. greate. And noble. --The"^^ lervant 
is lodg’d so neat and cleanly; the •

a wise and noble person. She is one who for cm^ te 

of me from a long and worthy friendship , : t •/ 
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brate. I wish from my sou! the* Lord her husband (whose parts and 
abilities arc otherwise conspicuous) was as ivorthy of her, as by a fatal 
apostaey and court ambition he has made himself unworthy. This is 
what she deplores, and it renders her as much affliction as a lady of 
greate soul and much prudence is capable of. The Countesse of Bristol, 
her another, a- grave and honorable lady, has the comfort of seeing lies* 
(laughter and grandchildren under the same (economy, especialy Mr, 
Charles Spencer*, a youth of extraordinary hopes, very learned for his 
age, and ingenious, and under a governor of great e worth. Happy 
were it could as much he said of the elder brother, the Lord Spencer^ 
who, rambling about y c world, dishonours both his name and his fa- 
mily, adding sorrow to sorrow' to a mother who has taken all imagin- 
able care of his education. There is a daughter very young married to 
the Earl of Cbmcartic, who has . a.greatc aud faire estate in Ireland, hut 
who yet gives no greate presage of worth, — so universally contaminated 
is the youth of this corrupt and abandon’d age ! But this is a game 
recoin ponc'd by my Lord Arran, a sober and worthy gentleman, who 
has espous'd the Lady Ann Spencer, a young lady of admirable accom- 
plishments and virtue. 

23. I left this noble place and conversation, my. lady having pro- 
vided carriages to convey us back in the same manner a* v\c went, ami 
a dinner being prepared at Dunstable against our asival.

them to' his two inends ; was afraid to take them away till he had acquainted the

two or three horns after to one of the Quire, acquainted him with what he had 
found, who accompanied him to the monument, from whence he again drew 
the crucifix and chain ; his friend advised him to keep them until he could shew 
them to the Dean (the Bp. of Rochester) ; kept them three weeks before he 
Ccwtld speak to the Bishop ; went to the Abp. of York, and shewed them ; next 
morning the Abp. of York carnal him to the Abp. of Canterbury at Lambeth, 
and shewed them. After this he procured an exact drawing to be made of 
them; shewed them to Sir William Dugdale. 6' July, the Abp. of Canter- 
bury totd the Bp. of Rochester, who, about four that afternoon, sent for him, 
and took him to Whitehall, thut he might present them to the King, which he 
did accordingly. The King ordered a new strong wooden coffin to be made to 
inclose th& broken one. The links of the chain oblong, and curiously wrought ; 
the Upper part joined by a locket, composed of a large round nob of gold, 
massy, in circumference as big as a milled shilling, half an inch thick; round 
Urn want a wire and half a dozen little beads, hanging loose, running to and 
again on the same, all of pure gold, and finely wrought ; on each side of the 
locket were set two large square stones (supposed to be rubies).
